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Two zoning 
articles pass

Despite nearly two years of plan¬ 
ning and an extensive presentation 
to Town Meeting, all but two of the 
Planning Hoard’s 18 warrant arti¬ 
cles on Main Street zoning met with 
failure. 

Town Meeting debated for two 
hours before beginning to vole on the 
warrant articles, which address 
strip zoning on upper Main Street 
that has been in place since 1924. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan 
structured debate of the zoning arti¬ 
cles so it would focus on the concept, 
but said each article would be voted 
on separately. Sullivan also allowed 
comments from neighbors in the 
area of the proposed changes. 

Of the 18 articles presented, only 
two, Articles 25 and 33 passed. Those 
two were accompanied by a positive 
recommendation from the property 
owners. 

The zoning articles required a % 
vote of Town Meeting. When the 
voting began, Article 21 failed 84 yes 
to 71 no. (105 votes were needed to 
make the % requirement). Articles 
22, 23 and 24 also failed, by a vote of 
78 yes to 81 no, 82-75 and 77-80, 
respectively. 

Following the defeat of Article 24, 
Town Meeting member Robert 
Frank made a motion to indefinitely 
postpone the remaining articles as a 
whole. However, Sullivan would not 
allow the motion, since he had said 
discussion would be allowed on each 
individual article. Sullivan did allow

Proposal 
tagged 
Main St. 
zoning

The Planning Board has been 
reviewing the area of north Main 
Street for almost two years now, 
meeting with abutters and holding 
public hearings to elicit response on 
the proposal to rezone several par¬ 
cels in the area. 

With the implementation of more 
restrictive zoning on north Main 
Street, planners hoped to regulate 
commercial growth in that area — 
and level off the influx of traffic and 
parking problems that have plagued 
the area for decades. 

Planning Board members pre¬ 
sented the proposal to rezone sec¬ 
tions of north Main Street in order to 
alleviate non-conforming uses while 
regulating the size of the business 
district and protecting the residen¬ 
tial properties with buffering. 

The parcels in question extend 
along the west side of Main Street 
from Clark Street to Sheridan Circle 
and along the east side of Main 
Street from Swanton Street to Hill 
Street. 

According to Planning Board 
Chairman Daniel Chane, the origi¬ 
nal zoning instituted in 1924 is known 
as “strip zoning." Currently, on 
Main Street a 150-foot zoning line 
dissects parcels on angles and 
renders many non-conforming to the 
current general business use. 

Currently, the area poses safety 
problems from excessive traffic, 
which blocks residential roads, said 
Chane. And with the existing zoning, 
other large developments such as 
the medical facility at 955 Main St. 
could be built, adding to the already 
congested roadways. 


each individual article. 

However, Town Meeting member 
and property owner William Tho¬ 
mas, 9 Water St., requested that 
Town Meeting support the zoning 
change to his property, those out¬ 
lined in Article 25. 

“I have lived there for 59 years. 
We would like it to be converted to 
residential (zoning),’’ said Thomas. 
Town Meeting rejected the motion to 
indefinitely postpone the article by a 
voice vote, and supported Thomas’ 
request 115-41 to allow the change. 

Planning Board Chairman Daniel 
Chane then recommended all other 
articles be postponed. 

Articles 26 through 32 were 
defeated with no discussion, but 
Article 33 received Town Meeting’s 
support (146-1) after a plea from 
resident Salvatore Bonasera to 
make a parcel of his Sheridan Circle 
land residential. 

Articles 33 through 38 were indefi¬ 
nitely postponed, but at the request 
of a resident, it was voted that 
Article 36 be reconsidered. Accord¬ 
ing to Town Meeting procedure, 
Article 36 will be taken up as the first 
order of business at Town Meeting’s 
May 7 meeting. 

Opposition 

Main Street resident Joan McDo¬ 
nough informed Town Meeting 
members of a petition presented to 
selectmen signed by 192 residents 
opposing the changes. 

Resident Anthony Conte said he 
thought the plan was “a violation’’ of 
residents’ rights. Conte cited the 
potential revenue the town could 
gain from commercial establish¬ 
ments in the area. 

Property owner Francis F. Cullen 
said by moving a zoning line to a lot 
line, commercial property owners 
would not be able to use the back 20 
feet of the parcel for parking or 
other business use, due to the 
required buffer zone. 

“A majority of the people who own 
these homes don’t want the 
changes,’’ said Town Meeting mem¬ 
ber Michael Saraco. 

However, others said they would 
welcome the proposed zoning 
changes. 

Town Meeting member Alice War¬ 
ren said she had attended a number

Landry had based her original 
selection and appointment of two 
separate committees on the compos¬ 
ition of the last six school reuse 
committees and their accompanying 
advisory boards.

The School Reuse Committee now 
consists of: Rita Breen, Harry Che- 
falo, Leo Clavette, Anne Galli, Jim 
Johnson, Mike Manzo and Ashley 
Stevens. 

At the first session of the Reuse 
Committee May 1, Dr. Rita Breen, a 
land use specialist, was voted chair¬ 
man of the task force, and Ashley 
Stevens was voted vice-chairman. 
Leo Clavette was voted into the 
position of clerk of the board. 

School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry outlined the 
charge of the committee, which is to 
find a suitable tenant to lease the 
Vinson Owen School by Sept. 1, 1990. 
The task force will act in an advisory 
manner and make recommenda¬ 
tions to the School Committee in a 
final report scheduled for June 26, 


said Landry. 

Also, the School Committee, Land¬ 
ry said, will be removed from the 
deliberations of the reuse commit¬ 
tee, allowing the committee to set its 
own agenda. 

Landry also outlined several 
points for task force members to 
develop and review, which include: 
the site plan (including acreage and 
surroundings); the existing struc¬ 
ture; the currrent physical condition 
of the structure; zoning bylaws; a 
marketing plan; a potential tenant 
profile; rental structure; type of 
lease; provisions for the science 
park and baseball field; parking 
restrictions and neighborhood 
concerns.

bags; glass, white, green or brown 
with lids removed; and metal cans, 
in addition to leaves, grass and 
brush. 

The Rotary recycling table will be 
located near the recycling bins so 
that residents can conveniently 
deposit their recyclables in the 
appropriate containers and enjoy a 
break with friends and neighbors 
who share their commitment to 
recycling. 

The purpose of Rotary is to 
encourage and foster the ideal of 
service as a basis of worthy enter¬ 
prise and to encourage service to 
society wherever possible. In recog¬ 
nition of this commitment, Winches¬ 
ter Rotary Club extends an invita¬ 
tion to all residents to join in the May 
5 Recycling Day at the dump.

Forum addresses human services plight

When Winchester residents 
George and Ann McMillan showed 
an audience two pairs of toddler’s 
shoes and told them the cost, the 
audience understood their point all 
too well. 

As foster parents, the McMillan’s 
are allotted $51 every four months 
from the state as a clothing allow¬ 
ance for the child they take care of 
on a full-time basis — enough money 
to buy those two pairs of shoes. 

The McMillans spoke at the 
Fourth Annual Legislative Break¬ 
fast held last week in Arlington, 
which is chaired by Sen. Salvatore 
Albano (D-Somerville, Winchester). 

The forum is designed to address 
community human service concerns 


with Mystic Valley, Central Mid¬ 
dlesex and Cambridge-Somerville 
area legislators. 

Nine local politicians were on 
hand to hear testimony from the 
people — those members of the 
Council for Children and depart¬ 
ments of Mental Retardation and 
Mental Health, like the McMillans, 
who are personally involved with 
these programs on a day-to-day 
basis. 

According to a fact sheet released 
by the Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices (DSS), budget cuts in the gov¬ 
ernor’s proposed fiscal year 1991 
(FY91 > budget would cause subsi¬ 
dized daycare funding to be cut by 
$22 million. 

And family planning programs, 
parent aide services, battered 


women counseling and therapeutic 
services will be virtually eliminated 
in the proposed budget package, 
according to DSS. 

Over the years, the McMillans 
have taken in 49 foster children, in 
addition to their own nine children. 
Sometimes, they said, it takes up to 
a year for them to be refunded for 
money spent on the children. 

And George McMillan cited the 
problems foster children have in the 
school system. 

“They’re labeled ‘foster kids,’ ’’ 
he said, “They think no one will fight 
for them ... Well, we’ll fight for 
them.” 

George McMillan added that his 
foster children have been falsely 
accused when there’s trouble in the 
neighborhood. 

"They need self esteem. We give 


that to them,” he said. 

Sen. Albano briefed the audience 
on the FY91 budget, saying “most of 
the news is not good." He noted that 
some legislators “are not willing to 
make the commitment to human 
services like they were in the past.” 

“But not all hope is lost,” added 
Albano. “The parents and staff are 
our hope.” 

Albano encouraged people to 
become more politically active. 
“Get out there and support the (legi¬ 
slators) who support the issues," he 
said. 

“The government has an obliga¬ 
tion to understand and act or suggest 
options ... The fact is, the people in 
this room provide the support and 
framework for what the legislature 
does. They make it relevant,” Alba¬ 
no said.

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Mahoney’s cited for conservation 


efforts

Mahoney’s Garden Center has 
been cited for its water conserva¬ 
tion efforts by both the Massa 
chusetts Water Resources 
Authority < MWRA' and the Mas 
sachusetts Agriculture 
Department 

MWRA Executive Director 
Paul F. Levy presented owner 
Paul Mahoney with a certificate 
of membership into the MWRA’s 
Quabbin Club at the April 27 cere 
mony. Paul Gosslin ol the Massa¬ 
chusetts Department of Agricul 
ture presented Mahoney with a 
certificate of recognition from his 
department. 

Levy commended Mahoney for 
his water conservations efforts as 
well as water conservation edu¬ 
cation. saying that while Massa 
chusetts has an adequate supply 
of water, “it is not endless.'' 

“Mahoney’s has done a terrific 
job ... looking for their own water 
supply in the area," Levy said 

Levy said 80 percent of the 
earth’s surface is water, but only 
1 percent fresh and clean enough 
to be used for drinking or cook¬ 
ing. “Quabbin Club members are 
people who help all of us learn 
more about water and how to 
take action to protect and save 
it," he said. 

Mahoney officials sank wells at 
Mahoney’s garden centers and at 
a commercial growing range in 
Woburn. According to Mahoney, 
his goal was to reduce reliance on 
municipal water supplies. Among 
the other projects Mahoney’s 


undertook in the water conserva¬ 
tion effort were publishing and 
distributing educational mater¬ 
ials about water conservation as 
well as tagging plants, flowers 
and water conservation products 
to education consumers. 

Levy said Mahoney’s has an 
“exemplary record" regarding 
water conservation. 

In presenting Mahoney with a 
citation. Gosslin said. “The pro¬ 
tection and conservation of water 
is probably one of the most 
important issues ... Agriculture 
is a solution and not a problem in 
water conservation." 

Gosslin said Mahoney’s efforts 
in water conservation “are a 
result of what agriculture can do 
at its best." 

“Since the rates were pushed 
up. it became really necessary to 
do it. We have our own wells so 
we don’t have to use town water," 
said Mahoney. 

“We used almost nine million 
gallons of water last year in 
Winchester alone." Mahoney 
added. “Knowing the water costs 
will go up and up. we decided to 
do something about it. and we 
hope to reduce our Winchester- 
based water use to about six 
million gallons this year. We also 
chose to share our practical con¬ 
servation message with our 
friends and neighbors.” 

Also on hand to commend 
Mahoney were representatives of 
the Green Industry Council 
(GIC). GIC is composed of arbor¬ 
ists. landscapers and lawn-care 
professionals, nurserymen, land¬ 


scape designers and architects, 
golf course superintendents and 
pest control professionals. The 
council has adopted a water man¬ 
agement policy, along with a 
public education plan outlining 
environmentally safe methods of 
planting. 

The MWRA Quabbin Club is 
named after the Quabbin Reser¬ 


voir, which is 65 miles west of 
Boston. The Quabbin provides 
most of the drinking water for 2.5 
million people in the Greater Bos¬ 
ton area. Winchester’s McCord- 
Winn Textron was recognized in 
1988 for installing a closed loop 
cooling system for their auto 
parts manufacturing process, 
leading to a savings of more than 
90.000 gallon of water per day.

of hearings sponsored by the Plan¬ 
ning Board. “My overwhelming con¬ 
clusion at each of those hearings was 
that there is no consensus in the 
neighborhood," said Warren.

Reed said 
the changes were needed to help 
monitor growth in the future.

"Who directly bears the impact of 
commercial development? It’s real¬ 
ly borne by the neighborhood itself," 
he said. Reed also said the zoning 
changes would preserve affordable 
housing options in the area. Reed 
questioned whether fear of a 
decrease in property values was not 
the only motive behind opposition to 
the plan. 

Resident Carol Weir, whose house 
is directly behind the property which 
houses Gloria Foods, said develop¬ 
ment causes an increase in noise for 
the neighbors. “The impact on my 
family has been significant,” said 


Weir. “Any kind of development 
brings with it traffic, brings with it 
noise.” 

Town Meeting member Peggy 
Schleicher said the proposal was 
“long overdue,” and added that it 
would protect the neighborhood, 
it’s a forward thinking, good plan 
that maps out a good scheme for 
development," she added. 

Many requested that the articles 
be indefinitely postponed until the 
fate of the Woburn Loop property is 
determined. Indefinite postpone¬ 
ment allows the Planning Board to 
bring the articles back at a future 
Town Meeting.

Museum fate falls 
upon Town Meeting

Arthur Griffin will have a chance 
(o be heard before the people when 
he pleads his case to Town Meeting 
next week. 

Griffin, a world-class photogra¬ 
pher and Winchester resident, has 
been working on a plan to construct 
a grist mill photography museum on 
the Shore Road site near Judkins 
Pond to house his own works and 
photography from visiting exhibits 
and other local photo enthusiasts. 

His endeavor has stretched over a 
period of years, with a prior site 
selection of Wadleigh Park being 
rejected by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission and neighbors. 

In recent weeks, the revised plan 
has again been vetoed by members 
of the Conservation Commission, 
who are against the use of parkland 
for solid structures. The plan howev¬ 
er, was applauded by members of 
the Board of Selectmen. But without 
approval from all necessary boards 
for permits, including the Conserva¬ 
tion Commission, the project will 
again be at a standstill. 

In a covenant summary set forth 
by Griffin’s attorney at a recent 


public hearing, several protections 
and benefits to the town were 
outlined. 

The Winchester Museum Trust, a 
non-profit trust organized by Griffin, 
will provide a construction budget, 
for example, which will provide the 
town with a list of all items neces¬ 
sary lo complete construction. Con¬ 
struction costs have been estimated 
at $350,000 and funds equal to the full 
amount of the contract plus 10 per¬ 
cent will be deposited in a bank 
acceptable to the town. Should the 
trust default on construction, the 
town will have (he ability to access 
the monies necessary to complete 
the museum or restore the site to its 
prior condition. 

Griffin will also personally guar¬ 
antee the funds to complete the con¬ 
struction of the museum. 

Once the museum is up and run¬ 
ning, the trust will utilize a separate 
endowment fund, established prior 
to beginning construction, to pay for 
museum operations and mainte¬ 
nance. Also, according to a sum¬ 
mary of the covenant, should the 
trust default under its obligations to 
maintain the museum, the entire 
building and leased land revert back 
to the town. 


Budget debates begin May 7 


Town Meeting members have 
been given a small reprieve from 
budget matters over the last few 
weeks, but starting May 7 will be 
knee-deep in line items, spread 
sheets, facts and figures — sorting 
out the amazing shrinking budget of 
1991. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, a bylaw was placed in the 
Town Charter sometime in the late 
1970s to ensure that each portion of 
the budget was thoroughly exa 
mined. Fiscal discussions at Town 
Meeting are therefore not allowed to 
start until the first Monday in May. 

“It had to do with allowing the 


Finance Committee more time with 
their deliberations," said Ward. 

Various deadlines have made for a 
tight schedule for town boards in 
recent years, said Ward. The Town 
Manager must first submit a budget 
to the Finance Committee by Feb. 
15, said Ward. The Town Warrant 
must be in the hands of the Board of 
Selectmen 45 days prior to the start 
of Town Meeting. And printing and 
mailing of the warrant itself adds 
more time to the equation. 

The added week or two afforded in 
the bylaw gives Finance Committee 
members enough time to deliberate 
the budget and ready a report for 
Town Meeting’s review.

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Students make 
their case for 
computer need

As commonplace in the classroom 
of the ‘90s as a chalkboard or pencil 
sharpener, the computer has taken 
the education world by storm — and 
with continued support from the 
state, say local educators, computer 
technology will take students beyond 
traditional expectations. 

A Winchester delegation of two 
teachers and two students joined 
forces with representatives from 84 
other schools across the common¬ 
wealth last week at ‘‘Kids and Com¬ 
puters ‘90” held at the State House. 
The event was complete with com¬ 
puter demonstrations by the stu¬ 
dents and designed to show legisla¬ 
tors how technology is changing 
classrooms. 

The plea of the students and teach¬ 
ers was to maintain the level of 
technology currently being used at 
schools like those in Winchester and 
bring other schools in line with com¬ 
puter advancements. 

‘‘We needed to let the legislators 
know what’s happening,” said Mur- 
aco first-grade teacher Susan Bokil. 
“We have to keep going (with com¬ 
puter technology). We can’t drop 


out.’’ 

Winchester’s Computer Curricu¬ 
lum Assistant Irene Dionne, who 
applied for Winchester’s participa¬ 
tion in the event, noted that students 
not only learn about computers in 
the classrooms, but routinely use 
computers in basic education as a 
powerful learning tool in all areas of 
the curriculum. 

Due to the current fiscal crisis in 
the state however, educators fear 
the reduction or elimination of fund¬ 
ing for computers and computer 
technology. Winchester is currently 
maintaining its present stock of 
computer equipment, but will not be 
purchasing more units or software 
this year, said Dionne. And with the 
constant advancement of such tech¬ 
nology, Dionne notes, Winchester’s 
computer systems will not stay 
current. 

For Muraco second-grader Paul 
Deering, however, the trip to the 
State House was less a political 
statement than an opportunity to 
show off his computer expertise with 
a squadron of other young computer 
whizzes. Deering operated a crea¬ 
tive writing program that allowed 
him to write a story and illustrate 
his prose with a picture. 


First-grader John Hoosen showed 
politicians his program that lets him 
‘‘paint with words.” Hoosen said the 
day was fun and with the other 
children operating computers all 
around him, he wasn’t nervous at 
all. 

The two Winchester students were 
also led on a tour of the State House 
and had a chance to meet with local 
legislators Rep. Paul Casey (D- 


Winchestcr) and co-sponsor of the 
event, Sen. Salvatore Albano (D- 
Winchester). 

Dionne added that the event also 
gave educators an opportunity to 
network, and sample other compu¬ 
ter programs being used at different 
schools. She noted that financially, 
education is in for “a rough ride” in 
the coming year, but added local 
legislators appeared responsive to 
the needs of the school systems.

WINCHESTER PAST AND PRESENT 

Historical tour to review 
suburb transformation

The turn of the century was in 
Winchester a time of transforma¬ 
tion. Hitherto primarily an agri¬ 
cultural community, the advent 
of the railroad in the 1850s, 
industrial development, and the 
exodus of working people from 
congested cities to the suburbs 
resulting in a building boom at 
the end of the nineteenth century 
that turned Winchester into a 
suburban residential community. 

Many areas of Winchester 
were, for the first time, broken up 
into building lots and built upon. 
Large tracts of land that had 
been held by one family for many 
years, even centuries — such as 
the Symmes and Gardner lands 
— were divided and sold for deve¬ 
lopment, and where there had 
been but a few houses built by 
these families, there grew up 
entire neighborhoods of homes. 
As a consequence of this turn-of- 
the-century increase in building, 
much of Winchester’s architec¬ 
tural heritage belongs to this 
time. 

This year’s Historic Houses 
Tour, sponsored by the Winches¬ 
ter Historical Society, to take 
place on May 12, focuses on 
houses of this era. Five houses 
are included, ranging in dates 
from the 1880s to the 1920s. Three 
are in the same area, but each 
represents a different style. All 
five together provide an overview 
of the architectural movement 
away from Victorian styles to 
20th century design. 

For four of these five houses, 
the architects are known. One of 
the homes, in Medieval Revival 
style, was designed by prominent 


local architect, Robert Coil, who 
also helped design the First Con¬ 
gregational Church and the Publ¬ 
ic Library. Two others were built 
by the Blaikie family of 
architects. 

Dexter Blaikie was a particip¬ 
ant in much of the building that 
took place on the west side of 
Winchester beginning in the 
1880s. He built his own home on a 
site overlooking the Mystic Lake 
about 1888. After Phineas Nicker¬ 
son moved to Winchester in 1894, 
the two designed and built about 
two dozen houses on Church 
Street and in the Wedgemere and 
Everett Avenue districts. One 
Blaikie tour house features ele¬ 
ments of the Tudor style. 
Brothers Edwin and William 
Blaikie designers of the old 
Winchester Savings Bank, built 
another of the tour houses in 1896 
in the shingle style. 

The fourth house was originally 
built as a garden pagoda on a 
larger estate and was later 
remodeled as a bungalow. The 
fifth house, designed by architect 
Ralph Vinal about 40 years after 
the first of the tour houses, also 
has elements of the Tudor style 
but in a much more modern 
construction. 

The houses are interesting not 
only for their architectural styles 
but also for their landscaping. 
People moved from the cities to 
the suburbs to have fresh air, 
quiet, space — to have green and 
pleasant surroundings. Though 
the neighborhoods of these tour 
houses continued to be built up 
and one may not see them in their 
exact original settings, there is a 
feel at the pagoda house for large

Col. Winchester 


comes to town

The frosty winter of 1891 was 
notable for an official reception 
by the Winchester Board of 
Selectmen of a visitor who was to 
stay for 99 years — and abides yet 
as silent witness to all town 
affairs of import. 

The family of Colonel William 
P. Winchester had kept close 
touch with the town for many 
years between 1850, when the 
town was named and incorpor¬ 
ated, and about 1900. 

It will be recalled that, prior to 
the death of Colonel Winchester 
in August of 1850, he presented a 
sum to the new town for a town 
hall or other appropriate civic 
use. This sum — a working fund 
for many years — exists today as 
one of two general funds of the 
town. 

By 1890, with the new town hall 
relecting proudly off Whitney’s 
Mill Pond, and with the town still 
involved in fitting up portions of 
the interior of the building, a 
request was sent from our Board 
of Selectmen to Mr. Thomas B. 
Winchester for a photograph of 
his father Colonel Winchester to 
be hung in an historical room at 
the Town Hall. 

Always attentive to its name¬ 
sake town, the Winchester family 
graciously complied and the por¬ 
trait, after a much travelled past 
was last seen hanging at the 
entrance to the temporary offices 
in the auditorium two years ago. 

Shortly thereafter, a letter 
from Thomas Winchester 
requested the town to accept the 
gift of a marble bust of Colonel 
Winchester to ornament the new 
town hall or another appropriate 
place. 

Mr. Winchester concluded with 
appreciation of all the descen¬ 
dants of the Colonel for the honor 
of having the family name “asso¬ 
ciated with a community distin¬ 
guished for its culture, its refine¬ 
ment, its patriotism and all that 
makes good citizenship.” 

On Feb. 3, 1891, a letter from 
Chairman James Russell of our 
Board of Selectmen accepted this 
gift to the town with “sincere 
gratification.” 

By Feb. 18, Mr. Arthur Whitney 


of the Board was appointed to 
receive the bust and assist in 
having it properly placed. 

On the chilly morning of Feb. 
24, 1891, curious citizens 
marvelled as a large horse- 
drawn dray rumbled up the circu¬ 
lar drive of Town Hall and halted 
at the arches of the main 
entrance while agents of the 
Winchester family under a Mr. 
Wells — and our Selectman Whit¬ 
ney received “Colonel Winches¬ 
ter” and escorted him up the 
slate steps to his new home. 

The selectmen chose to place 
the bust and pedestal in the read¬ 
ing room of the public library 
(then situated in Town hall where 
the new Winchester Room is 
located) for they felt this was the 
most public place for all to enjoy 
it. 

The Winchester Town Report 
for 1891 informs that “the bust is 
life size and was made in Italy of 
statuary marble. It stands on a 
marble pedestal, and with the 
pedestal is six feet high. The bust 
is said to be a good likeness of 
Colonel Winchester.” 

“Colonel Winchester” has worn 
many hats over the years (and 
some coats) but his longest stint 
was, until the renovation of Town 
Hall, to oversee our Board of 
Selectmen at its weekly 
meetings. 

For a time in 1988, “The Col¬ 
onel" appeared briefly in a one 
man show on the town hall stage 
prior to crossing Mount Vernon 
Street to the Public Safety Build¬ 
ing where he held local sway in 
the public meeting room there 
until renovations were 
completed. 

In late 1988, as the 350th 
Anniversary Committee readied 
its grand finale — a festival 
chamber concert for the just 
completed Winchester Room — 
“Colonel Winchester” travelled 
unceremoniously across the 
street again and took his place 
beneath the great east window of 
that room. 

On Dec. 11, as cellist Yo Yo Ma 
took his place beneath the patri¬ 
cian gaze of “The Colonel," time 
became nothing in the rich har¬ 
monies of community — past, 
present and future.

Misconceptions 
about recall 

TO THE EDITOR: 

If there was a single reason why 
town meeting added recall provision 
to the Town Charter, it surely must 
have been concern about checks and 
balances. In a system where there is 
no 51 percent electoral vote margin 
requirement and voters may have 
an opportunity to correct their 
choice at the time of re-election, 
there was an obvious need to give 
residents a mechanism to expedite 
election time-table. In not outlining 
any specific reasons for recall, Town 
Charter creates a fundamental safe¬ 
guard that power of elected officials 
will always be derived from and by 
consent of the electorate. 

The essence of democratic system 
of government is that elected offi¬ 
cials represent a majority opinion of 
community that they serve. This is 
all the more important in times of 
trouble, especially when irresponsi¬ 
ble decisions and lack of statesman¬ 
ship on the part of public officials 
fuel conflicting opinions and animos¬ 
ity. Still, the silent majority of resi¬ 
dents who generally stay uninvolved 
possess a wonderful quality of com¬ 
mon sense that is so much evident in 
election results. Election time is 
when this silent majority cries out 
their message, the one of balance 
and wisdom. It is the message for 
public officials to accept as a true 
will of majority. 

Such message was delivered loud 
and clear to the School Committee. 
It was a message of outrage about a 
five-year contract for the Superin¬ 


tendent, as the incumbent there lost 
with the largest margin of any other 
official seeking reelection. It was 
also a message to use more ingenui¬ 
ty and live within means. The over¬ 
ride was defeated not because peo¬ 
ple of Winchester did not like to have 
more firemen or policemen, but 
largely to indicate that there was no 
effort on the part of the School Board 
and leadership to scale down school 
administration. Still, the message 
was wrongly deciphered as the 
green light to serve up a primary 
school to protect bureaucracy and 
administration. 

The recall drive is therefore 
intended to spell out the last mes¬ 
sage! The reason for it is not to 
punish anyone, but merely to restore 
the proper balance on the Board and 
bring their actions more in line with 
majority opinion in town. It is cer¬ 
tainly not a vendetta against dissent¬ 
ing opinion, rather, a legitimate 
action to have a majority opinion 
heard and represented. Unlike Chin¬ 
ese students or Romanian workers, 
we are fortunate to have a recall 
procedure at our disposal, and it 
seems the time has come to resort to 
it, before our system of education is 
dismantled. 

And rightfully so, as until the 
School Board demonstrates that 
unnecessary administration is elimi¬ 
nated, there may be no override 
money to sustain the school system 
when it is really needed. Most mem¬ 
bers of the school executive and 
supervisory bodies should realize 
that the times of fixing problems by 
spending are over. And if they do not 
know how to guide restructuring and 


streamline bureaucracy with the aid 
of ingenuity, they should at least 
have the decency to resign and make 
way for others who do, and certainly 
not force their way and run the risk 
of destroying the system. For those 
activists who still consider recall to 
be somewhat drastic, I might 
observe that it is the drastic conse¬ 
quences of the School Committee’s 
irresponsible actions that precipi¬ 
tated the need for decisive counter 
measures. 

Another major reason things are 
heading towards recall is that there 
is no communication channel 
between residents and the School 
Committee. The so called public 
hearings are the travesty of the 
process, as almost always a vote is 
scheduled immediately after the 
hearing is over. It so happened when 
the Superintendent’s contract was 
ratified or the VO was brought down. 
It is as if the purpose of a hearing is 
to let off steam, as certainly there is 
no room or inclination on the part of 
the Board to discuss or ponder on, 
even among themselves, ideas 
brought forward by concerned citi¬ 
zens. There is little sign of agree¬ 
ment or disagreement, their minds 
made up already, so no matter what 
is said will have no effect. This 
hearing format is extremely frus¬ 
trating and offensive as well, as it 
could be construed that public offi¬ 
cials try to act as if the privilege to 
represent others equals the patent 
for wisdom. 

Amazingly, when you look at how 
the school system works, especially 
from a perspective that of direct 
(See LETTERS, page 7A) 


This week 
in history 

30 years: 1960 

The School Building Commit¬ 
tee, which was entrusted with 
solving the problem of over¬ 
crowding in the Winchester 
schools at the secondary level 
and providing quarters for the 
School Administrative offices, 
made its final report to the town 
that week at a hearing held in the 
high school memorial auditor¬ 
ium. The hearing was held to 
provide the opportunity for the 
town to hear the committee’s 
final report before the special 
Town Meeting. 

The School Committee 
announced the tentative plans 
that had been drawn for the next 
year’s reorganization of the 
junior high school. Overcrowding 
in both junior and senior high 
schools forced the School Com¬ 
mittee in October, 1959 to adopt a 
plan by which the ninth grade 
would be transferred to the junior 
high the next September and that 
school be placed on double 
sessions. 

The Planning Board, sitting as 
a Board of Subdivision Control, 
disapproved the petition of the 
Whitten Brothers for the subdivi¬ 
sion of a plot of land approxi¬ 
mately 12 acres off Cross and 
East streets near the Woburn 
line. The land was zoned for gen¬ 
eral residence, which permits the 
erection of two-family houses on 
lots of 7,500 feet and more. 

EnKa members were gearing 
up for their big “Street Fair” 
scheduled for that month on the 
Town Hall grounds. That year’s 
theme was “Salute to the USA,” 
all the way from Alaska and 
Hawaii to the rockbound coast of 
Maine. 

The final scheduled report 
meeting for Winchester Hospital 
Building Fund volunteers was 
held that week and it was 
announced that $785,335, or 104.7 
percent, of the drive’s $750,00 
objective was reached. Under¬ 
way since February in its 
advance phases, the drive had 
moved steadily toward its goal at 
a series of nine report meetings 
held at regular intervals during 
the course of solicitation.

relation to education, you see 12 
positions that of directors of depart¬ 
ments and assistant superintendent 
for curriculum, that could be elimi¬ 
nated without detriment to the qual¬ 
ity of education. I can say this as I 
went through a superb school sys¬ 
tem in Europe, where those posi¬ 
tions were nonexistent, as excellent 
teachers knew exactly what to do. 
Also, it is not uncommon in the w'orld 
of small business to have one finan¬ 
cial expert manage $15 million with 
the aid of a personal computer. 
Therefore, I question the wisdom 
behind having positions that of 
budget director and assistant super¬ 
intendent for business. It is possible 
that by eliminating most of the 
above mentioned positions, the 
school system might be able to save 
a substantial sum of money. 

I also question the wisdom behind 
expanding middle school instead of 
eliminating it, considering that 
some of the best systems in the 
world manage to do much better 
without it. There again, I would not 
be able to claim this, if I was not so 
lucky to be a product of one. I have 
my doubts if population projections 
were serioulsy compared with the 
remaining school classroom capaci¬ 
ty or all schools in the system were 
properly scrutinized. Still, when I 
presented some of these ideas to the 
School Committee during the so 
called public hearing, the response 
was dead silence, followed by a vote 
to close the elementary school. 

Some members of the School Com¬ 
mittee, even then, would claim that 
in their conscience they saw no 
alternatives. 

But, there are always alterna¬ 
tives. It is that some of them require 
ingenuity, imagination and gutsy 
decision making. But how can this 
be done if the main architect of the 
plan and chief protector of admi¬ 
nistration gets a five-year job sec¬ 
urity. That is two years longer than 
the longest term of any School Com¬ 
mittee member. I guess it must have 
been too innovative for some School 
Committee members to think in 
terms of how much they could have 
saved had they let the Superinten¬ 
dent go while failing to hire another. 
There was a time in recent history 
that the system was without a super¬ 
intendent for 1.5 years, and it did not 
fall apart. But it surely looks that it 
would, if the Superintendent is left at 
the helm, with the future School 
Committee not able, and the present 
one not willing to stop him. 

This leaves residents no choice but 
to go ahead and replace the two 
remaining School Committee mem¬ 
bers so instrumental in the ratifica¬ 
tion of the five-year contract. The 
much needed reform of our school 
system is at stake, so are the 
chances of our kids to successfully 
compete with their foreign counter¬ 
parts. This is much more important 
than protecting officials on a notion 
that they have the right to vote their 


own way. But even more so do the 
residents, and it is they who have the 
ultimate right and wisdom to decide 
what is good for them, thanks to the 
recall provision.

Verrecchia says 
applause was ‘painful’ 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I am writing to regrettably inform 
the people of Winchester that the 
attitude of some people in Winches¬ 
ter has reached a new low. Why? At 
a School Committee meeting, imme¬ 
diately after the 3-2 vote to close the 
VO school, there was applause from 
some members of the audience. 
APPLAUSE! After these same peo¬ 
ple preached that we should put 
these difficult times aside and unite 
for the good of our children, they still 
applauded after the vote! That was a 
very painful moment indeed, more 
painful than the actual vote to close 
the school. 

You should also know that the 
Superintendent of Schools and some 
members of the School Committee 
have promoted the division in our 
town by the methods used to reach 
certain decisions and the final deci¬ 
sion themselves. For instance: 

1) In the fall of 1989, at a cracker 
barrel meeting in the VO district, 
our Superintendent, Dr. Charles Mit- 
sakos strongly assured the VO com¬ 
munity that an elementary school 
would not close at the end of the 
school year. Then just three weeks 
later he presented a budget without 
an elementary school, a budget he 
had been working on for quite some 
time. It is very discouraging to see 
our top school official carry on 
school business in this less than up 
front manner. 

2) Since the forced announcement 
that the VO would close, our Super¬ 
intendent and some members of the 
School Committee stated repeatedly 
that the VO would have to reopen in 3 
to 5 years due to overcrowding. Yet 
on the night the vote was taken to the 
close the VO, the Superintendent 
stated that the VO would not reopen. 
Again drastically different news told 
to the parents at the very last 
moment. I find this practice totally 
unacceptable and again state that 
our Superintendent and some mem¬ 
bers of the School Committee have 
been far less than upfront with us 
all. 

3) Since the discussion to house the 
6th grade students at McCall began 
over a year ago, the parents have 
been repeatedly told by the Superin¬ 
tendent and some members of the 
School Committee that all the 6th 
graders would be housed on the third 
floor of the building together as a 
group, separate from the 7th and 8th 
graders. In response to a direct 
question on this very subject at the 
School Committee meeting on 12/12, 
Dr. Mitsakos again assured parents 
that there was plenty of room on the 
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third floor and that all 6th graders 
would be kept together. Well, once 
again, at the last possible moment 
on the night the vote was taken to 
move the sixth graders to McCall, 
the Administration announced that 
NO, not all of the sixth graders 
would be together on the third floor 
of McCall, one classroom of 24 would 
be isolated from all the others on the 
floor below due to lack of space! 
Well, this is totally unacceptable. 

The parents have been sold one 
bill of goods, so to speak, and for the 
third time in a row, on a major 
policy decision, have ended up with 
something very different. This is 
unfair and a very unhealthy trend 
that our Superintendent has prom¬ 
oted and some members of our 
School Committee have supported. 
As a parent I do not like being 
mislead and deceived, but this is just 
what has happened. As you can 
plainly see through these few exam¬ 
ples, there are some major credibili¬ 
ty problems with our Superintendent 
and some members of the School 
Committee. They made rash deci¬ 
sions that have forced them to make 
other rash decisions that will cost 
our children a great deal. 

Fortunately, once in a while we 
get a chance to right a wrong. That 
is the purpose of Article 5 at Town 
Meeting, the Article that asks the 
Town Meeting to maintain five 
elementary schools. As citizens of 
Winchester and Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers, under Article 5 we have a 
unique opportunity to correct this 
wrong by instructing the Superinten¬ 
dent and School Committee to 
rethink their process and make dif¬ 
ferent decisions that will not disrupt 
all our children with ones that would 
eliminate only non-essential ele¬ 
ments of the education budget. 

Please support Article 5 at Town 
Meeting. Thank-you.

Suggestions offered 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Town Meeting time is now upon us 
and a long and deliberate debate on 
the School Budget will be forthcom¬ 
ing. In recent months much has been 
said in print and in public meetings 
about this budget in relation to the 
closing of the Vinson-Owen School. 
Heated public outcry has told the 
School Committee in no uncertain 
words that the preservation of this 
school is in the best interests of the 
children and the community. Yet, 
the vote has been upheld to close the 
school. 

The School Committee appointed 
Task Force, including the Minority 
Report, outlined many ways in 
which the budget could be trimmed 
to allow enough money to maintain 
this school. Yet, few of these sugges¬ 
tions have been heeded. Citizens 


have phoned, written letters, and 
attended School Committee meet¬ 
ings to make their views known. 
Why hasn’t the School Committee 
listened to public input? It is a 
source of consternation to me that 
the School Committee, a duly 
elected body put in office by the 
voters of this town fail to listen to the 
electorate. They appear to have for¬ 
gotten their charge upon being 
elected. From all appearances they 
are more responsive to the direction 
of the School Superintendent who is 
hired by them. He works for the 
School Committee. It is not the other 
way around. 

The purpose of this letter is to 
offer suggestions about what is to be 
done about this untenable situation 
we are now facing in our schools. It 
seems to me that we now need to 
develop some long term effective 
approaches to the problem rather 
than continue to “put out fires.” 
Contrary to statements by politi¬ 
cians both at the State level and in 
Washington, the Northeast is cur¬ 
rently in a recession. Revenues are 
short and unemployment is high. 
There simply will be no more money 
for a while. Based upon that pre¬ 
mise, I would like to make the fol¬ 
lowing suggestions: 

1. The School Committee must 
re-examine the budget and filter out 
some very large numbers. In busi¬ 
ness, this is more easily done by 
starting at the top and cutting some 
expensive administration. You will 
recall we have done it before and 
can do it again. 

2. We must not use programs and 
teachers as hostage situations. It is 
not appropiate to hold these ransom 
in return for a higher budget. The 
students should not be used to carry 
the gloomy news home to their 
parents. It increases the anxiety 
levels and compromises their learn¬ 
ing. These are adult decisions that 
must be made by informed parents 
after careful study. 

3. There must be the creation of a 
Town Meeting appointed committee 
whose sole function is to review the 
School Budget prospectively and 
retrospectively. Currently, no one, 
not even the Finance Committee 
looks at how the money was actually 
spent each year. If one tracks the 
budget over several years, it is vir¬ 
tually impossible to find certain ele¬ 
ments. The numbers are moved 
around, the expenditures mixed in 
with other elements resulting in an 
inability to “find” certain compo¬ 
nents. It is impossible to accurately 
summarize actual expenditures in 
one area. A committee with no ves¬ 
ted interest in the School Budget will 
be able to track these expenditures 
and put a stop to this behavior. All of 
these years the fox has been guard¬ 
ing the chicken coop. 

4. We must have a School Commit¬ 
tee who is responsive to the wishes of 
the voters. It they feel they have 
become too expert and do not need 


the voter input, perhaps they have 
outgrown their positons and should 
go on to bigger and better things. 
Far be it from us to impede their 
ascension in the business world. 

5. We must have a School Commit¬ 
tee who is committed to improving 
the quality of education in Winches¬ 
ter not through lip service, but by 
actual deeds. They must be able to 
read and understand a budget inde¬ 
pendently and not through the eyes 
of a biased administrator. They 
must be able to direct, not be 
directed. They must realize when 
they are being given incomplete 
information which precludes an 
informed decision. 

The vote to close Vinson-Owen 
School is but one of many in recent 
months that do not reflect the inter¬ 
ests of the Town. The method used to 
appoint the Re-Use Committee and 
the decision to grant the Superinten¬ 
dent a five year contract are but two 
of the decisions that have caused 
concern to Town Meeting Members. 
Most of us do not choose to spend 
long hours in ineffective debate and 
deliberations. We have run for office 
to make a difference. When the time 
comes when this is no longer possi¬ 
ble, the very essence of Town Meet¬ 
ing is gone. When we return to Town 
Meeting this week, Town Meeting 
Members must review the events of 
recent months regarding School 
Committee decision and vote the key 
issues with this in mind.

Ericson comments 

on possible recall vote 

TO THE EDITOR: 

As confirmed by the Town Clerk, a 
group of Winchester voters are in 
the initial step of a process for 
Recall of two members of the School 
Committee. A Recall election will be 
scheduled if approximately 2,000 
voters sign a petition that will 
require the Selectmen to call an 
election. 

Section 7-15 of the Home Rule 
Charter, approved by the voters in 
the March 3 election in 1975, pro¬ 
vides a procedure for recalling 
incumbent elected officials. I was 
Vice Chairman of the elected Char¬ 
ter Commission. I strongly favored 
inclusion of a recall provision on the 
basis that voters needed this guaran¬ 
tee that their grant of power to 
elected officials could be challenged 
under appropriate circumstances. 
However, the recall process is inhe¬ 
rently confrontational, divisive and 
a bruising experience for volunteer 


elected Town Officials who are chal¬ 
lenged. This being the case, the 
decision to initiate recall should not 
be taken lightly. 

I am writing at this time because * 
this will be Winchester’s first experi¬ 
ence with the recall process. My 
purpose is to provide some back¬ 
ground on the process which voters 
may wish to use when they make the 
decision to sign/not sign the petition 
for recall. ; 

Among the disadvantages of recall 
cited by the attorney advising the 
Commission were: 1. Inhibiting 
public officials from taking positions 
of leadership; 2. Preventing compe¬ 
tent individuals from running for 
office; and 3. Pressure groups using 
recall to achieve partisan or capri¬ 
cious ends. The Commission sought 
to offset these risks by requiring a 
significant number of signatures on 
the recall petition. A voter who signs 
a recall petition is making a serious . 
decision, similar to a Grand Juror ; 
who decides there is “Probable • 
Cause” to support indictment on the | 
charges. 

In summary, those who may say 
Winchester should never subject its ; 
public officials to recall are refusing 
to use a legitimate process provided 
in the Charter. On the other hand, 
use of the process in a particular 
case should be carefully assessed 
before proceeding.

Woburn Times in support of her 
recall efforts against Winchester 
School School Committee Members 
Donna Brandt-Landry and Alice 
McCarter, Mrs. Pronski professes 
her confidence in letting the voters 
decide what is best for the schools. If 
her confidence is bona fide, it consti¬ 
tutes the most dramatic conversion 
since Saul was toppled from his 
horse. 

When Mrs. Pronski was Chairlady 
of the School Committee in 1976. she 
dismissed with contempt a town 
wide referendum vote opposing the 
closing of the Wyman School. 1754 
persons voted to keep the School 
open, while 1562 voted to close the 
School (Winchester Town Report, 
1976). At a subsequent School Com¬ 
mittee Meeting, Chairlady Pronski, 
again voting to close the School, was 
quoted as stating, “I do not feel 
responsible to the one-time voters 
and the high priced neighborhoods of 
this town. My constituency is the 
whole town.” (Winchester Star, 
December 16, 1976). Is this the type 
of common sense that she seeks to 
restore to the School Committee at 
this time? 

Should Mrs. Pronski have been 
recalled in 1976 for voting against 
the results of a town wide vote? No, 
because she had a duty to exercise 
considered judgment as a School 
Committee Member. Why will she 
not allow Brandt-Landry and 
McCarter the same exercise to judg¬ 
ment, whether it be related to the 
closing of a school, a contract for the 
superintendent, or any other school- 
related matter.

An oral progress report from the 
reuse committee will be presented 
at the School Committee’s May 22 
session. Landry stressed that the 
property must be leased by Septem¬ 
ber or the School Department will 
face a $20,000 increase in insurance 
costs for the year. 

The School Department has 


received a few inquiries on the prop¬ 
erty to date, noted Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos, but 
currently that information is 
confidential. 

Committee members decided to 
call in the Building Commissioner, 
Director of Public Works and Town 
Engineer to their next session to 
answer logistical questions about 
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the building’s history and potential 
use restrictions. 

Member Michael Manzo, a real 
estate developer, offered to put 
together information and research 
materials on the potential market, 
rental structure and type of lease. 
Member Anne Galli, President of 
Winchester Trails, offered to 
research provisions for the science 
park’s continued use. 

Member Jim Johnson brought 
some neighborhood concerns to the 
table. He said residents want the 
property to be used for a secondary 
level educational facility, and also 
want parking, traffic and hours of 
use of the building to be controlled. 
Also, Johnson said neighbors were 
concerned about the ballfield, sci¬ 
ence park and general appearance 
of the building as well as future 
public use of the building for elec¬ 
tions, for example. 

The Reuse Committee has planned 
to meet May 7 at 5:30 p.m. and May 
15 at 7:30 p.m. in the administrative 
office at Lynch Elementary School. 
Committee members hope to 
receive input from the community at 


any point during their research, and 
in addition have planned for a public 
hearing to be held sometime after 
their initial presentation to the 
School Committee, May 22. 
Composition 

When deliberating the composi¬ 
tion of the Reuse Committee at their 
April 24 session, School Committee 
member Edward O’Connell sug¬ 
gested allowing one member of the 
advisory committee to double as a 
voting member of the reuse commit¬ 
tee. He noted this would give the 
reuse committee a five-member vot¬ 
ing board and thus reduce tie votes 
and also give the VO district a voice 
in the process. 

Resident William McKay howev¬ 
er, had questioned the decision of the 
board to exclude VO parents as 
voting members of the Reuse Com¬ 
mittee. School Committee member 
Mark Lombardi said the timing did 
not allow for his input into the selec¬ 
tion of the members. Lombardi sug¬ 
gested the advisory committee and 
four-member reuse board merge to 
create a seven-member board.

Samuel Brainard McCarthy of 
Swanton Street died April 27 at 
Winchester Hospital.

He appeared with Red Skelton and 
also with Eddie Foy. Following four 
weeks singing Gilbert and Sullivan 
at the Colonial Theater in Boston in 
1930, he had a 15-minute weekly 
program on a local radio station as a 
soloist. 

While in New York City in 1939, he 
met and married Ruth Kingsbury, a 
native of Winchester and following a 
hitch in the Coast Gurard, 1942 to 
1945, they returned to Ruth’s family 
home, where they raised their 
daughter Thalia. 

Since 1945, Mr. McCarthy had 
been a resident of Winchester. He 
was educated at the Museum of Fine 
Arts and was employed as a sculp¬ 
tor. Mr. McCarthy was also an 
active volunteer at the Jenks Senior 


Center having taught a sculpture 
class, driving on the transportation 
committee and assisting at the 
monthly dances. He was an active 
participant in the exercise classes, 
Eating Together lunches and Jenks 
Center Glee Club. 

Mr. McCarthy was the husband of 
the late Ruth (Kingsbury) 
McCarthy. 

He leaves his daughter Thalia H. 
Koster of San Francisco, and his 
grandson Daniel Kingsbury Koster. 

A funeral service was held at the 
Saville Funeral Home.

When the sounds of shoulder pads 
smacking together on the gridiron 
are heard next fall, they’ll be accom¬ 
panied by a different voice calling 
out commands from the sidelines.

With that announcement, the 
search for a replacement began, and 
Donohue was chosen from among 
both in-house and outside 
candidates. 

Donohue first came to Winchester 
about 17 years ago. After graduating 
from Bridgeton University in Con¬ 
necticut where he majored in physi¬ 
cal education and played football 
himself, Donohue coached in his 
home state for a few years before 
taking a teaching position in 
Winchester. When a coaching posi¬ 
tion on the freshman football team 


Like Marshall, Donohue believes 
the players’ experience is the num¬ 
ber one priority. 

“Manny was very suppor¬ 
tive ... he kept his ego out of it," said 
Donohue. Marshall’s view, said 
Donohue, was that “it’s very impor¬ 
tant not to take yourself too serious¬ 
ly. There are a lot more important 
things than football.’’ 

“It’s a game for the kids, and as 
much as we enjoy it, that’s who it 
belongs to,” he added. 


Donohue said that in spite of the 
competition between a number of 
Winchester’s staff for Marshall’s 
slot, he does not believe the program 
will suffer.

“Unless people are familiar with 
the town, they don’t know [the high 
school program 1 is one of the oldest 
in the state,” said Donohue. “I think 
people have come to expect us to be 
very competitive ... There’s a little 
pressure because of the winning 
tradition we’ve had — and that’s 
OK.” 

“Our program has been successful 
and I’m not going to completely 
change things,” said Donohue. How¬ 
ever, since he is former head 


defense coach, Donohue said he 
would like more practice time to 
focus on defense. 

As for the teams Winchester will 
face next season, Donohue said it is 
too early to judge. 

“No matter what, Woburn is 
always a challenge,” he said with a 
smile. 

“As a first-year coach, the first 
game is enough of a challenge. You 
want to be ready the first time out,” 
he said. 


“We’d like to win again; have the 
kids work hard, the coaches work 
hard. We have some very good ath¬ 
letes,” said Donohue. “I think we 
have a good chance of being a con- 
tender for the League 
championship.” 

For now, Donohue is glad the pro¬ 
cess is over so he can get on with 
planning for next season. And when 
the team takes to the field next 
September, Donohue is sure he’ll be 
ready for his debut.

opened up 14 years ago, Donohue 
jumped at the chance to get back' 
into coaching. 

“I wanted to coach when I went 
into school,” said Donohue. That 
desire stuck with him, and this year 
it landed him the head coaching job 
for the Winchester High School var¬ 
sity football team. 

The Melrose resident spent seven 
years coaching the freshman team 
before becoming a varsity assistant 
seven years ago. Donohue currently 
teaches health and physical educa¬ 
tion at McCall, and is also serving as 
acting assistant principal at that 
school. Vice Principal William Mah¬ 
er has taken over at McCall until a 
principal is found to replace Eli¬ 
zabeth Murray, who died last fall. 

As for Marshall’s departure from 
the sideline, Donohue says he per¬ 
sonally has benefitted from working 
with the 23-year veteran. “I learned 
a lot about working with kids, work¬ 
ing with adults,” said Donohue.

Noted artist at 
church service 

Through the generosity of the 
artist, Gobin Stair, the Winchester 
Unitarian Church will be the setting 
for a showing of paintings based on 
T.S. Eliot’s “The Waste Land.” 
Gobin Stair is an established artist 
who has done extensive work in the 
publishing field. He was art director 
and production person for Bantam 
Books, art director and eventually 
Director of Boston’s Beacon Press. 

In his own words: “Gobin Stair 
began painting back in the thirties, 
grinding color, washing brushes, 
answering questions for Jose 
Clemente Orozco at $15 a week on 
the great Dartmouth College mural. 
His art school was the Art Students 
League in New York, but instead of 
joining the WPA Art Project of the 
Depression years he got a job work¬ 
ing nights in the art department of 
the New York Sun....after the war 
was art director and production man 
for the new paperback publisher 
Bantam Books. In the late forties he 
stuck with the book business, turn¬ 
ing out book jackets, books, cata¬ 
logues, illustrations... and in the 
mid-fifties joined the emerging Bea¬ 
con Press. All the time he was paint¬ 
ing his own ideas, and though he 
considered himself a part of the New 
York School of artists he did not get 
involved in making paintings for 
investment, or decoration, or to sell 
soap, or to become successful. 

“The work at Beacon Press (he 
became director in 1962) dealt with 


the shaping and delivering of books 
and paintings to all. In 1975 he 
returned to his studio and began an 
intense search for the spiritual 
meanings that are central to our 
lives and the channels possible in 
our present culture for delivery of 
these thoughts to anyone and 
everyone. 

“The struggle to find new ways to 
consider love, fear, anger, hope, the 
future, trouble, death, hunger leads 
to the continuing use of great art like 
The Waste Land. Eliot’s “mixing 
memory and desire” is the title of 
one of the paintings in this show and 
represents the drive of artistic ener¬ 
gy to be found in poetry, painting, 
preaching, publishing, thinking.’’ 

The paintings (large canvasses) 
will be shown in the Symmes Room 
of the Unitarian Church from May 3 
through May 9. The gallery showing 
is open to the public from 9 to 4:30 
weekdays, and will be a part of the 
church service at 10:30 on Sunday.

“Great dribbling cow!” 

This is one of the milder remarks 
uttered by Sheridan Whiteside, the 
central character of the Pulitzer 
Prize winning comedy “The Man 
Who Came To Dinner” by Moss Hart 
and George S. Kaufman. 

The Winchester Players will pre¬ 
sent “The Man Who Came To Din¬ 
ner” the first two weekends in May. 

Whiteside (played by David Golds¬ 
tein), an internationally known 
author, critic, radio personality, 
raconteur — and incidentally, one of 
the most conceited, obnoxious, dom¬ 
ineering, self-centered monsters in 


creation — has injured his leg while 
at a dinner party at the home of the 
Stanleys, an inoffensive couple from 
Ohio. Now he is their unwelcome 
guest. From his wheelchair he barks 
orders to the staff, ignores his doc¬ 
tor, insults his nurse, invites a para¬ 
de of his own friends into the house, 
while calmly informing his host, 
“Mr. Stanley, I’m suing you for 
$150,000.’’ 

The one island of sanity in this 
chaos in Whiteside’s wry, unflapp¬ 
able secretary Maggie Cutler (Jen¬ 
nifer Slade). Maggie has been with 
Whiteside too long to be fazed by 
him, but she has meanwhile deve¬ 
loped a romantic interest in a local 
newspaperman, Bert Jefferson 
(Geoff Brooks). She has her hands 
full holding off Lorraine Sheldon

Men in white 


Although still a minority, male nurses find fulfillment in the profession

T ed Fuller’s life has taken 
several twists and turns 
that began with 
childhood thoughts of 
becoming a forest 

ranger, progressed to later interests in 
the Episcopal ministry and finally 
landed him in the hospital — as a nurse. 

Fuller, who enrolled in 
Massachusetts General Hospital’s 
Shepherd School of Nursing in 1978, 


says his ministerial training piqued his 
interest in serving in a caring 
profession, and he finally decided he 
could be most effective in nursing. 

“My father was ill, and I cared for 
him at home for a while. That sort of 
got me into it,” said the 48-year-old 
Fuller, a licensed practical nurse at Mt. 
Auburn Hospital in Cambridge, during a 
recent interview. 

“I’m a male LPN, but I truly 
believe in the bedside nurse. I want to 
stay with the patients,” he said. “To 
see somebody get up and get out of 
bed and off a respirator, that’s a 


tremendous reward for me.” 

Fuller, of Belmont, has been at Mt. 
Auburn for a little more than a year, 
working mostly on the geriatrics floor 
but also in the intensive care unit. He 
also spent several years working in 
nursing homes. 

He said that when he decided to go 
into the female-dominated nursing 
profession, he did so with some 
trepidation. 

“Being male, there was sort of a 
stereotype that all male nurses are 
non-conformist. That sort of scared me 
at first,” Fuller said. 


Although most hospital patients are 
no longer surprised when the person in 
white taking their blood pressure or 
administering medication is a man, male 
nurses are still part of a ground¬ 
breaking minority and are sometimes 
mistaken for doctors or considered 
somewhat odd. 

Recent national statistics indicate 
male nurses comprise only 4 percent of 
the profession, according to Jeanette 
Clough, director of nursing at 
WalthamWeston Hospital and Medical 
Center. She said that figure may be

Career change tips 


T he following dozen tips are a 
synthesis of ideas from more 
than a half dozen experts in 
the area on how to switch 
careers. 

■ Take time to reflect on what you 
want from a job, the things that will 
make you happy and fit in with your 
values, and how you want work to fit 
into your life. It may be that some 
personal goals are best met outside of 
your job. For example, by volunteering 
in your community or pursuing hobbies. 

■ If you’re not sure what industry or 
job you want to switch to. consider 
seeking career counseling with the 
state Department of Employment and 
Training. Your tax dollars pay for the 
numerous sendees available in the 
department’s job centers. Private 
counselors also can help you assess 
your skills and needs. Most colleges 
provide career counseling for their 
alumni for free and have extensive 
resources. Counselors use such tools as 
the Strong Campbell Interest Inventory 
to pinpoint a good field and work 
environment for you. 

Numerous self-help texts are 
available as well. One of the best known 
and widely used is “What Color is Your 
Parachute?” by Richard Bolles. 


■ Take a good look at your current 
organization and utilize your human 
resources department before making a 
change. There may be attractive 
opportunities in your company or ways 
to make your job more satisfying. 

■ Do a personal financial analysis. 

Determine your assets and the salary 
you need and desire in your next job. 
Remember, there may be career 
dividends paid by suffering a wage loss 
to get started in a new field. 

■ Once you know what type of job you 
want to pursue, utilize your local 
library and its voluminous research 
materials. 

■ Do as much informational 
interviewing as possible. Talk to people 
who work in the field to make sure it's 
right for you. Explore the academic 
credentials and training needed for your 
desired job and determine whether you 
meet or are prepared to meet the 
requirements. 

■ Attend professional association 
meetings and seminars. 

■ It possible, volunteer some time to 

employers in your chosen field. 


■ You may want to consult an 
employment agency (not to be confused 
with employment counselors) to help 
you get interviews in your chosen field 
and to find out what jobs are available in 
the area. These services are generally 
free to individuals because fees are paid 
by employers. Just remember that 
employment agencies work for 
employers, not for you. 

■ Many experts recommend career 
changers develop a functional versus a 
chronological resume. This type of 
resume summarizes your skills and 
abilities first rather than listing past jobs 
and employers up-front. Career 
counselors are a big help in developing 


an appropriate functional resume. Have 
someone within the industry’ you are 
targeting review your resume. 

■ In interviews, give specific examples 
of projects you have worked on that 
demanded creativity and adaptability. 

Also give examples of your ability to 
learn new tasks and skills. The more 
specific you are, the better. Also show 
your knowledge of the field. 

■ Most of all, be patient. Remember 
that job hunting is a job in itself and is 
often exhausting. Depending on the job 
you're seeking, your search could take 
six months or more.

slightly higher in places like Boston, 
where salaries tend to be better and 
men are more accepted as nurses. 

“If you run into another guy (in 
nursing), there’s a common bond 
there,” said Wayne Lefort, an 
emergency room nurse at 
WalthamWeston, where there are 
about 25 male nurses. 

Sharon Smith, vice president of 
nursing at Mt. Auburn, said that while 
women are still more apt to take on 
caretaker roles, societal changes have 
allowed men to acknowledge the 
kinder, gentler sides of their 
personalities. 

“In terms of nurturing and caring 
qualities, they are becoming recognized 
as desirable qualities in men as well as 
women,” Smith said. 

Male nurses and hospital officials 
say there have long been men in 
nursing, but that it was not until the 
late 1960s that the ranks of male 
nurses began to grow, largely due to 
growing salaries and opportunities that 
made the field more enticing. 

Brian Uhler, who has served as 


assistant nurse manager in Mt. 
Auburn’s Coronary Care Unit for more 
than five years, attributed the change, 
in part, to the Vietnam War and the 
roles men played as medics at that 
time. 

“After Vietnam, there was a fair 
amount of influx of people with a lot of 
health training. Social values also

changed,” he said. 

Clough pointed out that “with more 
choices for women, there are parallel 
choices for men opening up. ’ ’ 

Uhler and other male nurses say 
they have had few work problems 
stemming from their gender, though 
most recall a patient or two who 
refused care from them out of 
embarrassment or uneasiness. 

And hospital administrators say men 
have been a welcome addition to the 
profession, particularly a few years ago 
when nurses were in short supply. 
Clough said the “strong hands” men 
bring to hospitals are also helpful. 

With National Nurses Day May 6, 
hospitals will have an opportunity to 
show, in a more formal way, their 
appreciation for the critical role played 
by nurses of both sexes. 

Fuller said Nurses Day is significant 
for the profession, and that he and his 
colleagues deserve more recognition on 
a daily basis. 

“The only disadvantage I would find 
(in nursing) is that doctors are not that 
supportive to male nurses. They sort 
of stand off from you,” said Fuller. 


Uhler said he feels satisfied with the 
recognition he has received in his role 
in the coronary unit. 

“I think particularly where I am, we 
really make a difference. The interns 
and residents really listen to what you 
have to say,” said Uhler. 

Uhler, a 31-year-old Westboro 
resident, said his path to nursing 
included work as a volunteer firefighter 
and emergency medical technician 
before he enrolled in the University of 
Delaware nursing program. These jobs 
got him hooked on the action and 
adrenalin that dealing with life and 
death situations generates. 

He also said he enjoys nursing 
because it promises security. “If I 
decide to pack up and move to the 
Rockies, I’ve got a profession,” Uhler 
said. 

Lefort, a 41-year-old Waltham 
native, decided to go into nursing in 
1980 after working as an orderly at 
WalthamWeston. 

Of his work in the emergency room, 
he said, “It’s a very interesting job.

Sunlight plays role in decor 


It's springtime—time for home repairs.

After leveling the repair with a cement finishing trowel, sprinkle the patch with wa¬ 
ter und finish with a light troweling for a smooth finish. 


Rough winter weather can leave your 
driveway and sidewalks cracked and 
crumbled. Repairing concrete each 
spring is not complicated or difficult if 
you follow a few basic guidelines. Before 
you tackle a repair job, though, it is im¬ 
portant to understand exactly what con¬ 
crete is. what it is made from and how it 
is used, in order to properly complete a 
repair job. 

When concrete work is done properly, 
it is very durable. For centuries, concrete 
has been used as a basic building mate¬ 
rial because of its permanence and high 
compressive strength (its resistance to 
crushing). It also’ is one of the least ex¬ 
pensive of all building materials. How¬ 
ever. concrete has little resistance to 
bending and twisting and needs to be re¬ 
inforced. 

Concrete is a mixture of cement, sand, 
crushed stone and water. Cement is the 
basic ingredient in concrete and is made 
finer than flour. Most concrete is made of 
a manufactured product called Portland 
cement, named because of its resem¬ 
blance to a rock found on the Isle of Port¬ 
land. 

According to Red Devil®, Inc., the 
Union, New Jersey-based manufacturer 
of chemical products and tools for con¬ 
crete repair, there are five basic steps to 
concrete repair: 1) clean out the area to 
be repaired; 2) assess the extent of the 
damage; 3) select the best method and 
product; 4) patch the area; and 5) dry and 
cure the area. 

There are two safety tips to keep in 
mind before you begin. Whenever you 
work with concrete, always wear safety 
goggles to prevent it from splashing in 
your eyes. If you use a cleaning solvent, 
wear protective gloves. 

To begin, thoroughly clean the area 
that you are repairing. You will get a bet¬ 
ter adhesive bond if the area is extremely 
clean. Most of the time, simply brush out 
the remaining particles. However, some 
projects may require using a cleaner, 
such as TSP-90® Heavy-Duty Powdered 
cleaner made by Red Devil.

For larger, more extensive repairs, you 
will need to use a dry-mix (gravel mix) 
concrete.

Once the area has been filled, it is im¬ 
portant to allow enough time for the ce¬ 
ment or product to dry and cure. If an 
area is walked or driven on too soon, the 
patch will lose its strength and the dam¬ 
age will resurface. 

Surface repairs of driveways and walks. 
Chisel out loose or broken fragments of 
concrete to a depth of one inch, and then 
use the chisel to thoroughly roughen the 
base of the cavity. Undercut the edges of 
the damaged area. Brush the surface 


on repairing concrete 


with a wire brush and wash out all loose 
particles. The surface to be patched 
should be damp but not wet. You might 
have to sponge out any water that re¬ 
mains. 

Fill the cavity with the patching mix, 
tapping the patching mix in firmly and 


overfilling the cavity slightly to allow for 
shrinkage. Smooth the patch lightly with 
a wooden float. When the concrete be¬ 
gins to stiffen, finish with a wooden float 
or steel trowel. Let the patch cure for six 
days and keep traffic away from it during 
that time.

in excise tax

Budget debates won’t be taken up 
until at least May 17 due to what the 
Department of Revenue has tagged 
a potential shortfall in the collection 
of excise tax revenue. 

Selectmen held an emergency 
meeting over the weekend to consid¬ 
er a list of options presented by 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er to address the possible budget 
crunch. 

According to Maurer, the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue (DOR) has pre¬ 
dicted excise tax revenues will fall 
short in the current fiscal year, as 
well as fiscal year 1991. 

Maurer prepared 12 options for 
selectmen to consider in addressing 
what could be a $394,000 problem. 
However, Maurer said due to a 
potential shortfall on investment 
income and miscellaneous revenue, 
that figure could be as high as 
$738,000. 

Maurer, in a memo to selectmen, 
noted that the budget had been pre¬ 
pared by the Joint Budget Commit¬ 
tee and was based on specific 
assumptions. “The primary 
assumptions that were used were 
that the State aid would be reduced 
by 18% from FY-90 to FY-91, and 
that the motor vehicle excise tax 


would be increased by 10% during 
that same period.’’ 

In that memo, Maurer said, “This 
past week while we were reviewing 
the Town revenue through the month 
of May, it became apparent that the 
revenue for the automobile excise 
tax would not reach the projected 
target for FY-90 of $1,744,000. This 
will result in a projected shortfall of 
$394,000 in FY-90 as well as a short¬ 
fall in revenue for the FY-91 
budget.” 

Maurer noted that there is a 
revenue deficit in the current fiscal 
year, which he said town officials 
have been planning on due to the fact 
the state has indicated it will not 
return $492,000 in local aid for the 
current fiscal year. He added that 
the DOR has indicated this money 
will be received shortly after the 
beginning of FY91, and that the 
funds could be used as credit for 
FY90 receipts. 

“This information is inconsistent 
with the public statement of the 
State administration. However, this 
information is contained in a 
memorandum from the Department 
of Revenue dated March 16, 1990,” 
he said.

Students slipping 
through system, 
says Lombardi

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi thinks some students are 
receiving a Winchester Public 
School education — but not paying 
for it. 

Lombardi told his colleagues at 
their May 8 session, that he esti¬ 
mated there are may be as many as 
10 students attending Winchester 
Public Schools whose parents do not 
live in town and are not children of 
faculty. 

Lombardi noted that in light of the 
School Committee’s efforts to raise 
revenues by charging tuition to non¬ 
resident students, those out-of-town 
students who are currently slipping 


through the system without paying 
should be found. (See related story, 
page 3A.) 

But Lombardi refused to name 
names and called on the school 
adminstration to compare the town 
census with the school census to 
check on students who may be tak¬ 
ing a free ride. 

At the May 8 School Committee 
meeting, Lombardi told members 
the students who are attending 
Winchester schools from outside the 
district should be identified “and 
sent a bill.” 

Chairman Donna Brandt Landry 
however, stressed that it is incum¬ 
bent upon School Committee mem-

A special assembly 
has been called at the high school so 
that students can join other mem¬ 
bers of the community for this event. 

President Garba is a former Fore¬ 
ign Minister of Nigeria and Nigerian 
Ambassador to the United Nations. 
He had chaired the U.S. Committee 
Against Apartheid for many years 


and has been deeply involved in 
diplomatic negotiations in Southern 
Africa since 1976. 

Garba, who was a Major General 
in the Nigerian Army, has a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in public administration 
from Harvard’s Kennedy School of 
Government. He was also a fellow at 
that school’s Institute of Politics and 
is the author of two books, Revolu¬ 
tion in Nigeria — Another View and 
Diplomatic Soldiering. Garba is 
rumored to be the next in line for the 
position of Secretary General of the 
United Nations. 

While in Massachusetts, Garba 
will be speaking at Harvard’s Arco 
Forum and meeting with Governor 
Dukakis and Cambridge Mayor 
Alice Wolf. Garba is a long-time 
friend of Winchester residents Bill 
McKay and Rita Breen.

26 years, but that he has given his 
notice and in three weeks, will res¬ 
ign from that position. 

“It is with great sadness I find 
myself standing before you to spon¬ 
sor Article 53," said Farrell. He said 
that for 27 years, he has attempted 
to address what he sees as problems 
in the fire department. “These 
efforts and others have failed. The 
Winchester Fire Department has 
reached a new depth,” added 
Farrell. 

Farrell said inappropriate assign¬ 
ment of personnel and abuse of 
equipment triggered his decision to 
sponsor the warrant article. “In gen¬ 
eral, my efforts have fallen on deaf 
ears,” he said. 

During his tenure as mechanic, 
Farrell said he has completely 
rebuilt a ladder truck, and has near¬ 
ly completed work on Engine 2, 
which he said he was “not allowed to 
finish.” 

“I cannot continue to be a part of a 
charade [to 1 the Town of Winches¬ 
ter,” he added. Farrell said his arti¬ 
cle was aimed at rehiring four fire¬ 
fighters who were laid off last 
summer due to budget cuts. Farrell 
said equipment repairs and rehiring 
of personnel can be accomplished 
within the existing budget. 

Duffy, however, said the article, 
“is the continuation of a vindictive 
attack on the fire department.” He 
told members that a letter to sent to 
all Town Meeting members by 
Donald E. McNamee of Dix Street, 
on behalf of the Committee for a 
Safe Winchester, outlined the “true 
meaning” of the article. 

Duffy referred to the letter in 
which McNamee, who is also Far¬ 
rell’s attorney, said, “The Winches¬ 
ter Fire Department is operationally 
disorganized, under manned, under 
trained and inadequately managed. 
This situation results in the waste of 


hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
more importantly, places each resi¬ 
dent at risk.” 

In his letter, Macnamee told Town 
Meeting members the article was 
aimed at addressing personnel clas¬ 
sification, operational procedures, 
personnel policies and abuse of 
equipment. 

Macnamee spoke to Town Meeting 
members Monday night, saying 
there are “problems” in the fire 
department, but also added, “Chief 
McNutt is probably the finest fire¬ 
fighter in the Town of Winchester. 
He’s a good man, but what he needs 
is the resources [to do his job.]” 

Town Meeting member Mary 
Pronski said she believes the article 
is “the wrong way to go.” Member 
Phyllis Williams agreed. Williams 
referred to a portion of the warrant 
article, which states, “The commit¬ 
tee shall make a written report to 
the Board of Selectmen no later than 
ninety days after its appointment. 
Said report shall identify current 
inefficient and wasteful practices 
and make specific recommenda¬ 
tions to improve the cost-effective 
operation of the Department.” 

“I would say that was not a very 
objective [charge,]” said Williams. 

Anthony Conte, a Town Meeting 
member, said it wouldn’t hurt for 
the town to establish such a commit¬ 
tee. “It does not hurt to take a look at 
the efficiency of our municipal 
departments. Various departments 
should be scrutinized,” he said. 

Town Meeting member Lorna 
Tseckares said forming a committee 
would not cost the town any money. 
“What are we afraid of?” Tseckares 
asked. “What’s the harm in 
looking?” 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said McNutt is responsible 
for the department. “I have confi¬ 
dence in the Chief’s ability and the 
way he manages the department,” 
he added.

Even with Town Meeting approv¬ 
al, Mount Pisgah wouldn’t necessar¬ 
ily become conservation land. 

Town Meeting has indefinitely 
postponed an article to transfer a 
parcel of land — Mount Pisgah — 
from park land to conservation land. 

Selectmen say the article is only 
advisory, and that they do not pre¬ 
sently support converting that land 
to conservation land. Selectmen 
Chairman Steve Powers said one of 
the concerns of his board is the 
upcoming renewal of the Bartlett 
School lease. The Barlett School is 
housed in the old Parkhurst School 
building, which is adjacent to Mount 
Pisgah. 

Member Anthony Conte moved for 
indefinite postponement of the arti¬ 
cle, which Town Meeting supported 
in a 79 to 75 vote. 

Town Meeting member Louise 
Ahearn spoke on behalf of the war¬ 
rant article. “I rise to speak for the 
trees,” said Ahearn. “I think the 
best way of ensuring the trees of 
Mount Pisgah are never cut down is 
to make it conservation land.” 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Frank Golden asked Town Counsel 
Wade Welch to describe the differ-

ence between conservation land and 
park land. 

According to Welch, the main dif¬ 
ferences are in two areas: supervi- 
sorship and method of disposal. The 
Conservation Commission super¬ 
vises conservation land, while 
selectmen oversee park land. With 
regards to selling or transferring 
such parcels, parkland requires 
approval by selectmen and the State 
Legislature, while conservation land 
needs a % vote of Town Meeting. 

Welch also noted that to build a 
structure on such land under 600 
square feet would require a vote of 
Town Meeting; larger than 600 
square feet requires a Town Meeting 
vote and % vote of the Legislature. 

Conservation Commission Chair¬ 
man Jerome Cura outlined a propos¬ 
al for transferring land from park 
land to conservation land on Mount 
Pisgah. According to Cura, such a 
transfer would give the land “con¬ 
servation protection.” 

“The [Conservation! Commission 
feels in general the community has 
not overcoirmitted in terms of con¬ 
servation land,” said Cura. He noted 
that .85 percent of land in Winches¬ 
ter is conservation land. However, 
this figure does not include the Met¬ 
ropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) owned Middlesex Fells.

will help address the problem, and 
will result in additional reversions. 
At the present time, Maurer said the 
administration has identified 
approximately $386,000 in programs 
that have been “curtailed.” and 
expects at least $125,000 in the “nor¬ 
mal reversion process." 

Maurer said it will be necessary to 
hold a special Town Meeting in late 
summer to adjust funds to cover the 
deficit. In addition, Maurer antici¬ 
pates an additional $200,000 rever¬ 
sion in the Water and Sewer 
Division. 

As for the FY91 budget submitted 
to the Finance Committee, Maurer 
noted that it was in balance, but said 
the recent revenue reductions have 
changed that. He noted that accord¬ 
ing to the Town Charter, selectmen 
must determine the policy direction 
for the adjustments in the budget. 

While Maurer outlined 12 options, 
he noted that there may be others 
that can address the problem. 
Among those options are: reduction 
of municipal budget by full amount; 
reduction of education budget by full 
amount; split full amount between 
municipal, 42 percent, and educa¬ 
tion, 58 percent; split full amount by 


another percentage to be decided 
later; increase fees; combination of 
cuts and fee increases; utilize water 
and sewer surplus funds; await deci¬ 
sion of Retirement Board’s request 
to have appropriation reviewed by 
PERA; request portion of overlay 
surplus from assessors; review 
existing debt for possible refinanc¬ 
ing; review prior appropriation 
accounts for Town Meeting articles 
and Capital improvements; delay 
action on budget until after the 
Legislature approves the state 
budget for FY91. 

Discussion 

Selectman Robert Deering 
opposed the first two options to cut 
the full amount from either the edu¬ 
cational or municipal budget. He 
also opposed fee increases at the 
transfer station, as well as using 
water and sewer funds. Deering said 
the magnitude of the problem was 
unknown, and that perhaps it would 
be good to wait on a decision. 

Selectman Judie Muggia empha¬ 
sized her feelings that a policy deci¬ 
sion should be made before any 
numbers are discussed. Muggia said 
she did not support waiting until the 
figures are more certain. ‘ The only 
hard numbers we’re going to see is 


cash in hand,” she added. 

Calling the numbers “soft as a 
grape,” Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
said he thought the final option, to 
wait until the Legislature passed the 
State budget, was the only viable 
one. “I disagree with Judie (Mug¬ 
gia). I think trying to appropriate a 
budget where we have too-soft num¬ 
bers is like a crap-shoot, and I’m not 
willing to do it,” he added. 

Selectman William O’Leary said 
officials should not overreact to the 
situation, which would not do anyone 
any good. “I don’t want to buy into 
the game that we have to rush and 
decide what we’re going to do,” said 
O’Leary. “I think that’s what (the 
State) wants us to do.” 

“We should not panic because the 
state is trying to make us panic,” 
said Selectmen Chairman Steve 
Powers. “I don’t think we can make 
cuts at the 11th hour without any¬ 
thing in writing [about the revenue 
shortfall.]” 

Selectmen agreed to rule out the 
first two options, but requested more 
information on the remaining ones. 

The Board of Selectmen will meet 
with the School Committee to dis¬ 
cuss the impact of this latest deve¬ 
lopment tonight in the Selectmen’s 
Room of Town Hall.

The 
Census Bureau began operations in 
major metropolitan areas last week. 

About 240,000 census-takers will be 
on the streets throughout the coun¬ 
try in this “non-response follow-up” 
phase. Census-takers must collect 
questionnaires from every house¬ 
hold that has not returned the ques¬ 
tionnaire by mail. In more rural 
areas census-takers have been at 
work since late March. 

All employees of the U.S. Census 
Bureau are required to take the oath 
of confidentiality, which bars them 
from releasing any information 
from individual questionnaires 
under penalty of imprisonment and/ 
or a $5,000 fine. Census employees 
can be easily identified by a red, 
white and blue shoulder bag labeled 
“U.S. Census 1990“ and a red, white 
and blue badge with the census- 
taker’s name printed on the front. 

The census is important to every 
community across the country 
because political representation and 
federal funding is largely deter¬ 
mined by census counts. Many 
important decisions also are based 
on the census.

[census] lists would not be a tre¬ 
mendous task’’ and added that if it 
could not be done by administration, 
he would take on the job.

Revolving account for 
school tuitions passes

There will be a special revolving 
account for tuition students attend¬ 
ing Winchester High School in future 
years. 

Town Meeting passed by a 83-75 
vote a warrant article sponsored by 
the School Committee to accept 
Chapter 71, Section 71 of the Massa¬ 
chusetts General Law to establish 
the revolving account. 

Students from other towns who 
wished to attend Winchester schools 
would be charged according to the 
cost to the town of educating that 
student. Students would be required 
to go through an interview process, 
sign a contract governing conduct 
and finances. 

According to School Committee 
Chairman Donna Brandt Landry, 
tuition funds would currently go into 
the general fund. Landry said the 
existence of the account will not 
affect the computation of the town’s 
state aid. The tuition rate would be 
set by the School Committee, and 
students would be charged for ser¬ 
vices rendered, such as special edu¬ 
cation programs. 

“Empty seats at the high school 
could be filled ... and income gener¬ 
ated through tuition.” said Landry. 


Finance Committee Chairman 
Francis Golden said his committee, 
in a close vote, opposed the article 
because additional students could 
have an impact on staffing levels. In 
addition, Golden said there was con¬ 
cern that the revolving account 
would not be under the overview of 
the town comptroller. 

Selectmen opposed the measure 4 
to 1, but said they would unanimous¬ 
ly support it if the funds went into 
the general fund. 

Town Meeting member Constance 
Papas, who served on the School 
Committee for nine years, spoke 
against the motion. “This School 
Committee has not reverted one pen¬ 
ny to the town in the last three years. 
To give them even more money they 
don’t have to account for makes no 
sense,” she said. 

School Committee and Town Meet¬ 
ing member Michael Ronayne 
responded, “I applaud the fact 
we’ve budgeted close enough that we 
don’t have a lot of reversions.’’ He 
noted that the School Committee 
may face additional cuts and the 
revolving account might help ease 
them. 

Landry noted that the town is not 
allowed to make a profit from tuition 
students.

Winchester nurses also benefit 
from the “Clinical Ladders Prog¬ 
ram” wherein supervisors and 
peers, using special criteria, eva¬ 
luate bedside performance of 


each nurse toward the next level 
pay status. 

Janet Miller is quick to praise 
the professionalism of Winches¬ 
ter nurses. “These nurses are a 
special breed and I can’t say 
enough positive about them. This 
is a winning team and one I am 
proud to be a part of.” 

What about the families of the 
patients? There was the night 
when fatigue must have become 
etched deeply about my eyes — 
and Sue, in I.C.U., offered a chair 

— and returned moments later 
with a steamy cup of coffee as she 
ended a busy 10 hour day. And 
what a lift it gave Mother one day 
when Betty, also in I.C.U. made 
her hair pretty again.

Thomas Carlyle was just 11 
months old, and had never uttered a 
single syllable, when, hearing 
another child cry elsewhere in the 
house, he sat up and said, “What ails 
wee Jock?” 

He went on to do a lot of other 
things in his long life, mostly put 
people to sleep as they tried to pick 
their way through the curlicues and 
ornamental turnings of his august 
Victorian prose. But this story just 
casts a whole different light on the 
man. 

Not everyone can think on his feet, 
never mind his diaper.

The criteria used to close 
V.O. was political blackmail tied to 
the override question, using the stu¬ 
dents and teachers as pawns. It will 
take from March 2B to June 30 to 
close the V.O. School — I don’t 
consider that sound planning. 

I am glad the Skahans had the 
opportunity to vent their frustra¬ 
tions. I don’t recall if they were 
residents of Winchester in 1976 or 
not, but I’m delighted they got it out 
of their systems — or did they?

This week 
in history 

20 years: 1970 

Four students were killed and 
nine more wounded at Kent State 
University by members of the 
Ohio National Guard May 4, 1970 
when they gathered to protest 
President Richard Nixon’s inva¬ 
sion of Cambodia. In the after- 
math of the shootings, the 
Winchester Star carried an edi¬ 
torial concerning student strikes 
across the country. The strikes 
protested the increased military 
presence of the United States in 
Southeast Asia. 

The editorial stated in part, “It 
strikes us that no matter how 
important they think they are, 
college students really aren’t the 
mainstay of the country. Their 
strikes can’t hurt the country’s 
economy ... It is our contention 
that it is about time the adult 
population of this country 
stopped running scared of its 
youth. Sure they are bright, sure 
they have some good ideas, but 
discipline is a large part of pro¬ 
ductive intelligence. Four stu¬ 
dents dead on a college campus is 
enough reason to return the 
upper hand to the administration 
before the troops have to be 
called. Perhaps a few well placed 
spankings during the formative 
years would have prevented this 
sorry state?” 

The editorial sparked a slew of 
responses, the majority of which 
blasted the piece. One reader 
wrote, “the student and faculty 
strikes against the extension of 
the war into Cambodia and the 
killings of the four Kent students 
is not simply a matter of cutting 
classes ... Dissent is not yet a 
capital offense.” Another wrote, 
“to speak of ‘spankings’ in rela¬ 
tion to young people who are 
willing to place their futures and 
their lives in jeopardy in order to 
cry out against an absurd and 
intolerable situation which we 
have silently permitted to evolve 
is to insult the integrity and sensi¬ 
tivity of all concerned people.” 

Yet another Winchester resi¬ 
dent wrote however, “The stu¬ 
dent radical protest is disgusting 
and we have only small sym¬ 
pathy for the four “innocent” 
Kent University students who 
just happened to be in the front 
row of the crowd throwing bricks 
at the National Guard. Killing 
may or may not be overreaction 
depending on whether your life is 
in danger." 

Wichester High students joined 
the national student strike that 
week. A poll of the students taken 
by the Student Council revealed 
that 71 percent of the 792 students 
voting were against the Presi¬ 
dent’s policies in Southeast Asia. 
Sixty-three precent felt that the 
student strike was not ‘‘justifiab¬ 
ly accomplishing anything 
constructive.” 

The Winchester Star that week 
reported the sixth death of a 
Winchester youth in combat in 
Vietnam.

ter residents at this time. I am 
greatly concerned about the reason¬ 
ing behind this move and question 
whether the two School Committee 
members targeted for this action 
are deserving of this fate.

Leadership, knowledge of 
the schools and sensitivity to the 
varying needs of children, their 
parents, and staff are the kind of 
attributes Mrs. Landry and Mrs. 
McCarter have brought to the School 
Committee. 

My most direct contact with these 
two individuals came during the 
time I served as Vice-President and 
President at the PFA at Winchester 
High School. While attending numer¬ 
ous School Committee meetings I 
realized that they along with their 
colleagues were most intent on pre¬ 
serving the excellent school system 
we have come to expect. But this is 
only part of their role. School Com¬ 
mittee members are required to 
serve on various sub committees 
and other town committees. 

Mrs. Landry has served on the 
Capital Planning Committee for sev¬ 
eral years now. During that tenure 
she conducted a study called the 
Long Range Maintenance Plan for 
Winchester Schools. This meant 
touring each school’s physical plant, 
evaluating its condition, and submit¬ 
ting a comprehensive written report 
to both committees. When the Task 
Force on Social and Emotional 
Needs of Students at the high school 
convened I saw how effective and 
caring Mrs. Landry could be. In that 
room were various groups of school 
personnel and community represen¬ 
tatives, each with their own position 
to protect and their own ideas to 
promote. Mrs. Landry served as a 
catalyst helping to keep those 
involved focused on this complex 
issue. The result was a unified cohe¬ 
sive unit which presented its dynam¬ 
ic recommendations to the School 
Committee. 

Mrs. McCarter has also tackled 
some very complex issues. She has 
served several years on the 
Winchester Cable Advisory Commit¬ 
tee which has been negotiating with 
the local cable company for a new 
license. One of the issues this com¬ 
mittee has been addressing is to find 
ways of raising revenue for the 
town. Also, for the second time Mrs. 
McCarter is participating in negotia¬ 
tions for teachers’ contracts. I 
remember very clearly the air 
around this issue right before the 
last negotiations began. It was in the 


Spring of 1988. There were consider¬ 
able inferences of strike. I remem¬ 
ber rather clearly the notice on the 
bulletin board in the teachers’ 
cafeteria at the High School denot¬ 
ing how much less Winchester teach¬ 
ers were paid than in neighboring 
towns and how much money Lexing¬ 
ton teachers gained by going on 
strike. Fortunately my concerns and 
those of others were not to be real¬ 
ized, thanks in a large part to the 
negotiating team of which Mrs. 
McCarter was a member. 

During a recent school function, I 
had a couple, whose child is a special 
needs student, approach me with 
their concerns about the recall. They 
wanted to let me know how much 
they had appreciated both Alice’s 
and Donna’s contribution to yet 
another committee — Pac (Special 
Education Parents’ Advisory 
Committee). 

There is one other area of involve¬ 
ment that I would like to mention. 
There is something special and hon¬ 
orable about such busy people who 
then go on to participate in an orga¬ 
nization like the Winchester Coali¬ 
tion on Youth. This is an independent 
group of people from this communi¬ 
ty who are trying to find new and 
innovative ways to fight substance 
abuse amongst the young people in 
this town. These are hardly people 
who are insensitive to the needs of 
this community as has been 
asserted. 

Perhaps there has not been such a 
volatile political situation with 
Winchester Schools since the late 
70s and early ‘80s. It was during 
that era schools were closing and the 
School Committee supported a roll¬ 
ing five-year contract for the super¬ 
intendent. Then as now it was a 
difficult time for School Committee 
members. They did not always 
make popular decisions. There was 
a lot of anger. Yet these actions were 
not labeled as grounds for impeach¬ 
ment. Why then is it now so? Did 
school committees of that era openly 
negotiate contracts? Have they ever 
done so? Did not Mrs. Pronski as a 
member and then as Chair of the 
School Committee of that era sup¬ 
port the rolling five-year contract 
for the previous superintendent? 

The major difference that I see 
now is one that is beyond the control 
of the present School Committee. 
While decisions of the past were 
based on declining enrollment that 
could be anticipated over a stretch 
of several years, this present School 
Committee has had to deal with the 
dwindling of state funds that 
occured in a matter of weeks. To 
negotiate job security because you 
can not afford to negotiate a raise is 
a reasonable alternative. 

Recall is a serious issue. We 
should be very careful in exercising 
this option. This is an action that 
should be taken only under extreme 
circumstances. If we began to take

No mausoleums 
at Wildwood

cult letter for me to write. I feel a 
deep obligation to tell about a prop¬ 
osed change in the long established 
policy of Wildwood Cemetery — a 
change which is certain to be very 
detrimental to our Cemetery’s 
natural beauty and attractive 
appearance.

Board of Selectmen has voted to 
recommend a change in the Cemet¬ 
ery’s fundamental policy. This 
recommended policy would permit 
erection of mausoleums in Wild¬ 
wood, contrary to Wildwood’s long 
established policy. 

I was on the last elected Cemetery 
Commission from 1965 - 1975 and 
Co-Chairman during the last years 
of that period. That commission and 
all previously elected commissions 
were totally opposed to the construc¬ 
tion of mausoleums at Wildwood. 
The new Advisory Committee’s 
recommendation is completely con¬ 
trary to the long, well-thought-out 
policy of our previously elected 
Committees. 

All the members of our 1965-1975 
Commission had great admiration 
and appreciation of the desires of so 
many fine Massachusetts families 
for a mausoleum as a place to honor 
the members of their family who 
had passed away. 

Today I feel even more strongly a 
sympathetic tie to any family desir¬ 
ing an appropriate place to express 
appreciation, love and affection for 
family members who have gone 
before them. At Wildwood we have 
many such appropriate places in the 
modest grave-sites tucked nicely 
into our rolling hills and flat areas. 
Large, striking, jonspicuous mauso¬ 
leums would be incompatible with 
the country cemetery appearance 
and natural contours of the Wild¬ 
wood Cemetery of the last 150 years 
and with its appearance when each 
of its graves was acquired. 

I have had long experience with 
my mother and father’s nice family 
graves at Oak Grove Cemetery in 
Medford. Forty and fifty years ago 
Oak Grove was very much like Wild¬ 
wood today, a natural country 
cemetery. Oak Grove adopted a poli¬ 
cy of permitting construction of 
mausoleums. Now there are 50 
large, fine, well-built mausoleums. 
Judging by my observation at Oak 
Grove I feel sure that once a mauso¬ 
leum is permitted at Wildwood 
many others will follow. 

Erection of a mausoleum should 
not be permitted at Wildwood. We 
have a strong moral obligation to 
maintain Wildwood as it was when 
each of its present modest grave- 
sites was acquired. I have so 
expressed myself to the Advisory 
Cemetery Commission and to the 
Board of Selectmen with sympathy 
and respect for all those currently 
involved.

Maurer has indicated the collected 
excise tax will deviate from pro¬ 
jected collection by $394,000. 

According to the report, the cause 
of the new deficit is, “projections 
that foresaw an increase of 10 per¬ 
cent on the excise tax fee.” In addi¬ 
tion to the excise tax shortfall, the 
Town Manager’s report handed out 
at the meeting cited a “decrease in 
investment income and miscella¬ 
neous receipts" as responsible for 
pushing the new deficit total as high 
as $542,147 for combined fiscal years 
1990 and 1991.

On May 12, 150 years ago, the first 
decisive step toward the incorpora¬ 
tion of Winchester was taken when 
the people of South Woburn voted to 
organize a new Congregational Soci¬ 
ety within their own community. 

In times past in New England, 
villages and towns grew up around 
their churches, which were also 
their public meeting houses. Church 
and state were closely intertwined. 
The minister was a town officer 
whose salary was paid by town tax¬ 
es. Town officials upheld not only 
civil law but also church law and 
were responsible for oversight over 
the morals, conduct, and religious 
practices of the people, including 
church attendance and orthodoxy. 

When a movement was begun to 
create a new town in the area of 
Charlestown that is now Woburn and 
Winchester, it was the church of 
Charlestown, not the town, that 
chose seven commissioners “for the 
erecting of a new church and town.” 
The site was debated but was even¬ 
tually decided to be where Woburn 
center now is. Woburn thus became 
the political center of this area as 
well as the site of the church. 

For nearly 200 years, the residents 
of South Woburn attended the 
church in Woburn two miles away. 
By the end of the 1830s it was felt 
that the village had grown (and was 
continuing to grow) to the point that 


step the board should take would be 
found in, “going further into iden¬ 
tifying our priorities ... We have to 
start immediately." 

Lombardi, citing figures from 
both middle schools and the High 
School showing that the schools 
exceeded their fuel budget by 
$63,000, questioned the disparity in 
consumption between the schools. 
Noting an exceptionally large rela¬ 
tive consumption by the High School 
he asked whether the school had not 
reacted to the price increases of a 
month-long “spike” in oil prices and 
had “simply allowed the deliveries 
to keep coming.” He also ques¬ 
tioned, “why the school didn’t switch 
to gas. 

Lombardi suggested that the best 
approach to making potential cuts in 
the School department, would be 
found in curbing expenses through a 
line item approach to the budget. 

Landry said that while the com¬ 
mittee did put out a quaterly line 
item assesment, any closer, weekly 
assessment would be “micromanag¬ 
ing the system.” 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos, 
in defense of school department 
spending, told the board that the 
matter of switching from oil to gas 
was “looked into by the administra¬ 
tion, and we were told by Boston Gas 
that an increase in prices would be 


it ought to have its own church. On 
March 3’, 1839, a meeting was held in 
a schoolhouse on Washington Street 
where it was decided to petition the 
old Woburn church to consider form¬ 
ing another church within the town 
limits. 

In April 1839 the Woburn church 
voted to postpone consideration of 
the proposal for a year, for it did not 
favor letting over a hundred par¬ 
ishioners leave its membership. In 
April 1840 the petition was dismissed 
as “inexpedient.” 

One month later the undaunted 
people of South Woburn held another 
meeting at which it was voted to 
organize a new Congregational Soci¬ 
ety. A petition was sent to the Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace in Woburn for the 
issuance of a warrant for a meeting 
of legal voters interested in forming 
such a society. The warrant was 
issued, and on June 1 the meeting 
was held at which the society was 
organized, officers elected, and the 
building of a meetinghouse voted. 

Four days later the land for the 
church was purchased. The build¬ 
ing’s cornerstone was laid on July 
27. The first meeting was held in the 
new building in October, and the 
building was dedicated in 
December. 

Within several years sentiment 
started growing to establish a new 
town. Not only was there some fric¬ 
tion between South Woburn and 
Woburn, but also it was felt the 
community here, which included not 


retroactive,” with any switch result¬ 
ing in no real savings to the school. 

Superintendent Mistakos pointed 
out that the School Committee had 
already made $860,000 in budget cuts 
last year. 

“At the beginning of this year we 
were asked to cut an additional 
$60,000," he said. Mitsakos added 
that those cuts were made excep¬ 
tionally difficult by the fact that 
“most of our discretionary decisions 
occur in July and August — unlike 
other town agencies.” 

In terms of staffing, Mitsakos 
added, “A large portion of our 
budget is tied up in personnel. The 
schools are less able to have less last 
minute changes ... We need to have 
someone on board.” 

Other factors entering into the 
equation, according to Mitsakos, 
include the expense of a recent over¬ 
haul of the High Schools’s ventila¬ 
tion system. He emphasized the real 
nature of cutbacks on the schools 
saying, “We have put a freeze on 
spending.” 

Board members were asked to 
bring a personal list of areas of 
potential cutbacks to be submitted 
and reviewed by the Superintendent. 

The School Committee also sug¬ 
gested the possibility of a special 
joint meeting of the School Commit¬ 
tee and the Board of Selectmen. 


only South Woburn but also Symmes 
Corner, a part of Medford, and the 
Charlestown end of Cambridge 
Street, newly attached to Arlington, 
should have political unity. 

The first public meeting to 
address the topic of incorporation 
was held in the vestry of the Congre¬ 
gational Church in November 1849. 
After more meetings and much 
work, the Commonwealth granted 
independent corporate existence to 
the new town of Winchester in April 
1850. The first Town Meeting was 
held in what remained the town’s 
major public building until the build¬ 
ing of Lyceum Hall in 1851, the 
Congregational Church. 

Though church and state are 
regarded in quite a different light 
today than in earlier centuries, the 
histories of our churches are part of 
our town’s political history, as well 
as our past and present social and 
cultural life. 

Therefore, as the Congregational 
Church holds a year-long celebra¬ 
tion of its 150th anniversary, the 
public is invited to participate. 
Upcoming events include a float in 
the EnKa parade and a joint service 
in May with the Woburn mother 
church. Future events, including a 
church work day, a banquet and 
pageant in the fall, and a rededica¬ 
tion at the end of the year, are being 
planned to commemorate historical 
events recounted above. Later 
announcements will again invite all 
to attend.

take control of their government and 
demand that Republicans, Indepen¬ 
dents and Democrats unite to ’RID’ 
our state of cronyism and incompe¬ 
tence. This is the year we demand 
accountability and credibility from 
our elected legislators. This is the

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Hazardous waste day is May 12

It's time again to venture into 
your basement and under your 
kitchen sink to gather up house¬ 
hold cleaners and materials that 
have overstayed their welcome. 

The town of Winchester is spon¬ 
soring a Hazardous Waste Collec¬ 
tion Day this Saturday, May 12 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. at the 
Department of Public Works 
Yard, 15 Lake Street. 

According to the Board of 
Health, it is illegal and dangerous 
to dispose of household hazardous 
wastes in the normal waste- 
stream. Improper disposal of 
these products threatens water 


supplies and animal life. 

The town has therefore con¬ 
tracted Clean Harbors, a licensed 
hazardous waste and disposal 
company, to collect and legally 
dispose of Winchester residents’ 
hazardous wastes. 

The event is produced by the 
League of Women Voters of 
Winchester and the Winchester 
Department of Health. 

Health officials remind resi¬ 
dents that it is important to bring 
items to discard in the original 
containers so they may be identi¬ 
fied. Also, due to the cost of the 
collection day, proof of residency 
is required. 

Anything from mothballs to 


drain cleaners, batteries to cos¬ 
metics, are household products 
that are environmentally hazard¬ 
ous. Also, bleaches, disinfec¬ 
tants, nail polish, ammonia, poi¬ 
sons, oven cleaners, pesticides, 
toilet bowl cleaners, oil-based 
paints, paint thinners, turpentine 
and solvents, paint strippers and 
removers. 

In addition, outdoor products 
like herbicides, poisons, fertiliz¬ 
ers and swimming pool chemi¬ 
cals for example, must be dis¬ 
posed of responsibly. 

Due to policy, no containers 
larger than one gallon will be 
accepted. 


TM postpones light item

A glitch in wording has sent plan¬ 
ners back to the drawing board in 
their efforts to control unreasonable 
lighting in town. 

Town Meeting has indefinitely 
postponed Article 39, which 
attempted to amend the town’s zon¬ 
ing bylaw on unreasonable lighting. 

According to Planning Board 
Chairman Daniel Chane, the ques¬ 
tion of lighting came about when his 
board received a complaint from a 
resident of Main Street whose home 
was next to a commercial building 
under construction. Lighting at the 
Main Street site was disruptive to 
the neighbor, said Chane, which 


caused his board to take a look at the 
bylaws. 

Since there was nothing in place to 
protect residents whose homes are 
in commercial zones, Chane said the 
board decided to present the option 
of amending the law to Town Meet¬ 
ing by removing the words “in resi¬ 
dential districts,” so the amendment 
would apply to all areas of town. 

However, Town Meeting member 
Marjorie Moore pointed out that the 
article did not propose deleting the 
phrase “in residential districts” 
from other paragraphs in the bylaw 
— just the first one — and asked if 
there was any particular reason for 
leaving the phrase in subsequent 
paragraphs. 


“That was an oversight on our 
part,” said Chane. Town Moderator 
John Sullivan called a motion to 
amend the article out of order 
because, as he said, property owners 
had not been given adequate notice 
of the potential change to subse¬ 
quent paragraphs. 

“It’s very important the public be 
adequately informed,” said 
Sullivan. 

The Planning Board may consider 
bringing the article back at Fall 
Town Meeting.

Town Meeting also turned down a 
motion to reconsider Article 36, a 
zoning article set forth by the Plan¬ 
ning Board.

If your sales price is in line with the adjusted sales prices of the com¬ 
parables, you're in good shape. If the appraisal indicates the price is too high, the Realtors 
have their work cut out.

Last Friday saw the opening of 
the Winchester Players’ enjoy¬ 
able rendition of The Man Who 
Came to Dinner, a 1939 comedy 
by George S. Kaufman and Moss 
Hart. It satirizes our neat- 
idolatrous obsession with celebri¬ 
ty and what later became known 
as ‘‘pop culture. " While the satire 
is completely appropriate for 
today, the fact that this is by now 
a period piece makes it easier to 
laugh at our own foibles and the 
shallowness of some of our idols. 
The program contains a glossary 
of 30’s entertainment luminaries 
for younger theater goers. 

The story deals with the con 
trast and general chaos caused 
by the confinement of a New 
York theater /radio/literary 
maven Sheridan Whiteside 
(based on Alexander Wolcott) in 
the home of an Ohio couple, due 
to a broken hip. His fast-paced, 
deal-making, name-dropping tyr¬ 
anny and selfishness clash with 
the image his fawning fans have 
of him. Whiteside, played by 
David Goldstein, is a very much 
larger than life man who brings 
out the venality in those around 
him, like a carnival mirror. He 
uses his beard, voice, and wheel¬ 
chair to dominate the stage, as 
well as the other characters. His 
mild British accent comes off. 
appropriately enough, as the 
affectation of an American 
pseudo-intellectual. He is the self- 
promoting 30’s junk culture equi¬ 
valent of today’s junk bond 
salesman. 

Complications arise when

Cutler (played by Jennifer 
Slade), falls in love with a local 
newsman. Whiteside attempts to 
break up the relationship by call¬ 
ing in some of his Hollyw'ood 
friends, notably a Joan Crawford 
clone played by Anne O’Neill. 
O’Neill and Slade both deliver 
good two-sided characteriza¬ 
tions: Slade plays an appropri¬ 
ately cynical secretary who dis¬ 
covers the better side of herself 
and others; O’Neill affects the 
good manners of the gentry until 
crossed, when she reveals her 
character’s fundamental 
bitchiness. 

Unfortunately, the first act 
almost leaves one wondering 
whether Whiteside’s overbearing 
manner is comic, or the hubris of 
tragedy. Whiteside dishes out so 
much casual cruelty that it is

difficult to find much humor until 
he encounters someone capable 
of fighting back. Fortunately, 
Slade’s character provides this 
service (which would be welcome 
earlier in the play). She has seen 
so much pomposity out of her 
employer that it no longer 
impresses her. Once Whiteside 
has a character strong enough to 
play against, the play becomes 
quite funny. 

Other characters that are large 
enough not to be steamrolled by 
the Wheelchair Czar are Banjo, a 
Harpo Marx pastiche by Justin 
Kaan. and Beverly Carlton, a 
Noel Coward parody by Andrew 
Laurie. Laurie’s effeminate ges¬ 
tures and outrageous self¬ 
absorption eclipse even White- 
side. Kaan, on the other hand, 
uses his bulk and costume to play 
an amiably lecherous and 
scatter-brained clown. Where all 
the other Hollywood types are 
concerned about their image, 
Kaan’s character, like Harpo, 
knows it’s all a game. As long as 
it’s a game, he figures he may as 
well have some fun. 


Several of the minor charac¬ 
ters deserve special mention. Eli¬ 
za Beth Cloutier plays Miss 
Preen, Whiteside’s nurse. Her 


character is about as tightly 
strung as a piano wire, which 
Whiteside periodically plucks 
until she vibrates offstage. Ellen 
Knight plays a truly loopy 
maiden aunt, who is the first to 
push Whiteside off balance a bit. 
Susan Catino plays Sarah, a cook 
who apparently spices her con¬ 
fections with absinthe; where 
and how she might obtain absin¬ 
the in Ohio in 1939 is best left to 
the imagination. 

The details of set and costume 
were well-done; the costumes by 
Katherine Rikeman-Clagett are 
appropriate for an upper middle 
class family of that time. Of par¬ 
ticular note are the caped Carl¬ 
ton, tuxedoed Banjo, and Nurse 
Preen’s ridiculous cap. The New 
York and Hollywood types wear 
ties revealing appropriately 
tacky trendiness. Also not to be 
missed is the green dress worn by 
Elizabeth Bleich in Act II, as she 
is persuaded to elope. 

The performance continues 
through May 12. Curtain is at 8:15 
p.m., in the Unitarian Church. 
Admission is $8, $6 for seniors 
and students. Seating is cabaret 
style; wine, cider, and cookies 
are availale before the perfor¬ 
mance and during the two 
intermissions.

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High-performance realtors 

A sluggish market has not kept them out of the big leagues

■ he most productive 
realtors in the area say 
the secret to their success 
— even amid the market 
downturn that hit New 
England last year — is no secret. 

Rather than cite tricks of their 
trade, some of the best residential real 
estate brokers talk about such basic 
strategies as working long hours, 
striving to know their markets and 
make their names as well-known as a 
mayor’s or school superintendent’s. 

They also say sensitivity to the 


needs of both buyers and sellers is 
crucial to clinching deals, particularly in 
a tough market. And all this effort must 
be a labor of love for people to make it 
a lasting career, brokers say. 

Most acknowledge, however, that 
brokers working in desirable areas that 
have a variety of homes enjoy a 
significant advantage over those 
working in more modest locations. 

But the bottom line these days is 
that both home buyers and sellers 
everywhere are skittish and worried 
about making the best deals possible, 
so maintaining an exemplary sales 
record is no mean feat. 

“I am committed to it seven days a 


week,” said Maureen Eagan, the top 
broker at Century 21 Taylor Realty in 
Framingham for the past three years, 
“If I’m getting gas, I’in thinking about 
real estate.” 

Eagan, a 40-year-old Holliston 
resident and mother of four, sold $6 
million worth of residential real estate 
in the Framingham area last year and is 
one of 12 “Ccntorions” in Century 
21 ’s five-state New England. This 
means Eagan brought in gross 
commissions of at least $150,000 to her 
office. 

She said that while she had to work 
harder for her sales last year and so far 
this year with some 15.000 listings in 


Greater Boston - the most in some 
time - there is still a pool of buyers to 
provide incentive. 

Eagan said death, divorce and 
relocation are constants in society that 
maintain at least modest demand for 
homes and condominiums. 

But to be sure she* is the broker 
who makes those sales, Eagan has 
literally been knocking on doors, 
sending letters into neighborhoods and 
contacting other top brokers around 
the country’ for referrals. 

“If you’re lucky enough to get a 
buyer in this market, you just stick to 
them like glue,” she said, adding that

■ A realistic picture of the work world will 
help you if you're on your first serious 
job search since graduation, and getting 
information may be simpler than you 
think, says Athena Constantine, director 
of career services at Columbia 
University. Your parents’ friends, 
relatives, professors, neighbors and 
friends' parents are good sources for a 
start. Then check with alumni of your 
college, whose affiliations may be listed in 
directories or newsletters. Work-study 
programs before you graduate, 
internships or summer jobs before you 
graduate can help you get a sense of the 
job market. “A person without this 
experience, who approaches the job 
market for the first time, might have an 
inflated sense of what is out there." she 
cautions. 

■ Don ’ t send your resume to a prospective 
employer by fax without his permission, 
says Adela Oliver, president of Oliver 
Human Resource Consultants, Inc., a 
New York outplacement firm. She says 
too many job hunters are tying up 
company lines, and executive search 
firms aren’t too pleased about it, either. 
"An executive who faxes a resume today 
without obtaining permission is 
endangering his or her chances to get a 
job," she says. "Many VPs of Human 
Resources are enraged when this 
occurs." She says the best way to 
connect to a new job is still networking, 
though because of the current business 
climate, even the network is overloaded 
and must be used with care. 

■ Takeover turmoil has ended the idea that 
jobs in large corporations are more 
secure than those in small companies, 
says Larry Levine, partner of Gundersen 
Partners, a New York executive search 
firm. "With corporations merging left and 
right, entire departments are 
disappearing in the blink of an eye. That a 
person can work hard, keep his head low 
and retire with a pension is a truism that 


has died in Drexelesque fashion." Levine 
says that smaller entrepreneurial firms 
are better prepared to let employees 
have the autonomy they need to 
guarantee their futures. "That loyalty is 
a two-way street usually is not lost on 
those running smaller companies, many 
of whom are veterans of merger mania 
and fully appreciate the human side of 
business." 

■ Athletes who intend to compete in the 
Olympics at Barcelona and Albertville tw r o 
years from now r have more than just their 
training to think about. Because of 
training costs, time, and the fact that 
they are older on average than earlier 
Olympians, they can’t delay planning 
post-athletic careers, according to Ernst 
& Young, the international professional 
services firm. The New York-based 
company, in cooperation with the United 
States Olympic Committee, has 
established the Olympic Job 
Opportunities Program, aimed at helping 
at least 400 athletes find jobs that allow 
scheduling flexibility and paid time away. 
They say they are looking for employers 
across the country to pledge jobs for the 
athletes. 

■ If you want your kid to grow up to be a 
driver, you might give him or her a toy 
truck. Or a medical kit, if you're thinking 
of a future doctor in the family. But what 
if you think your child should grow' up to 
be in business? The Business Kit, 
distributed by Business Kids of Coral 
Gables, Fla., is aimed at teen-agers with 
an entrepreneurial bent. It’s packed with 
an audio cassette called ‘ ‘The Buck 
Starts Here," five booklets about aspects 
of business and how to start one: 
management and advertising plans: a 
datebook; stationery amd business cards.

T he following dozen tips are a 
synthesis of ideas from more 
than a half dozen experts in 
the area on how to switch 
careers. 

■ Take time to reflect on what you 
want from a job, the things that will 
make you happy and fit in with your 
values, and how you w’ant work to fit 
into your life. It may be that some 
personal goals are best met outside of 
your job. For example, by volunteering 
in your community or pursuing hobbies. 

■ If you’re not sure what industry or 
job you want to switch to, consider 
seeking career counseling with the 
state Department of Employment and 
Training. Your tax dollars pay for the 
numerous services available in the 
department’s job centers. Private 
counselors also can help you assess 
your skills and needs. Most colleges 
provide career counseling for their 
alumni for free and have extensive 
resources. Counselors use such tools as 
the Strong Campbell Interest Inventory 
to pinpoint a good field and work 
environment for you. 

Numerous self-help texts are 
available as well. One of the best known 
and widely used is "What Color is Your 
Parachute?" by Richard Bolles. 

■ Take a good look at your current 
organization and utilize your human 
resources department before making a 
change. There may be attractive 
opportunities in your company or ways 
to make your job more satisfying. 

■ Do a personal financial analysis. 

Determine your assets and the salary 
you need and desire in your next job. 
Remember, there may be career 
dividends paid by suffering a wage loss 
to get started in a new field. 

■ Once you know what type of job you 
want to pursue, utilize your local 
library and its voluminous research 
materials. 


■ Do as much informational 
interviewing as possible. Talk to people 
who work in the field to make sure it’s 
right for you. Explore the academic 
credentials and training needed for your 
desired job and determine whether you 
meet or are prepared to meet the 
requirements. 

■ Attend professional association 
meetings and seminars. 

■ If possible, volunteer sometime to 

employers in your chosen field. 

■ You may want to consult an 
employment agency (not to be confused 
with employment counselors) to help 
you get interviews in your chosen field 
and to find out what jobs are available in 
the area. These services are generally 
free to individuals because fees are paid 
by employers. Just remember that 
employment agencies work for 
employers, not for you. 

■ Many experts recommend career 
changers develop a functional versus a 
chronological resume. This type of 
resume summarizes your skills and 
abilities first rather than listing past jobs 
and employers up-front. Career 
counselors are a big help in developing 
an appropriate functional resume. Have 
someone within the industry you are 
targeting review your resume. 

■ In interviews, give specific examples 
of projects you have worked on that 
demanded creativity and adaptability. 

Also give examples of your ability to 
learn new tasks and skills. The more 
specific you are, the better. Also show 
your knowledge of the field. 

■ Most of all, be patient. Remember 
that job hunting is a job in itself and is 
often exhausting. Depending on the job 
you’re seeking, your search could take 
six months or more.

Aileen Cabitt, a 19-year real estate 
veteran who has been the top sales 
producer at Hunneman & Company 
Realtors/Better Homes & Gardens for 
the past three years, also said her 
work has required a "total 
commitment."

Cabitt said she works hard to get to 
know both the home buyers and sellers 
she works with and has made many 
friends in the process. Much of her 
business now comes through referrals. 

Greg Russell, a regional recruiter 
with Century 21’s New England region 
headquarters in Burlington, said it is 
the top brokers’ ability to "prospect" 
effectively for business and cultivate 
their "own sphere of influence" in an 
area that sets them apart from some 
20,000 other Massachusetts realtors. 

If this sounds like a harsh, 
impersonal scheme, Russell said the 
best brokers also have a genuine desire 
to help people and provide a valuable 
service. 

"What we’ve discovered is the 
people who do the best are the people 
who care about people," said Russell. 
"Our job is to help people make the 
single most important decision in their 
lives, so you need a little insight into 
the human spirit." 


As a result, he said, people coming 
out of professions like teaching or 
nursing tend to be successful in real 
estate. 

"Firefighters also make excellent 
real estate people," Russell said. 

Ruth Taylor, who owns the 
Framingham Century 21 franchise with 
her husband, Herb, said brokers should 
be neither too pushy nor too 
sympathetic when trying to make sales. 

" I' m sure if you interviewed a 
number of the top sellers, you’d find 
they all have this appropriate balance, ’ ’ 
Taylor said. 

Deborah Swanson, a former pre¬ 
school teacher and waitress, has been a 
broker with DeWolfe New England in 
Lexington for the past year and seems 
to embody the qualities Russell and 
Taylor described. 


Although she has only been a real 
estate broker for about two years, 
Swanson, a soft-spoken Watertown 
resident, sold more than $2 million 
worth of real estate last year in the 
Lexington area, which includes 
Arlington, Waltham, Watertown, 
Belmont and Bedford. The 
accomplishment won Swanson, 37, 
entry into the brokerage firm’s Million 
Dollar Club. 

"One of the things that has helped 
me the most - and I know this sounds 
funny - was that I used to waitress," 
said Swanson. "I don’t think so much 
in terms of selling as providing a 
service." 

Jack Hayes, an independent broker 
with RE/MAX Collaborative in West 
Roxbury, is another award-winner in 
his community as well as a newcomer

to real estate. He was recently named 
a certified residential specialist by the 
Realtors National Marketing Institute, 
a designation gained through extensive 
course work and sales in excess of $5 
million. 

Seeking to work outside a 
bureaucracy, Hayes turned to a career 
in real estate three years ago after 38 
years as an executive with the Federal 
Reserve Bank in Boston. At 64, Hayes 
said he has no intention of retiring 
anytime soon. 

Like the other brokers interviewed, 
he said he works grueling hours and 
keeps a cellular phone in his car to do 
business on the road.

Museum has 
TM backing

Arthur Griffin’s dream of a grist 
mill photography museum is one 
step closer to reality as Town Meet¬ 
ing has supported use of town land 
for the facility. 

On Monday night, Town Meeting 
approved two articles on the 
museum. Article 10 passed 125-30 
(104 needed), while Article 11 was 
approved 129-26. The measure 
required two-thirds vote for 
passage. 

Article 10 authorizes the Board of 
Selectmen to lease to the museum 
trust a parcel of land along Shore 
Road along Judkins Pond to house 
the museum. 

Article 11 allows selectmen to peti¬ 
tion the state Legislature to permit 
the transfer of the parcel of park 
land. Two-thirds vote of the state 
Legislature is required to permit 
any such transfer. 

Although both articles passed by a 
fairly wide margin, debate was pas¬ 
sionate on both sides. 

“I think we are in a beautiful town 
and it’s going to be more beautiful,” 
said Griffin after his victory. 

Griffin said he understands the 
concerns of some Town Meeting 
members. ‘‘If we didn’t have those 
honest people in town, we’d have 
everything built on park land,” he 
said. 

Speaking on behalf of the project 
before Town Meeting, Griffin’s 
attorney, Andrew Cohn, explained 
what has been tagged as a $1 million 
gift to the town. 

Griffin, a 50-year resident of the 
town, has proposed building a grist 


mill museum to house his collection 
of photographs, magazine covers 
and cameras. A world-renowned 
photographer, Griffin has an esti¬ 
mated 80,000 works to give to the 
museum. 

Support 

Support for the plan came from a 
number of current and former town 
officials, as well as local groups. The 
Board of Selectmen, Finance Com¬ 
mittee and Planning Board all sup¬ 
ported the plan, as well as the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and Economic 
Development Committee. 

Alan Macdonald, former select¬ 
man and current chairman of the 
Boston Business Roundtable, said 
the museum would be ‘‘a tremend¬ 
ous benefit for the Town of Winches¬ 
ter and a shame to lose. 

Edward O’Connell, School Com¬ 
mittee member and former select¬ 
man, said, ‘‘I believe our town today 
is in desperate need of a shot in the 
arm. We are close to being cultural¬ 
ly bankrupt.” 

O’Connell criticized those who cry 
“doom and gloom. 

“If we adopt that approach, we’ll 
never do anything,” said O’Connell. 
He said if the town’s forefathers had 
had such an attitude, “We’d still be 
trading beads with Squaw Sachem.” 

“I believe park land can be 
enhanced,” he added. 

Town Meeting member Clarence 
Borggaard said while so many peo¬ 
ple want to get something from the 
town, Griffin wants to give. “What 
are we waiting for?” asked 
Borggaard.

Town still awaits 
state’s aid figures

Winchester’s conservative projec¬ 
tions of state aid coupled with a 
court decision to restore some aid 
cuts could help the town stay afloat 
in turbulent financial waters. 

But lack of hard numbers from the 
state still clouds the picture for the 
current fiscal year and the new one 
that begins July 1. 

State legislators are currently dis¬ 
cussing a level-funded state aid 
package. Winchester officials last 
fall projected an 18 percent decrease 
in state funding for FY90, ending 
June 30. The difference is approxi¬ 
mately $575,000, according to the 
Board of Selectmen, which could be 
enough to cover a possible shortfall 
in excise tax revenue. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer announced to selectmen 
May 5 that the town faces a potential 
$394,000 shortfall in excise tax col¬ 
lections in the waning fiscal year. 
Coupled with depressed returns on 
investments and miscellaneous 
income (cemetery, DPW, and other 
departments), this shortfall could 
run as high as $738,000. 

Adding to the uncertainty, the 
state’s Supreme Judicial Court ruled 
Monday that Gov. Michael S. Duka¬ 
kis had impounded $210 million in 
state aid illegally last summer. 

Maurer said there has been no 
official word on how much aid the 
court decision might restore — or 
when. He did say it might help offset 


this year’s excise-tax sag if it 
arrives. 

“I don’t see this as any big wind¬ 
fall," Maurer said, adding that to 
absorb the cuts, some of the town’s 
“savings accounts,” such as the sta¬ 
bilization fund, were reduced. 

In its unanimous decision, the 
court said that, while the governor 
may reduce some state spending, 
local aid funds are not “made avail¬ 
able" to any state agency or secre¬ 
tariat under his control. 

But the court did not order Duka¬ 
kis to redistribute the money. 

Without all the facts and figures 
from the state in front of them, 
Selectmen and School Committee 
members have been reluctant to 
forge ahead to Town Meeting with 
the budget for the next fiscal year, 
beginning July 1. 

This week, Town Meeting adopted 
a selectmen’s request to postpone 
budget debate until May 31, when 
town officials hope to have a better 
handle on the state figures for the 
current fiscal year and the one 
beginning July 1. 

Boards meet 

Before the Town Meeting pos- 
poned budget talks or the court 
made its ruling, the School Commit¬ 
tee met May 10 with selectmen, 
asking how they plan to deal with 
potential shortfalls. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Frank Golden joined the two boards 
at that May 10 meeting.

Board takes 
gander at 
flap over 
town ducks

Each spring, like clockwork, (he 
town ducks have been returned to 
Mill Pond to frolic in the water and 
entertain the youth of Winchester 
during the summer months. Each 
spring, that is, until this spring. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer this year instructed DPW 
Director Tony Celli not to bring the 
domestic ducks, who winter in 
Woburn, back to Town Hall. Accord¬ 
ing to Maurer, his decision was 
based on the belief that the ever- 
burgeoning population of Canada 
geese, whose numbers have affected 
the water quality and upkeep of town 
grounds, could be controlled, if not 
reduced, by simply not feeding 
them. The presence of the town 
ducks would hinder that objective, 
according to Maurer. 

Since that decision, feathers have 
been flying in Winchester and 
rumors have surfaced that the ducks 
were just one of a number of recent 
“budget cuts.” 

At the Board of Selectmen’s May 
15 session, Maurer noted that the 
Board of Health and Conservation 
Commission are concerned with the 
geese problem and their related 
health problems. 

Maurer added that it would be 
difficult to ask the public to feed only 
one of the species. He noted the town 
ducks can certainly be returned to 
Mill Pond, but some type of policy 
would have to be set on feeding the 
birds. 

Selectman William O’Leary cited 
the cooperation needed between the 
town boards to solve the “difficult 
problem. It’s both a problem to the 
water and open space.” 

He added that not feeding the 
Canada geese has been determined 
the “best weapon in the war on 
geese.” O’Leary suggested bringing 
back the ducks while at the same 
time posting signs for the public as 
to what a Canada goose and a duck 
look like and which can be fed.

Sperber stepping down as director of library

In the next few months, Library 
Director Matthew Sperber will begin 
the process of saying goodbye to his 
librarians and support staff — and 
the facility that he has kept a watch¬ 
ful eye over during the last nine 
years. 

Sperber made the announcement 
last week to his staff that he would 


be leaving his position to take a post 
as director of the Hudson Valley 
Library system* in upstate New 
York. 

The opportunity was one he just 
couldn’t refuse, said Sperber in a 
recent interview with The Winches¬ 
ter Star. 

In retrospect, Sperber says he is 
proud of what has accomplished at 
the Winchester Public Library. 
Sperber came on board the same 


year Proposition 2 V 2 was enacted, 
and dwindling budgets were the 
mainstay of his tenure. 

“I inherited a reduced budget and 
staff. But I’m proud of being able to 
offer services beyond what was 
available prior to Prop. 2 Vfe,” said 
Sperber. 

He lists the institution of the art 
gallery, automation of the lending 
and circulation systems and acquisi¬ 
tion of inter-library video cassettes 


and compact discs as accomplish¬ 
ments made under his leadership. 
Also, the first Friends of the 
Winchester Library group was 
formed in 1982. 

Sperber says the library has also 
made strides in areas of evening 
hours for the children’s room and 
the book cooperative, which allows 
for a better selection of books and 
audio/visual materials.

U.N.’s Garba 
urges global 
involvement

Private citizens should get 
involved in global politics rather 
than leaving it strictly to public 
officials, according to Major- 
General Joseph Garba, President 
of the 44th session of the General 
Assembly of the United Nations. 

General Garba, a friend of 
Winchester residents Dr. Rita 
Breen and Bill McKay, agreed to 
speak at Winchester High School 
this week on his whirlwind tour of 
Massachusetts. 

“It is not enough to abandon the 
question of world peace to leader¬ 
ship alone,” said Garba. He said 
the challenges of peace and sec¬ 
urity are global concerns. 

He noted the issues currently at 
stake across the globe are “peo¬ 
ple issues” such as AIDS, the 
drug problem, Apartheid, human 
rights, the population explosion, 
the environment, the right to live 
and the freedom of choice. 

“It is a time of monumental 
changes,” said Garba, “a histori¬ 
cal epoch ... the age of the global 
society.” 

He called on government to 
improve the human condition and 
pointed to the charter of the

Also, improvements to the build¬ 
ing in the last nine years have allow¬ 
ed for maximum use of space for the 
book collection to grow, said Sper¬ 
ber. Currently, the library boasts 
some 130,000 books and materials. 

Sperber says he’s also proud of the 
accomplishments realized in the 
children’s department with the addi¬ 
tion of a story hour room. 

Sperber has also led the crusade to 
put the librarians out in the library 
and in contact with the patrons — 
not behind the scenes. Even with 
reduced staff, Sperber says he has 
kept Winchester librarians where 
residents need them. 

Sperber says he feels, “there will 
be a time, or we're at that time now, 
when the cuts aren’t going to get any 
worse and the state will solve its 
financial picture. I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if the library made a come¬ 
back ... and even expanded.’’ 

Currently, the library has been 
reduced to the minimum number of 
hours of operation allowed by the 
state. “The residents here deserve a 
schedule with more hours,” said 
Sperber. 

Sperber says the future for the 
library holds such innovations as an 
on-line catalog for patrons to refer¬ 
ence materials in all regional 
libraries. 

“I will miss Winchester,” said 
Sperber. “I’ve made new friends 
here. It’s great working for a com¬ 
munity that appreciates its public 
library; the people are really con¬ 
cerned. That’s very satisfying.” 

Sperber’s resignation is effective 
mid-July and a search committee 
will be appointed to find a replace¬ 
ment by late summer.

We must 
accept the challenge. If we fail, 
our world is doomed,” said 
Garba. 

Garba has held positions as the 
Foreign Minister of Nigeria, The 
Nigerian Ambassador to the 
United Nations and the Chairman 


of the U.N. Special Committee 
against Apartheid. 

Garba recently relinquished 
his position as Nigerian Perma¬ 
nent Representative to the United 
Nations on his appointment as a 
Minister of State in the Office of 
the President of Nigeria. 

Garba is also the author of two 
books “Revolution in Nigeria — 
Another View” and “Diplomatic 
Soldiering.” 

Garba has also commanded 
military units up to and including 
a division. From October 1965 to 
April 1966, he served as a mem¬ 
ber of the Nigerian Contingent to 
the United Nations Peace Keep¬ 
ing Force in India and Pakistan.

School Committee Chairman Don¬ 
na Brandt Landry asked Maurer if 
the possible shortfall could be hand¬ 
led without further cuts. 

‘ ‘ I would hope so. The big unknown 
right now is state aid," said Maurer. 
With a level-funded state aid pack¬ 
age, the tow'n wouldn’t need to look 
at other areas in the budget, he said. 

He outlined some local revenue 
possibilities: 

—$150,000 from the Board of Asses¬ 
sors in surplus funds that can be 
used against FY90 with an agree¬ 
ment from the assessors and a vote 
from Town Meeting, Maurer said. 
—$75,000 in unused funds from com¬ 
pleted capital-projects. 

—$0(),0()0 in trash collection savings 
through purchase of a new r tractor. 
—$80,000 in unencumbered unem¬ 
ployment benefits. 

—$*190,000 in interest from the water 
and sewer accounts. There is 
$500,000 in water capital projects 
account, but Maurer advised against 
using this money because matching 
state funds are expected to be 
forthcoming. 

Selectmen Chairman Stephen 
Powers said, “We don’t want to 
panic. There’s still a lot of questions 
that are still unanswered." 

He also noted that both boards 
must get a balanced budget to 
Finance Committee for the new fis¬ 
cal year when final numbers are 
available.

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Chinese take-out restaurant rejected

Upper Main Street won’t house a 
Chinese food take-out restaurant. 
Zoning Board of Appeals officials 
have decided. 

A petition for a special permit by 
Dominic DiVincenzo Sr. to place a 
Chinese food restaurant on his prop¬ 
erty at 933 Main Street was denied 
3-0 with prejudice by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) at its Tues¬ 
day night meeting. 

The property is located in an IL 
(light industrial) district, but abutts 
residences. The building currently 
contains Uptown Video. 

Representing DiVincenzo was 
Joseph Murphy, who outlined the 
proposal. Murphy said the restaur¬ 
ant would be located on the lower 
level and would be for take-out ser¬ 
vice only. The petitioners sought a 
special permit due to the distinct 
change in use of the building and the 
need for relief from parking 
requirements. 

However, it was the parking issue 
that had neighbors — and ZBA mem¬ 
bers — most concerned. DiVincenzo 
said there were no other businesses 


in the immediate area competing for 
on-street parking spaces, and added 
that the average stay at either the 
video store or restaurant would be 
short-term, ranging from five to 15 
minutes. 

Resident Robert Burns said there 
is currently no on-site parking. 

According to resident Ruth Car- 
roll, “When someone parks, they’re 
half on the street and half on the 
sidewalk ... I think traffic is the 
problem and I can’t really see where 
anyone can park.’’ 

Neighbors and ZBA members also 
voiced concern about trash removal, 
as well as the proximity of the build¬ 
ing to abutters. DiVincenzo said 
trash would be removed on a daily 
basis. 

In denying the petition, ZBA 
Chairman Virginia Hoefling said, 
“This is a very difficult use.” Hoe¬ 
fling read a letter from Town Engi¬ 
neer Jake Ciarcia that cited the 
Planning Board’s opposition to the 
petition due to parking problems. 

Hoefling noted that while a 
restaurant would be permitted in 
this building that is zoned IL, “park¬ 
ing is also required. There is no way 


the lot itself will allow parkin- 
g ... Safety is a primary require¬ 
ment in considering special per¬ 
mits.” Members Amy Wanger and 
John Prokos agreed, also citing 
trash removal as an issue in denying 
the petition. 

Star building 

A petition for a special permit for 
the Winchester Star building at 3 
Church Street was approved by the 
ZBA 3-0. 

The petitioners, Wadsworth Real¬ 
ty Trust, sought a special permit to 
alter and change the use of a portion 
of the building, which is a non- 
conforming structure. 

Attorney Paul F. Amico noted that 
Wadsworth Realty Trust will purch¬ 
ase and renovate the building for 
office use. The Winchester Star edi¬ 
torial staff will remain in the build¬ 
ing as a tenant once renovations are 
complete. 

Because the structure was built in 
1915, there are no parking require¬ 
ments. However, Planning Consul¬ 
tant John Connery outlined the prob¬ 
able parking needs of the building, 
saying while the use is changing, the 


number of employees will not likely 
change by much. 

In granting the petition, Hoefling 
said, “I don’t see any reason to deny 
it.” 

“The changes to the facade will be 
a good improvement,” added Pro¬ 
kos. Wanger agreed. 

Other petitions 

The ZBA denied a petition 3-0 with 
prejudice by C. Paul Austin, owner 
of Skills Unlimited on Winchester 
Place, to erect a sign for his business 
on a building he does not occupy. 
Austin proposed placing a two-by-six 
foot sign on the building that houses 
Kean Florist. 

“In my view, this is a request to 
have a billboard two buildings away 
from the business. I think if a 
request like this is going to be 
granted, we’re going to be flooded,” 
said Hoefling. 

The ZBA unanimously voted to 
grant a special permit to Ralph Vitti 
of 9 Oneida Circle to erect an addi¬ 
tion that is too close to the lot line. 
Vitti sought to add approximately 
5Vi: feet to an existing room.

months is to attack only a portion of 
the problem. The birds are “graz¬ 
ers” and therefore survive by habi- 
tating near fields and supplement 
their diet with food from humans. 

Currently, said Alper, there are 
20,000 non-migratory Canada geese 
in Massachusetts and a flock of 
approximately 200 residing in 
Winchester. 

The geese, said Alper, reach 
weights of 17 to 20 lbs., which he 
called, “a lot of goose.” 


Alper said a plan to rid Winchester 
of the geese would have to be imple¬ 
mented over a period of several 
years. Vegetation barriers and 
“egg-shaking,” removing the eggs 
from the geese’s nest, shaking them 
and returning them, are methods 
that are thought to be effective. 

Alper recognized the degree of 
humor in the issue, but noted the 
geese population could grow “to be a 
serious nuisance to deal with.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia sug¬ 
gested the ducks not be brought back

this summer but next, and in the 
meantime the town could launch an 
education campaign to prevent the 
feeding of the Canada geese. 

“We need to understand the prob¬ 
lem,” said Muggia. “We can bring 
the ducks back next year, after steps 
have been taken and followed 
through.

Border patrol 


Budget crunch 
still a reality 

This week's ruling by the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court that Ha¬ 
state must give back $210 million in local aid funds to cities and towns seems 
like manna from heaven at first glance. 

The high court ruled that the $210 million, which was earmarked for local 
aid. never fell under the jurisdiction of any administration secretariat, and 
therefore the administration could not hold it. 

Given the state of the state’s finances, however, the court victory likely 
will yield little relief for cash-strapped communities. 

Gov. Michael S. Dukakis and the Legislature will extract the $210 million 
in some other, legal way. putting municipal budgets right back in the red. 

Some observers tout the new court ruling as the signal to kill any 
Proposition 2* - overrides in Massachusetts cities and towns. The rationale is 
that the $210 million will likely erase the state-aid shortfalls driving the 
overrides. 

At best, that conclusion is premature. 

The court decision does nothing to diminish the state’s projected $1 billion 
deficit. The need for more revenues or enormous cuts in state budgets 
persists. 

Most likely the $210 million will simply come out of some other local-aid 
account, leaving municipalities right back were they started. 

In essence, the state is doing to cities and towns what the federal 
government did to states during the Reagan years. It is leaving it up to the 
smaller government subdivision to decide how much money it wants to raise 
and how to spend it. 

That ‘new Federalism’ was the Reagan game plan to help cut federal 
income taxes during the early years of his administration. 

It worked. Taxes dropped, at least for the middle and upper brackets. But 
it meant that states addicted to federal aid for social programs had to come 
up with social service funds themselves. 

Massachusetts was able to do so while the economy was booming in the 
early 1980s. And the Dukakis administration succeeded in creating the 
illusion that the states economic ‘miracle’ continued into the late 1980s while 
he ran for the presidency. 

All the while, cities and towns were becoming addicted to state aid to offset 
the cuts that Proposition 2‘ j effected in their local budgets. 

Then Dukakis lost, the illusion of prosperity evaporated, state funds dried 
up and cities and towns had to go ‘cold turkey' without their large doses of 
state funds. 

The court’s $210 million decision this week changes none of these 
underlying problems. 

Voters at the city and town level still have to make the hard decisions on 
schools, police, firefighters, services for the elderly and the young in 
override referenda. 

It’s still crunch time.

The death of 
our Mill Pond

Environmentally, ponds die in 
many complex ways - but our 
Mill Pond died, this spring, in a 
most heartbreaking way. Town 
officials banished all 17 White 
Peking Ducks and the 24 Tou¬ 
louse and White China Geese 
without comment to the people. 

Mill Pond with its quiet pre¬ 
sence backed by Town Hall - 
dotted by the serene white beauty 
of our own town ducks and geese - 
has lost its soul! 

Spring did not come gracefully 
to Mill Pond and in the absence of 
our town ducks, flocks of scaven¬ 
ger sea gulls have taken over 
“the island’’ with Canada Geese 
and wild ducks having free run of 
the pond itself. 

The Conservation Commission 
and the Board of Health are 
poised to launch a concerted 
effort to caution against feeding 
the Canada Geese - but according 
to Conservation Administrator, 
Elaine Vreeland, “The Commis¬ 
sion has not been consulted on the 


removal of our domestic ducks 
and it is not our policy. This 
simply has not come from our 
office.” 

Further investigation has 
turned up a memo from D.P.W. 
Director, Tony Celli which 
advises several town boards of 
the banishment of domestic 
ducks and geese from Mill Pond - 
and Town Manager Chad Maurer 
concurs with the directive and 
has assumed full responsibility 
for the same. 

Sadly, it appears that as our 
domestic waterfowl head for the 
political soup kettle, the owners 
of the ducks - and the pond itself - 
are not going to be given the 
choice between a live and vibrant 
downtown park versus the medio¬ 
cre plot of lawn with a dead pond 
in the middle of it! 

Though the town duck issue is 
perhaps a small one in the light of 
larger problems confronting 
Winchester, it illustrates perfect¬ 
ly just how far we have drifted 
from the Winchester where sensi-

Dowd asks for 
support on Article 5 

TO TIIE EDITOR: 

For the past seven months I have 
attended School Committee meet¬ 
ings and listened to arguments to 
close Vinson Owen School. During 
that time a Task Force was formed 
and majority and minority reports 
presented to the School Committee. 
An election was held and a large 
majority of voters sent a message 
that they were not happy with deci¬ 
sions being made, such as giving a 
five-year contract to the superinten¬ 
dent and the possibility of closing a 
school. After reviewing both the 
Majority and Minority Task Force 
Reports, and after the election in 
which a School Committee member 
was replaced, the School Committee 
still decided to close Vinson Owen by 
three to two vote. 

Town Meeting members will have 
a chance to hear both sides of this 
issue when Article 5, in favor of 
keeping Vinson Owen open, is pre¬ 
sented. The public should know 
some cuts were recommended in 
both the Majority and Minority 
Reports. Only the Majority Report 
recommended instituting user fees. 

All cuts are painful. The following 
recommendations by the Minority 
Task Force Report are in areas 
which would least affect the children 
who should be our main concern: 

Cut personnel other than teachers 
(custodians, clerks, secretaries and 
material assistant) totaling 
$115,106.; cut administration con¬ 
sulting fees $10,000.; cut hired equip¬ 
ment Sio.ooo.: reduce Not Otherwise 
Classified Acc’t ny 50 percent or 
$6,250.; reduce dues and member¬ 
ship systemwide by $7,000.; reduce 
Administration dues by $:i,ooo.; 
reduce audio/visual supplies by 
$4,200.; institute a moratorium of 
systemwide computer software by 
$4,850. (out of a total budget of 
$23,000.); reduce curriculum work¬ 
shops by 50 percent or $5,424.; 
reduce phone budget by $12,000.;

The Winchester Star that week 
ran an open letter/political 
advertisement from six resi¬ 
dents, which stated, “Dear Presi¬ 
dent Nixon: We the undersigned 
want you to know that we back 
your efforts towards a just and 
honorable peace, and believe that 
you are doing the best you can 
under the almost impossible con¬ 
ditions left to you by your pre¬ 
decessors. We also feel that it is 
unfortunate that many people, 
sincerely perhaps , are not sup¬ 
porting you — and in our opinion 
are, therefore, aiding and com¬ 
forting our enemies.” 

Jason W. Dade, publisher of the 
Star, had announced the appoint¬ 
ment of William T. Jordan as 
editor of the Star effective July 6, 
1970. Mr. Jordan would replace 
the present editor, Mrs. Nancy 
Bishop, whose resignation 
became effective that week. 

An accident on the ferris wheel, 
which caused injury to an eight- 
year-old girl, marred the festivi¬ 
ties at the EnKa Street Fair over 
that weekend. The Winchester 
girl received a broken leg when 
she fell from the seat in which she 
was riding at the landing plat¬ 
form of the wheel.

He assail¬ 
ed the Furcolo adminstration for 
its failure to establish metropoli¬ 
tan planning that would assure 
effective, “orderly, rational 
development” of Boston’s sur- 
burban towns.

School societies stirred controversy

Every year the School Committee 
has problems to face. During the 
late 1910s and 1920s one of these was 
a problem of student societies, 
which, in retrospect appear inoffen¬ 
sive enough but at the time touched 
off a controversy and student rebel¬ 
lion. Among the alleged troublemak¬ 
ers was the original EnKa Society, 
the forerunner of one of the town’s 
greatest charitable assets. 

EnKa began as a high school sor¬ 
ority, one of four fraternities and 
sororities that were indirectly con¬ 
nected with the high school. The 
others were Phi Delta and Gamma 
Eta for boys and Sigma Beta for 
girls. The boys’ groups came first, 
explaining EnKa’s motto (from 
which its name derived) “Nachma- 
ehen dem Knaben” (to imitate the 
boys). 

today it appears incredible that 
these societies should have been the 
objects of public protest and School 
Committee action. While they were 
social clubs, they had other admir¬ 
able, elevated purposes. Gamma 
Eta Kappa called itself a literary 
society, while the others were 
oriented towards charitable work. 
Sigma Beta, for example, 

’ adopted” a French war orphan, 
and EnKa raised money to provide 
the town’s poor with holiday dinners 
and to maintain a room at the hospi-

tal and supply special medical 
equipment. 

Yet some citizens viewed the 
societies as disruptive, diverting 
students’ minds from their studies, 
and felt that they should be banned. 
In 1919 the School Committee, in an 
attempt to strangle the groups, 
issued an edict prohibiting society 
members from holding class office, 
serving on school publication, or 
representing the high school in any 
athletic event. 

About one-third of the student 
population was involved in these 
societies, and understandably they 
protested. Half the Student Council 
resigned. The majority of the senior 
class threatened to boycott gradua¬ 
tion, a threat not carried out. Even¬ 
tually the School Committee’s posi¬ 
tion held sway, and all the 
organizations had disbanded by 
1928. 

The EnKa Society revived during 
1930s when many former EnKa 
members discovered that the hospi¬ 
tal room the society had furnished 
was in need of attention. They organ¬ 
ized a campaign to refurbish the 
room. That campaign led to a reun¬ 
ion dinner, which led to the reorgani¬ 
zation of the society, as an adult 
group, to aid the needy and other 
worthy causes in town. 


EnKa held its first street fair to 
raise money in 1935. Though the site 
has moved from the Town Hall 
grounds to Skillings Road to Man¬ 
chester Field, the fair has remained 
a tradition. (A photo by Arthur Grif¬ 
fin of the fair held outside Town Hall 
is reproduced in Stone’s second vol¬ 
ume of the town history.) 

In 1944 EnKa opened a ‘‘What-Not- 
Shop” as another means of raising 
money and continues to operate the 
EnKa Exchange thrift shop on Main 
Street. 

The money raised by the Society 
comes back to the town in a variety 
of ways. Over the decades the EnKa 
Society has helped numerous com¬ 
munity projects and endeavors, not 
only the hospital, but also environ¬ 
mental campaigns, the 1960s student 
Drop-In Center, the library, the 
Home for the Aged, the scouts, and 
many others. 

The EnKa Fair returns this week¬ 
end. It will offer the community not 
only the opportunity to have fun but 
also will give the Society the means 
to continue as a well needed and 
highly valued community service 
organization. The Fair begins Fri¬ 
day evening, recommences with the 
Parade Saturday morning, and con¬ 
tinues through Saturday evening.

Computer literacy key to success of workers at all levels

he power lunch still has a 
place in today’s business 
lingo, but the experts say 
the real power in American 
offices in the 1990s — for 
both professional and support staff — 
will come from mastering increasingly 
sophisticated computer technology. 

Robert Atwell, vice president of 
sales and marketing for Newton-based 
Access Development Corp.. a designer 


of specialized software for the 
insurance industry’ and others 
emphasized the need for workers at all 
levels to understand and be willing to 
embrace technological advances to 
keep their competitive edge — and for 
companies to provide adequate 
training. 

“If you’re a person not trained in 
this technology', your lot is probably- 
going to be the bottom of the barrel for 
your entire career,” said Atwell. 

He said it may be harder for baby 
boomers than younger workers to 
catch up with this trend because they 


did not have the early computer 
education most schools now offer. 

Even college students have caught on. 
and now tote personal computers 
instead of electric typewriters to 
campuses. 

When personal computers were first 
introduced to offices in the late 1970s 
and early 1980s, managers all clamored 
to get one on their desks, said Peggy' 
Robinson, area manager for eastern 
Massachusetts for Manpower Inc., the 
temporary-help giant. 

* ‘After a while they realized it took 
a lot of time to input the data, and put 


that back out to the administrative 
assistant,” she said. 

Secretaries have thus gradually 
taken on more responsibility, doing 
spreadsheets on Lotus 1-2-3 software 
and. in many cases, analyzing sales 
figures and other data for their bosses 
using formulas, Robinson said. 
Spreadsheet is a specific type of 
computer program that duplicates the 
look of ledger paper on a screen. 

“One company talking to us 
recently said they want their 
secretaries to do graphics, ” she said,

Olsten Corporation

Here are highlights of opportunities in a 
variety of fields: 

■ The CIO. or chief information officer, is 

gaining visibility as a senior executive in 
many corporations, says a search consul¬ 
tant who specializes in the field. 

“While some skepticism persists, the 
'CIO' idea — a senior executive by what¬ 
ever title in charge of technology on a par 
with the CFO and other top-level execu¬ 
tives — is no longer a novelty.” says 
JohnJ. Davis, who runs an executive 
search firm in New York City. 

Davis estimates that better than half 
of the 100 largest technologically-driven 
corporations have a CIO. This executive 
is less a technology expert than a busi¬ 
ness leader who manages information 
technology as an offensive and defensive 
weapon in a company’s fight to survive in 
global markets, he says. 

‘ The position has real teeth, real sub¬ 
stance.” 

■ The person who plans and manages of¬ 
fice environments represents a new pro¬ 
fessional specialty: facilities manage¬ 
ment. 

Responsibilities include long-range 
planning and budgeting, real estate acqui¬ 
sition and disposal, planning of interior 
space, architectural and engineering plan¬ 
ning. new construction or renovation, 
maintenance and operations management, 
integrating communications systems, and 
general administrative services, like food 
services, repro-graphics. and transporta¬ 
tion. 

According to the International Facility 
Management Association, based in Hous¬ 
ton and currently claiming 8.700 mem¬ 
bers. entry level salaries average 
$20,000-$30,000, depending on position, 
company size and geographic location. 

The organization says that 22 colleges of¬ 
fer programs in this area, among them 
Cornell University, Iona College, North 
Dakota State University and Brigham 
Young University. The Massachusetts In¬ 
stitute of Technology offers several 
courses and hosts a conference each 
year. 

■ The corporate real estate management 
field has become central to corporate 
strategy planning, industry observers 
note. 

Specialists, once just caretakers of 
company holdings, must now deal with 
large plant investment decisions that call 
for knowledge of corporate needs, gov¬ 
ernment regulations, tax structures, cost 
factors and worldwide site location crite¬ 
ria, according to the Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Research Council, an association of 
Fortune 500 corporate real estate profes¬ 
sionals. 

Corporations are placing heavier em¬ 
phasis on the recruitment of specialists 
who are seasoned in finance, foreign and 
domestic deal-making, and strategic 
thinking, according to the council. 

■ Employment opportunities are excellent 
for college business graduates who spe¬ 
cialize in accounting, according to the 
personnel director of one of the nation’s 
largest independent regional accounting 
firms. 

“With the general disenchantment on 


Wall Street, business-minded individuals 
looking for great career opportunities 
should seriously consider accounting, 
says Rick Fisher of Richard A. Eisner & 
Co., a New York-based firm. 

Although auditing services will always 
be the backbone of the accounting indus¬ 
try. Fisher says, individuals can expect to 
see opportunities in the areas of litigation 
support, bankruptcy, divorce and white 
collar crime. 

According to the American Institute 
for Certified Public Accountants, the 
earnings potential of a CPA is excellent, 
with starting salaries as high as $33,000 
— depending on the size of the firm, the 
company and the geographical location. 

■ Women are making inroads into the life 
insurance business, according to a 
spokesman for Northwestern Mutual 
Life, where one of 10 sales agents are 
women. 

“The lure in this once-male-dominat¬ 
ed field is the right mix of financial reward 
and flexibility,” says John Caspari of the 
firm’s communications department. He 
says the trend for more women in sales 
ranks will continue. Advanced degrees 
and prior experience, while helpful, are 
not a prerequisite, he adds. 

■ Job opportunities in the welding field are 
being upgraded by a new certification 
program providing recognition of welders 
who have demonstrated their compe¬ 
tence, according to the American Welding 
Society. 

The program improves career mobility 
for welders with certification that travels 
with the individual, explains Richard Al¬ 
ley, president of the society. 

‘ ‘The Bureau of Labor Statistics tells 
us that we must maintain the welder 
workforce at about 420,000 into the 21st 
century. So AWS developed the welder 
certification program to provide personal 
credentials that stay with individuals 
wherever they may want to work, similar 
to those available in many other occupa¬ 
tions,” he says. 

“While industry is losing 25 percent of 
its welders every' year due to normal at¬ 
trition — nearly 100,000 annually — we 
have only about 35,000 students in sec¬ 
ondary' education taking welding courses 
today,” he adds. 

■ Many retirees and housewives are 
choosing second careers as school bus 
drivers, says a spokesman for Miami- 
based Ryder Student Transportation Ser¬ 
vices. 

More than 50 percent of Ryder’s 
7,500 drivers are women, many of them 
mothers of school age children attracted 
by schedules and vacations that coincide 
with their children’s, according to Jona¬ 
than Ward. 

“Some even drive their own children 
to school,” he adds. 

Another source of school bus drivers 
is retirees, Ward notes. 

“Like housewives, retirees are drawn 
to school bus driving by the opportunity 
to work with children and by the flexible 
work schedules — two shifts of three 
hours each in the morning and after¬ 
noon,” he says.

And while there is little dispute 
about the influence secretaries and 
other support personnel now exert due 
to their computer literacy, their bosses 
can ill afford to delegate all the 
computer work to them, say those in 
the computer industry. 

“The basic purpose of the PC has 
been to automate clerical functions.

Access software, which creates 
images of insurance forms on computer 
screens, is used by customer service 
representatives, underwriters and 
insurance agents. 

It was not too long ago, Atwell said, 
that heavy, expensive hardware was 
needed to perform complicated tasks. 
Now, machines small enough to fit on 
desks can be used to analyze trends, 
track data, and give managers the 
ability to “interlink” several 
information sources for decision¬ 
making, he said. 

Jerry Kanter, director of the Center 
for Information Studies at Babson 
College, agreed that “there is more 
power on a desk than ever before. ’ ’ 

In a recent academic paper, Kanter 
wrote that such decentralization of 
mainframe computers gives “power to 
the masses. ’ ’ He writes that while this 
is preferable in many business settings 
because it allows departmental 
managers on the front lines to make 
more decisions, it also makes the 


management information systems 
(MIS) director or chief information 
officer’s role of overseeing the flow of 
information more important. 

He said the title of chief information 
officer is becoming more widely used 
than MIS director to indicate that 
person has “moved up in rank,” often 
reporting directly to the president. 

Many of the newest and most 
demanding jobs in business today, in 
fact, have been created to oversee 
companies’ computer networks, vital 
backup systems and security and 
software programs, said Linda 


Vanderzee, partner and director of 
sales for the training company 
Computers Without Fear in Waltham. 

“You’ve got to have someone at 
least part-time to make sure these 
machines are working right,' ’ said 
Sherry Martin, president of Computers 
Without Fear. 

The consulting company opened 
eight years ago to help businesses 
develop and maintain computer 
hardware and software systems and 
train their employees. Martin said most 
larger companies now have MIS 
directors or entire departments that 


perform these functions. 

Gerald Betro, founder of the 
Dedham-based accounting firm Gerald 
J. Betro & Co., said he has long seen 
the importance of computerization to 
his operation. He said his company was 
one of the first medium-sized 
accounting firms in Massachusetts to 
automate, investing some $150,000 
over the last 15 years in DEC 
hardware, laser printers and several 
PCs.

Betro said his firm, which now 
employs 14 in three offices, uses the 
technology for “sophisticated 
purposes,” such as statistical analyses, 
cash-flow studies, financial planning 
documentation, valuation of property 
and tax returns. The company has also 
had an MIS director for the past two 
years to oversee computer functions. 

Asked whether the technology has 
made his firm more competitive, Betro 
said, “Absolutely.” 

“If a client comes in and requests a 
financial statement, we can process it 
and submit it to a bank in a matter of 
days and hours,” Betro said, noting 
the look of documents on the laser 
printer is exceptional. 

All of this technology has elevated 
the pace of work in most companies 
and shattered myths that computers 
eliminate jobs or leave workers without 
enough to do. Betro said computers 
have actually enabled him to expand his 
work and give employees more 
responsibility. 

The introduction of the fax machine 
has further accelerated the pace in 
work places, observers say. 

“What’s happening is companies are 
expecting more and more things to 
happen immediately,” said Robinson. 

Kanter said one drawback to such 
technological advance is the “deluging 
of people with faxes and junk mail and 
forgetting what real communication is. 

If it (technology) is used as a substitute 
for face-to-face communication rather 
than a support, then that’s a 
disadvantage.”

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I Reuse group puts 

jl 

lease plans on hold

The School Reuse Committee has 
put on hold its charge to lease the 
Vinson Owen Elementary School 
due to recently-enacted legislation 
that governs such procurement 
proceedings. 

At the School Committee’s May 22 
session, Reuse Committee Chair¬ 
man Dr. Rita Breen gave the com¬ 
mittee her board’s preliminary 
» report, which advised the School 
1 Committee that it was “unlikely 
V there will be a tenant in the building 
V in September’’ because of the man¬ 
dated procedure enacted May 1. 
f The new state law, which is known 
as the Uniform Procurement Law, 
Chapter 30B, mandates a 13-step 
procedure to bring unity to the bid¬ 
ding process for public properties. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos noted that the pro¬ 
curement law is the same type of 
mandate in place for the bidding on 
school supplies, for example, to keep 
the process open and fair. Mitsakos 
noted that the law was passed in the 
“11th hour" of the legislative session 
in January, and Massachusetts 
cities and towns must now grapple 
with interpretation of the new law 
without benefit of precedence. 

Breen told the committee that the 
application process has been sus¬ 
pended along with visits to the site 
by prospective tenants. 


“All the implications (of the law] 
are not yet known,” Breen told 
members. “[The Reuse Committee] 
would urge you to proceed cautious¬ 
ly until a legal opinion is given.” 

The law, which affects municipal 
properties as well, would have 
caused tenants procured without the 
procedure to be evicted with sub¬ 
stantial penalties attached. 

“(The lawl won’t stop the process, 
but we will have to look back and 
conform with the law,” added 
Breen. “It will slow us down.” 

The first workshop sponsored by 
the state to deal with the new law 
was held May 15, two weeks after its 
enactment, said Mitsakos. He told 
School Committee members that 
Town Counsel Wade Welch is cur¬ 
rently reviewing the law. 

The first procedure is to declare 
the property surplus, which requires 
a meeting amongst the town depart¬ 
ment heads to determine if the prop¬ 
erty can be used for another town 
use, said Breen. Mitsakos noted that 
at least one town department might 
be interested in the space on a 
tenancy-at-will status. 

Also, Mitsakos clarified that the 
School Department would pay addi¬ 
tional liability insurance for the 
coming year if the building were 
unoccupied beginning in September, 
but that the rates would reflect the 
amount of time the building 
remained vacant. The premium for 


the building for the entire year is 
$20,000, said Mitsakos. Also, another 
town department could be moved in 
on a temporary basis, “to buy some 
time,” said Mitsakos, without pay¬ 
ing the additional liability 
insurance. 

Since the law affects the town as a 
whole, the School Committee is at 
liberty to use the services of Town 
Counsel. Members also agreed to 
place a call to their own counsel, 
who handles cases in other towns 
that may be affected by this ruling, 
and receive his input as well. 

School Committee members also 
voiced their preference for a single 
tenant for the building, but did not 
rule out the possibility of renting the 
facility to more than one group. 

The Reuse Committee will con¬ 
tinue to meet to flesh out tenant 
profiles and other procedures not 
related to the actual procurement of 
the facility. 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi added that he hoped the 
School Committee would not get into 
the “ludicrous situation” of moving 
a town agency that has been dis¬ 
placed by students into the Vinson 
Owen building, from which the stu¬ 
dents were moved. 

The School Committee voted April 
10 to close the Vinson Owen Elemen¬ 
tary School in light of what members 
deemed increasing state and local 
fiscal constraints facing the town. 


Bias moves students with 


message of love and hope

A first-round draft pick in the NBA 
in 1987, Len Bias was just 22 when he 
died of a heart attack related to an 
overdose of cocaine — three days 
after signing with the Boston Celtics. 

Since that time, his mother Lonise 
has become a spokesperson for the 
fight against substance abuse and 
has found an avenue for her energy 
— the energy of a mother whose son 
was taken from her by drugs. 

Bias, a vibrant, electrifying 
speaker whose voice and presence 
alone at times shook the auditorium, 
warned the spellbound group of stu¬ 
dents at the high school, “fasten

your seatbelts, we’re just getting 
started.” 

Bias called her son a “sacrifice” 
to save youth in this country. Len 
Bias, she said, has done more in 
death than he ever could have in life. 
She said she’s taken her love for Len 
and multiplied it for others. 

Dr. Lonise Bias told the students 
they are “teachable, reachable, 
loveable and saveable. ’ ’ She said she 
takes her work “very seriously” and 
if she reached just one of the stu¬ 
dents at her presentation this week 
at the high school, she would not 
have done her job. Reaching all but 
one was her goal.

Bid process to begin for Forest St. hook-up

Despite a passionate plea from 
former Selectman Frank Sopper, a 
majority of selectmen voted to allow 
the bidding process to begin on the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority Forest Street connection. 

Selectmen voted 4-1, Selectman 
William O’Leary against, to put out 
a request for proposals for bids for 
work to the water system, which 
includes installing pressure reduc¬ 
ing valves (PRVs) at Bellevue and 
Highland avenues as well as a 
24-inch water main along Forest 
Street. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, two PRVs are 
needed because there are two ser¬ 
vice zones on the east side of town 
which operate at different pres¬ 
sures, the East High system draw¬ 


ing from north reservoir and the 
Middle Low system from the south 
reservoir. 

Representatives of Weston and 
Sampson Engineers, Inc., the firm 
that developed a long-range water 
master plan for the town, recom¬ 
mended making the connection, 
which they say will provide a back¬ 
up system for the town’s water supp¬ 
ly. However, Sopper fears the con¬ 
nection will decrease the use of town 
reservoirs and increase dependence 
on the MWRA, and Monday night 
urged selectmen to postpone their 
decision. 

Selectmen agreed they also want 
to be careful that the MWRA connec¬ 
tion does not lead to increased use of 
that agency’s water supply, but 
most said the new link will provide 
water for the town when the supply 
is low. 


Health board wrestles 
with pool regulations 


“This board is vested in using our 
reservoirs and not shutting them 
off,” said Selectmen Chairman 
Steve Powers. 

Alan Silbovitz, vice president of 
Weston and Sampson, said the intent 
of the proposed pressure reducing 
valves (PRVs) is to “reinforce the 


present system.” Silbovitz noted 
that the MWRA is planning to take 
Spot Pond, the pond from which 
Winchester currently draws water 
when reservoir supplies are low, out 
of service by about 1993. “The town 
will not be able to get additional 
water from Spot Pond,” he said. The 


trade-off for use of Spot Pond water 
is a connection to the Bear Hill 
covered distribution storage tank 
via Forest Street. 

Maurer said one of the benefits of 
tying into the Bear Hill system is 
that the town will only pay for the 
water it uses. At present, the town’s 


reservoirs are naturally filled from 
Spot Pond when they are low. A 
portion of this water is lost through 
evaporation, but the town pays for 
the total amount flowing in. “It’s a 
much more efficient use of water

Day observance planned

For veterans and their families, 
Memorial Day means a lot more 
than just a three-day weekend. And 
Michael Saraco, who is coordinating 
Winchester’s ceremonies Monday, 
May 28, would like everyone to take 
a moment this year, pause and pray 
for those who lost their lives in war. 

“We’re trying to get more of the 
meaning of Memorial Day into this 
year’s program,” said Saraco in a 
recent interview. “We want people

“If it wasn’t for people who fought 
in wars, we wouldn’t have the free¬ 
doms we have today,” added 
Saraco.

Memorial Day 
sales and celebrations draw away 
from the true meaning of the day, he 
said. 

He added that some veterans 
would like Memorial Day ceremo¬ 


nies to be held on one day each year, 
regardless of what day of the week it 
falls on. 

“(Memorial Day) shouldn’t be 
strictly a veterans’ affair, it’s for all 
the people,” says Saraco. This 
year’s observance in Winchester 
will do just that by drawing in 
elementary students, the high school 
band, police and fire personnel, reli¬ 
gious leaders and local residents. 

“The tradition should be carried 
on,” added Saraco. “I hope it won’t 
be carried on by veterans because I 
hope there won’t be any more veter¬ 
ans of war, bul I don’t ever want to 
forget ...

Budget dilemma is addressed

With relative ease, the ad hoc 
budget committee settled on the 
magic number of $31,044,588 as the 
total budget for fiscal year 1991. 

The committee, which consists of 
representatives of town boards 
along with the Town Manager and 
Superintendent of Schools, was sent 
back to the drawing board on the 
budget when faced with a potential 
shortfall. Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer estimated the town 
could be as much as $738,000 short on 
projections for excise tax, invest¬ 
ment income, and miscellaneous 
income collections. 

Revenue figures for fiscal year 
1991 (FY91) include collections 
from: tax levy, $24,532,100; state 
aid, $2,765,000; excise tax, 
$1,350,000; other revenue, 
$$1,836,000; available funds, $87,000; 
sale of land, $258,488; overlay surp¬ 
lus, $150,000; and account closeouts, 
$ 66 , 000 . 

While the new figures reflect rela¬ 
tively few cuts, the plan draws down 
the town’s savings accounts. 

Members of the ad hoc committee 
agreed state aid projections would 
be reduced 10 percent from last year 
to $2,765,000. (The original projec¬ 
tion was an 18 percent decrease in 
these funds, which had brought anti¬ 
cipated revenue from that source to 
$2,495,100.) 

The “other revenue” category 
took a dip by approximately $90,000 
due (from $1,926,100 to $1,836,100). 


Available funds were increased by 
$4,000 to $87,000. 

Three accounts that had not been 
considered during budget talks in 
the fall were also added to the pot: 
sale of land account, overlay 
account, and account closeouts. The 
tax levy and excise tax projections 
will remain the same. 

Members were conservative in 
estimates on several items leaving 
the excise tax projection, which is 
currently a soft number, untouched. 
Tractor 

Members adopted a plan to lease/ 
purchase a tractor for transporting 
trash to Andover from the transfer 
station. The proposal would save an 
estimated $60,000 in the first year, 
according to Maurer. 

Board of Assessors Chairman 
Mark B. Lombardi questioned 
whether Maurer was, “saying 
there’s an extra person at the 
DPW.” 

Maurer explained that the DPW 
had already eliminated six persons 
from the rolls within the last year, 
and the person to drive the truck 
would be from within the existing 
staff. 

State aid projections 

Selectmen Chairman Stephen 
Powers said he believes Winchester 
can expect its next local aid pay¬ 
ment of $575,000. However, he said 
officials should not even consider 
whether the town will receive the 
$775,000 in state aid that was with¬ 
held last year. Powers added that 
the $575,000 was a “solid figure” 


confirmed by Rep. Paul Casey’s 
office. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Francis Golden noted that for the 
town to depend on the state to come 
through with level-funding of the 
local aid package, “the legislature 
has to have passed a tax package 
and their revenue projections must 
be believable.” He pointed out that 
cherry sheet projections from last 
year, although in writing, did not 
come to pass. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos suggested taking a 
“conservative stand on state aid and 
not using the other excise (projec¬ 
tions) If it does come in, it could be 
used for the capital account or 
stabilization.” 

Members discussed the degree of 
stability in local aid figures, some 
saying the 18 percent decrease from 
last year was conservative while 
others said it was not. 

Selectman Judith Muggia, who 
was in the audience during the meet¬ 
ing added she supported using an 18 
percent increase but warned that 
pressure from large cities like 
Springfield, Lowell and Worcester 
might persuade the legislature to 
tinker with the formula. This, she 
said, would adversely affect 
Winchester’s take on the funding. 

Powers said he believes the State 
Supreme Court’s ruling that with¬ 
holding of state aid last year (for 
Winchester, $775,000) was illegal 
“secured” the money to be received 
for FY91, which officials hope will be 
$575,000. 


Excise Tax 

Maurer told members, the excise 
tax dilemma has been considered to 
be between $0 to $300,000. Last year, 
$1.6 million was collected in the 
motor vehicle excise account. 

However, Maurer reported that in 
1987-88 the Registry had computer 
problems and in an attempt to clear 
out the backlog, sent out bogus bills 
to taxpayers. Some of the bills, 
which in some cases were dupli¬ 
cates, were paid. The effort was “a 
nightmare,” said Maurer and 
created false collection numbers. 

However, the Registry now keeps 
track of the number of vehicles in 
each town for each month, said 
Maurer. He added that because all 
commitments are already out, he 
does not expect more than $1.3 mil¬ 
lion to come in for this year’s excise. 

“For our projection purposes, if 
we should choose the more conser¬ 
vative number and try to plan 
around that, the better shape we’ll 
be in,” said Maurer. 

Golden agreed, “We have to col¬ 
lect revenues that we say we will. 
We have to make sure we’re not 
kidding ourselves as to some of these 
projections. It will make it easier in 
September if we don’t have to peel 
this onion some more.” 

Account closeouts 

Maurer had also presented a plan 
to save $75,000 from capital projects 
that had already been completed, 
but still had money in their 
accounts.

Yamamoto writes 
of global change

Winchester native Lani Yamamo¬ 
to traveled to Ghana, Africa as the 
youngest in a production crew to 
film the third world country through 
the eyes of its people. 

Yamamoto. 25. was one of three 
associate producers for the show. 
“Local Heroes, Global Change” and 
was responsible for research and 
writing portions of the program. She 
worked largely on the second seg¬ 
ment of the series, which aired last 
Thursday on Channel 2. 

The series, says Yamamoto, 
addresses different issues of world 
development and in particular eco¬ 
nomic development. But that’s 
where the line was drawn between a 
standard documentary and “Local 
Heroes.” 

Yamamoto says the senior pro¬ 
ducer. “wanted the whole series to 
be from (the natives’! point of 
view.” She adds that much of the 
footage is of Ghanians talking about 
their own experiences. Also, the 
Finance Minister and leader of Gha¬ 
na are interviewed. Yamamoto says 
this approach differs from most 
documentaries in that there isn’t 
footage of people doing different 
things with a narrator telling the 
audience what they’re doing. The 
people are telling their own story, 
says Yamamoto. 


“When the people are on camera, 
they’re talking about themselves,” 
she adds. 

Yamamoto also cites the largely 
ineffective presence of other coun¬ 
tries in the Third World. The current 
approach is getting mixed results, 
says Yamamoto, and the natives of 
the country must be part of the 
process for change. 

A graduate of Winchester High 
School. Yamamoto was first drawn 
to the medical field and completed a 
pre-med undergraduate program. 
After a year as an intern at Harvard 
Medical School in the research lab 
however, Yamamoto decided to 
head in a different direction. 

Since that time, she has delved 
into the world of television produc¬ 
tion and has worked on projects in 
Massachusetts and New York. She 
had taken a job at a Watertown 
company where science documenta¬ 
ries were made when she heard of 
the job for “Local Heroes.” 

Now a resident of the South End, 
Yamamoto still has ties in Winches¬ 
ter and visits her mom Lily, who’s a 
graphic artist. Her two sisters live in 
N e w York an d Andover, 
respectively. 

Landing the job was quite a coup, 
and Yamamoto says she is still 
amazed with her “quick climb” in 
the world of production. Eventually, 
Yamamoto would like to become a

producer. 

“It was exciting to work on (the 
program),” said Yamamoto, “It’s a 
good show.” 

The two remaining segments will 
air on consecutive Thursdays, conti¬ 


nuing tonight. The series’ telecast is 
a part of “Operation Earth,” public 
television’s year-long campaign to 
increase awareness and spur com¬ 
munity action about issues affecting 
the planet. 


Students learn animation techniques

Animator Karen Aqua’s short 
films are not quite in the same genre 
as “The Simpsons" and are definite¬ 
ly in a league above the Saturday 


morning cartoon offerings — but her 
works did capture the rapt attention 
of a group of eighth-grade art stu¬ 
dents at McCall Junior High School. 

Aqua, a professional animator, 
demonstrated some of her work in a 


program funded by a grant from the 
Winchester Arts Lottery Council. 
Last fall, eighth-grade art teacher 
Laurie Schmitt applied for the grant 
and was also awarded matching 
funds from the School Improvement 
Council. 

The result of the funding was an 
afternoon of animation and a chance 
for the students to try their hand at a 
short film of their own. The students 
in the creative art workshop class 
are individually selected by their art 
teachers to take part in the class. 
The group is therefore made up of 
students who take their art pretty 
seriously. 

The films students viewed were of 
varying lengths and made at diffe¬ 
rent stages of Aqua’s development 
as an artist. Each film was accom¬ 
panied by a soundtrack. One of her 
works, a three-minute production, 
was featured at First Night in Bos¬ 
ton. during the 1990 New Year’s Eve 


celebration. 

Aqua, a graduate of the Rhode 
Island School of Design, has been a 
featured animator at several festi¬ 
vals including the Somerville Arts 
and Coolidge Corner exhibits. 

After viewing several of Aqua’s 
works, students took magic marker 
in hand and worked on four seconds 
each of a film of their own. Each 
student had about a foot of transpa¬ 
rent film to draw colored shapes that 
would transform and move. 

Aqua also spent the morning with 
art students at the high school in 
Dave Ardito’s and Mary Ott’s clas¬ 
ses, passing along some knowledge 
and hopefully inspiring some stu¬ 
dents to look into animation as a 
career choice. 

Through the Arts Lottery Council 
several visiting artists are sche¬ 
duled to demonstrate their works for 
students at the Winchester public 
schools.

Show captures New England spirit

An exhibition of six paintings at 
Shawmut Bank, 7 Church St., brings 
the light and color of Cape Ann and 
Vermont right into Winchester Cen¬ 
ter. The late Emile Gruppe of 
Gloucester is the artist. His paint¬ 
ings span seasons and views, from a 
melancholy Autumn afternoon in the 
Vermont countryside to a crisp 
spring day in a picturebook Glouces¬ 
ter neighborhood to mounds of snow 
broken by somber evergreens or a 
stately beech deep in the woods. 

Gruppe’s handling of his subject is 
practiced and assured, and with 
good reason. Influenced by his artist 
father as well as studies at the Art 
Students League of New York and 
with notable artists such as Charles 
Hawthorne, he developed a style 
grounded in a rigorous academic 
approach and expanded through 
painting on-site in the landscape. His 
fusion of technical control with 
direct response to the color, light 
and form that defined the image 
before him, evolved into a distinct 
and confident manner of painting. 
He taught what he learned through 


his own work in the several books he 
wrote on painting and at the 
Gloucester School of Art, which he 
founded in 1929, and headed through 
1970. 

Shawmut Bank acquired five of 
Gruppe’s landscapes in 1902 for its 
collection. Winchester bank branch 
manager Steven F. Young arranged 
with the various offices where the 
paintings were placed for the loans 
that comprise all but one of the 
works in the exhibition on view in 
Winchester through May 31. The one 
painting shown that is not in the 
bank’s collection is on loan from 
local collector Beth Cooper. 

Entitled Sunny Day Gloucester, 
and fresh as if it were painted yes¬ 
terday, the picture on loan from 
Cooper depicts a group of boats in 
the Gloucester harbor. Gray water 
painted with a fluid ease, an unsenti¬ 
mental pink sky and myriad descrip¬ 
tive details on the waiting boats are 
hallmarks of the painting. Gruppe’s 
ability to organize his composition, 
color and brushmarks so that a rela¬ 
tively complicated scene such as 
this one comes across as direct and 
energetic without being burdened by 
fussiness, is tribute to his mastery of 


the medium and of outdoor painting. 

The medium is oil on canvas, and 
the mastery of the artist equally 
evident in the remaining five paint¬ 
ings. The control of light and shadow 
is especially striking. In Hillside 
Birches, light hits the muscular tree 
trunks in thick, bold cross strokes of 
warm white, then turns round the 
form with blue-purple shadows. The 
shadows turn blue-green as they 
wave across the golden greens of 
autumn ground. 

Chunky geometry of light and sha¬ 
dow give life to Spring, Gloucester. 
A fence corner post, brilliantly lit, 
anchors the lower left corner of the 
intimate cluster of houses. The light 
that drenches the post appears again 
in triangles on two of the shaded 
bouses. But it is the control of light in 
the shadows that give these warm 
geometric bursts their punch. A pas¬ 
sage from Gruppe’s book on color 
describes his handling of light and 
shadow in this painting to perfec¬ 
tion: “On a sunny day, a white house 
may appear to be a cool blue in the 
shadows. But if it’s crowded by mas¬ 
ses of green trees, some of the green 
from these trees will reflect into the 
shadow side of the building, making 


it a blue-green color. If two white 
houses are side by side, sunlight 
from one will often reflect into the 
shadow of its neighbor, giving the 
dark mass a warm, orangy glow.’’ 

Most people who sec the exhibit at 
the bank choose a favorite among 
the six paintings, and the Gloucester 
neighborhood is probably the most 
popular favorite notes Young. But 
the painting students from Winches¬ 
ter High School who have responded 
with enthusiasm to the exhibit, 
almost always choose Beech in Wint¬ 
er as their favorite. The painterly 
handling of “wet into wet” (wet 
paint brushed into other wet paint 
rather than on dried surfaces), the 
interlocking of abstract shapes and 
the sensitive, solemn emotional tone 
of the painting may well account for 
their preference. 

While the response to individual 
paintings differs, the exhibit is popu¬ 
lar and well-received by Winchester 
and area visitors. The caliber of the 
work is exceptional and the oppor¬ 
tunity to see paintings in Winchester 
Center by a noted New England 
artist is cause for celebration.

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Missing ducks 
ruffle feathers

A walk around Mill Pond these 
days is fraught with emotional¬ 
ism whenever the “duck ques¬ 
tion” surfaces — and it is hoped 
by now that the selectmen will 
have decided the issue in favor of 
the unique tradition of “the duck 
pond” while also considering the 
strong public sentiment in favor 
of returning the ducks. 

On strolling about the pond 
recently, the observer noted a 
wide assortment of waterfowl 
enjoying the area — with dirty 
flocks of sea gulls, sitting on the 
island giving Winchester “the 
bums rush.” 

It was found, on chatting with 
people at the pond, that most that 
day were from other towns — and 
all were disappointed about the 
removal of the domestic ducks. 

John Gibb of Burlington, walk¬ 
ing with Jessica Dattilo of 
Woburn said. “You can't do this 
in any other town. We bring the 
kids down often to be 
entertained.” 

Maureen Fumicello of Woburn 
usually comes down to the pond 
once a week in the summer. On 
learning the Winchester ducks 
may be gone, her son Edward — 
about three — said. “I’d be sad.”

Across the pond, in the square, 
Mary Swallow of Kean’s Flowers 
felt. “The geese are one thing but 
I like the town ducks. They add to 


Winchester’s charm.” 

As Chris Varetimos served up 
his famous beef stew at C. and G. 
Restaurant, he smiled and said. 
“I think they look good there.” 

Richard Barry, broker/owner 
of ReMax Realty located in the 
Mill Pond building stated, as he 
finished his lunch. “I’d like them 
back. I’ll miss them.” 

The owner of One or Two 
Things. Joe Polvere was more 
direct, “It's just another in a long 
line of bad decisions made by the 
town manager.” 

Back over at Town Hall. Heidi 
Kalman of Medford — a town 
employee — said. “The ducks 
were so nice and they added so 
much to Winchester.” 

Town Hall custodian and 
Winchester native. Bill Haggerty 
added. “The ducks are a part of 
my life.” He added that his six 
children — and later his six 
grandchildren have loved going 
to “the duck pond.” 

Winchester firefighter John 
Hennelly said. “It's too bad 
they’re gone as so many people 
benefit from them. It shouldn’t 
have been done without asking 
the people.” John kindly offered 
to take a petition around town to 
help in bringing our ducks home. 

Mr. George Enos of Medford, 
as he stood on the duck feeding 
platform, felt that no matter 
what the town does, “The wild 
ducks and geese will come here 
anyway.’’ 

Most telling, however was the 
comment from a well-heeled 
gentleman having lunch near the 
Joy Pergola. “It would be nice to 
have the white ducks back.” As 
he watched innumerable people 
feeding the Canada Geese and the 
sea gulls, he added, “but there’s 
plenty of waterfowl to feed here 
without them!”

Question: What can I do with alu¬ 
minum? Is there any place to recy¬ 
cle it? 

Answer: You can bring it to the 

recycling center and put it in with 
the metal. However, if you would 
like to, you can sell it. There is a 
place right here in Winchester that 
buys aluminum and other non- 
ferrous metals. Winchester Salvage 
Co. run by Jack Ainslie is at 6 Hill 
Street < off White Street). 

Q: What are non-ferrous metals? 

A: That’s any metal other than iron 
or steel, such as copper, brass, zinc 
and aluminum, etc. 

Q: How can I tell if the metal is 
non-ferrous? I can tell copper from 
its color, but there are other metals 
that have the same silver color as 
iron. 

A: A very simply way to analyze it is 
to take a magnet, the stronger the 


better. If the magnet attracts the 
metal, it is “ferrous." If it does not. 
then you can probably sell it. 

Mr. Ainslie will even buy insulated 
copper wire. He sells it to a company 
that has a way to remove the insula¬ 
tion. It is chopped finely and tossed 
so that the insulation separates. It 
used to be that such insulation could 
be burned off. Today’s regulations 
about cutting down on air pollution 
will not allow the burning method of 
separation. 

Q: How much will I he paid for my 
non-ferrous metal? 

A: A price can’t be quoted now 
because it does vary, depending on 
the cleanliness of the metal and of 
course, the market demand. For 
example an aluminum antenna 
should not have any plastic parts on 
it, or steel bolts.

America’s changing culture

A few weeks ago, my daughter in 
eighth grade asked if she could go to 
a concert by the Heavy Metal group 
Motley Crue. Danny, a family friend 
there at the time, spoke up: 

“Better let me go with you,” he 
said. At 17, he is six foot six-and-a- 
half. “You wouldn’t want to go to a 
Crue concert alone. The only girls 
there are slutty-looking. It’s mostly 
guys acting wild. If I weren’t so big, 
I would’ve been trampled.” 

A few weeks after our conversa¬ 
tion, the group was featured in a 
“Time Magazine" cover story called 
Dirty Words: America's Foul- 
Mouthed Culture. “In Heavy Metal 
music there is often little difference 
between sex and rape," wrote Char¬ 
les Alexander in an essay which 
accompanied the piece. “Too much 
of today’s entertainment carries 
messages that are damaging to 
young psyches and dangerous to 
society, among them, that women 
are sexual objects to be used and 
abused by men...” 

It isn’t the group’s violence that I 
most object to (the lead singer rou¬ 
tinely takes risks on stage for effect, 
and ended up hospitalized after one 
concert.) It isn’t the satanic symbols 
they sport or their gender-vague 
Medusa-like locks.

I closed my eyes on 
the way to the shower, to avoid 
seeing myself unclothed in the bath¬ 
room mirror. When it came to tam¬ 
pons, our mothers couldn’t help us; 
they didn’t have the words, much 
less the courage to use them. Most 
women over 30, I’d venture to guess 
were raised in the “Down There” 
school of evasive speaking. 

It’s not like that today, you might 
say. Attitudes toward sex and the 
body have changed. But have they 
really? “Is sex dirty?’’, Woody Allen 
asks in one of his movies. “Only if 
it’s done right,” he answers himself. 
We laugh because we sense the truth 
of this remark: sex is the place we 
go to that has no name, where we 
lose ourselves and swooningly lose 
for a moment our sense of individu¬ 
ality and separateness. There is 
something about it of the Dark 
Force. 

But the longer I live, the more I 
begin to perceive that it’s wrong for 
us to regard sex as the fallen part, 
the base part, the source of shame — 
a shame, incidentally, which the 
women seem singled out to bear. 
Sex, it’s becoming clear to me, is the 
part of us that’s least base: the place 
you go to and come back with a baby 


in so many ways and the McCall 
faculty for their cooperation during 
Fair week, to Mr. Del Peschio for 
donation of two American Airline 
tickets which were raffled off and 
again to his Scout Troop 507 for the 
all important job of clean up on 
Sunday morning.

This week 
in history 

20 years: 1970 

The Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee approved the formation of 
a subcommittee composed of stu¬ 
dents, parents, faculty and admi¬ 
nistrators to continue the study of 
and present alternate proposals 
for the question of student smok¬ 
ing on the school campus. The 
School Committee hoped to use 
information gathered from the 
subcommittee to develop a future 
policy on the issue. 

The Board of Selectmen lis¬ 
tened to arguments against the 
Monday closing of the town 
incinerator that week. In object¬ 
ing to the new schedule, several 
commercial truckers indicated 
that they anticipated the proba¬ 
bility of lost income and person¬ 
nel layoffs because of the elimi¬ 
nation of a day from the 
incinerator schedule. 

A battle between Winchester 
and Stoneham baseball teams 
raged for over three hours that 
week and when rain brought the 
game to an end at 10 innings, the 
teams w'ere deadlocked at 4-4. A 
three-way battle continued for 
the Middlesex League title 
between Woburn, Stoneham and 
Winchester that year. 

30 years: 1960 

With the absence of a petition 
for a referendum on the recent 
school votes, the School Building 
Committee was free to com¬ 
mence with construction of the 
new junior high school at once. 
There had been speculation over 
the possibility of a referendum 
since the Special Towm Meeting 
of May 19 had voted approxi¬ 
mately $1.5 million to build a new’ 
junior high school on the Well 
Field site. The decision also 
called for the transfer of the Well 
Field land from the control of the 
Water and Sew'er Board to that of 
the School Committee. 

The Winchester School Com¬ 
mittee had announced further 
details for the organization of the 
next year’s three-year junior 
high school under double ses¬ 
sions. Students residing in the 
present Parkhurst, Wyman and 
Noonan districts would attend the 
morning session from September 
until the mid-year period. At that 
time they would be transferred to 
the afternoon session. Students 
from Mystic, Lincoln and 
Washington areas would be on 
the opposite schedules. Extra¬ 
curricular activities would he 
curtailed and athletic programs 
too, w'ould be reduced.

The following is an open letter to 
Winchester Town Meeting 
members. 

As a Town Meeting member it is 
your responsibility to represent the 
majority of Winchester’s residents. 

The voters of Winchester sent a 
message on March 27. The voters 
stated they disagree with the man¬ 
ner in which the School Committee is 
spending your tax dollars. 

The following analysis supports 
this argument. As you know, there 
are three major town-wide elections. 
First, the override question; second, 
selectman; and, third School Com¬ 
mittee. The incumbent selectman 
and School Committee members 
both supported the override ques¬ 
tion. The override failed, the select¬ 
man was reelected and 66 percent of 
the voters rejected the incumbent 
School Committee member. The vot¬ 
ers were voicing their approval for 
the actions of the board of selectman 
and rejecting the actions of the 
School Committee, not voting solely 
on the tax issue. 

The question of how the School 
Committee spends its budget is now 
before you. Article 5 requests the 
School Committee to maintain five 
elementary schools within their 
existing budget. You are not being 
asked to appropriate or transfer any 


monies from other municipal 
budgets. Article 5 recommends 
overhead and administrative cuts, 
no classroom teachers, and no prog¬ 
rams need to be eliminated. With 
enrollment increasing, now is not 
the time to close any school. It will 
be far more costly to open or build a 
school in the future. 

It is your responsibility to repre¬ 
sent the majority opinion of the 
town.

Beware of petition’s 
content, says resident 

TO THE EDITOR: 

There is something more than 
another petition out on the street to 
sign. If you are approached to sign a 
petition, please read it first. If some¬ 
one wants you to sign a petition 
without reading its contents, please 
refuse to sign it. This petition to 
which I am referring is an affidavit 
to recall members of the School 
Committee. 

If you are approached to sign a 
affidavit to recall a School Commit¬ 
tee member, please understand that 
this is not an ordinary petition with 
no strings attached. 

1. The signers of this affidavit will 
be listed on later official petitions as 
the individual complainants against 
the School Committee members. If 
enough signatures are certified by 
the Town Clerk, the resulting peti¬ 
tions, to be distributed around Town 
by the instigators and the signers of 
the affidavit, will bear the name of 
each signer of the affidavit. Before 
you sign, be sure that these School 
Committee members have done 
something so reprehensible as to 
warrant their removal from office 
by an expensive special election 
before their terms expire. 

2. Because each of the signers of 
the affidavit become the authors of 
the petition to recall, each name 
would also be listed publicly in the 
local newspapers and elsewhere. If 
this is not how you wish to stand up 
and be counted, please do not sign 
this affidavit. 

3. Once the affidavit is filed with 
the Town Clerk, your name can not 
be removed from the affidavit. 

If you have already signed such an 
affidavit, or you have signed another 
document that you did not read and 
think it may have been such an 


affidavit, there are two ways to 
remove your name from the 
affidavit: 

1. If you know who presented the 
affidavit to you, contact that person 
and retrieve the affidavit that con¬ 
tains your name. Cross off your 
name and initial the affidavit next to 
your crossed-off name. Your name 
will not be certified. 

2. You may also file a letter with 
the Town Clerk requesting that your 
name be removed from the affida¬ 
vit. You must close this letter with 
“signed under the penalties of per¬ 
jury,’ and sign your name. If your 
letter is received before the affidavit 
is filed, your name will not be 
certified.

Resident describes 
health programs 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In preparation for the Winchester 
Town Meeting discussion of warrant 
article 42, I wish to describe the 
services offered by Community 
Human Services, Inc. CHS is a non¬ 
profit human service agency which 
provides vocational, residential, day 
treatment and advocacy services to 
the public. The agency has been 
serving Winchester and neighboring 
communities for more than 30 years. 
The following contains a brief 
description of the programs with the 
number of clients served from 
Winchester during 1989. 

The Club House Program which is 
modeled after the original Fountain 
House Program in N.Y.C. serves 
severely mentally ill adults, focus¬ 
ing on vocational rehabilitation 
training. The program is open seven 
days per week and two evenings, 
holidays included. Seven Winchester 
residents attend this program. 

Two programs serve the varying 
vocational needs of mentally 
retarded men and women, the Kel- 
liher Work Activity Center and the 
Kelliher Prevocational Center. 
These highly successful programs 
incorporate both in-house training 
for clients not yet ready to work in 
the community, and supervised on- 
the-job training within business and 
industry. The two Kelliher programs 
serve four clients from Winchester. 

The Adolescent Day Treatment 
Program is designed to help teens 
who have been hospitalized recently 
with psychiatric problems. The 
goals of the program are to help 
these young people improve their 
overall functioning, foster their 
independence, assist with their rein¬ 
tegration back into the community 
and to prevent future hospitaliza¬ 
tions. Two of the adolescents served 
in the program are from 
Winchester. 

The Alternative Homes Program 
offers children and adolescents who 
are experiencing difficulties at

_ WINCHESTER PAS T AND PRESENT _ 

Encouraging architecture

“Architecture is like govern¬ 
ment," quoted Mary McKenna, 
chair of the Historical Commission, 
introducing last week’s panel discus¬ 
sion at the Town Hall on “Creating 
Design Guidelines for A Local Busi¬ 
ness District,” “it is as good as a 
community deserves." 

Reviewing the results of unregu¬ 
lated architectural design over the 
past 25 years or so has led many to 
the question of whether Winchester 
deserves the public facade it has, as 
one views the business district from 
all angles and approaches, or 
whether more governmental and 
public care should be exercised over 
design to preserve and enhance our 
spirit of place. 

Any local government has the 
option of deciding whether its com¬ 
munity should have architectural 
design review or not. To explore the 
benefits of design review for 
Winchester, the Historical Commis¬ 
sion and Beautification Design 
Review Committee (BDRC) held a 
public panel discussion, moderated 
by BDRC Chairman Charles Tseck- 
ares, including two Winchester busi¬ 
ness people and three from other 
communities experienced with 
design review. 

The current BDRC is an advisory 
committee to the Planning Board 
and Board of Selectmen, which 
makes recommendations about 
planned architectural design altera¬ 
tions in town. Yet the town has no 
design guidelines nor power to enfor¬ 
ce design suggestions or standards. 

Other communities do have 
Design Review Boards with guide¬ 
lines and regulatory powers. Kath¬ 
leen Brooker, administrator of the 
Lowell Historic Board, explained 
that in the Lowell Historic District, 
while no property owner is required 
to make improvements, if they do 


they must meet Board standards 
before receiving a building permit. 
To help applicants meet these stan¬ 
dards the Board provides a free 
consulting service. She presented 
slides showing marked improve¬ 
ments in signage, windows, and 
facades made in Lowell following 
the creation of their Historic 
District. 

John Tyler, vice-chairman of the 
Groton Historic Districts Commis¬ 
sion, explained that his town 
adopted historic district regulations 
following the abrupt replacement of 
a beautiful Greek Revival building 
and a much loved garden with a 
parking lot and aluminum-sided 
building. He stated that the publica¬ 
tion of design guidelines is good 
sense, for they let one understand 
the image and character of the town, 
what is expected, and why. Historic 
preservation and attractive design, 
he maintained, are simply good 
business. 

This latter point was one that 
found frequent voice during the dis¬ 
cussion. John Connery of Winchester 
said that a good image and good 
sense of place are better advertise¬ 
ment than the largest sign. Ann 
Blackham. also of Winchester, 
agreed that how Winchester looks 
affects the potential of its busines¬ 
ses. Tseckares added that, though 
an individual property owner might 
view guidelines as restricting his/ 
her individuality, they would actual¬ 
ly protect an individual property by 
protecting the district through regu¬ 
lating surrounding properties. 

Anne Mackin, a co-author of 
design guidelines for the Mass. 
Council on the Arts and Humanities, 
stated that historic preservation is 
one form of concern for our environ¬ 
ment and emphasized two guide¬ 
lines: (1) design first for the pedest¬ 
rian and second for the car and (2) 
preserve the good that is there and 
add to it. She also showed slides 
showing how such guidelines make 


an area more pleasant. She 
observed that aesthetics is the 
domain of government and began to 
be so with the creation of zoning 
laws. 

There are two options to introduce 
design review regulations into a 
community. One is to establish a 
local historic district (which has no 
relation to a national historic dis¬ 
trict ). This is done by applying to the 
Board of Selectmen for the appoint¬ 
ment of a subcommittee, that sub¬ 
committee’s drafting a proposal for 
boundaries and regulations (includ¬ 
ing extensive historic research on 
each property), proposal review, 
and Town Meeting vote. If the dis¬ 
trict were approved, a local commis¬ 
sion would be created, with a mem¬ 
bership strictly defined by state law, 
to establish and regulate exterior 
design within the district. 

The second option is the overlay 
district, which would also be put to a 
Town Meeting vote, but would cre¬ 
ate a Design Review group that 
would report to the Planning Board. 
In Connery’s opinion, design review 
is measurably more attractive if 
linked to a historic district. He furth¬ 
er stated that economic, social, and 
cultural roles should be viewed 
together to reinvigorate the town 
center. 

The Historical Commission and 
Beautification Design Review Com¬ 
mittee have recently opened a dia¬ 
logue to investigate the possibilities 
and advisability of both kinds of 
districts for downtown Winchester. 
If they take (he idea to the Select¬ 
men, says McKenna, “there will be 
plenty of time for everyone in town 
to put the proposal together.” It 
would be a time to consider our 
unique spirit of place, what is impor¬ 
tant, and how to preserve what is 
good and enhance it. It would be a 
time to consider the best means of 
encouraging the architecture our 
community deserves.

home, the opportunity to live with a 
foster care family in their own com¬ 
munity minimizing disruption of 
their schooling and social contacts. 
Occasionally older teens may be 
offered the opportunity to live in 
supervised apartments. Among the 
children served by the program one 
is from Winchester. 

The Mental Health Residence 
Program serves chronic, mentally 
ill men and women who, due to 
psychiatric disability, require var¬ 
ying degrees of supervision and sup¬ 
port. CHS maintains five houses; 
among the residents two come from 
Winchester. 

Most recently, March 1990, CHS 
accepted responsibility for three 
Residences for Mentally Retarded 
Adults. These men and women, liv¬ 
ing in separate residences, require 
considerable support and supervi¬ 
sion. Among the residents, two are 
from Winchester. 


Both residential programs provide 
homes for the clients with staff 
supervision and care provided 
twenty-four hours per day, 365 days 
per year. The residential staff try to 
create as typical a home setting as 
possible, plus providing all neces¬ 
sary supports and training required 
by severely to moderately depen¬ 
dent adults. Like you and me, during 
the day clients go to work (vocation¬ 
al rehabilitation or day programs) 
returning home in the late after¬ 
noon. Residents receive three meals 
per day, often carrying their lunches 
to their day sites. With staff assis¬ 
tance, those whom are able, learn to 
plan menus, cook, purchase groce¬ 
ries and clean the house. Weekends 
provide time to develop social and 
functional skills in the residence and 
around the community. Leisure 
activities are planned and enjoyed. 
When clients become ill, like us, they 
stay at home often requiring addi¬ 
tional staff. 


During 1989 the Ombudsmen Prog¬ 
ram served 314 people who reside in 
nursing homes in Winchester. This 
program provides a vehicle for resi¬ 
dents to express problems or con¬ 
cerns to CHS staff and volunteers on 
their weekly visits. The concerns are 
investigated and brought to the 
attention of those who can resolve 
the situation. 

When times are hard, it is the 
neediest among us who suffer the 
most. During 1989 CHS has directly 
effected the lives of 330 of Winches¬ 
ter’s most needy and vulnerable citi¬ 
zens. I hope the Town of Winchester 
will support CHS and its necessary 
work.

and reduces our costs as well,” he 
said. 

Weston and Sampson’s William 
Gagne suggested the town could 
monitor the flow through the connec¬ 
tion to minimize the amount of water 
used from the MWRA. Water and 
Sewer Department director Ed 
Grant said he would monitor the 
connection daily. 

As a result of the selectmen’s vote, 
the town will go ahead with the 
PRVs and Forest Street connection, 
but can opt not to install approxi¬ 
mately 160-feet of water main con¬ 
necting the PRVs to the East High 
system, depending on the cost. 

“If a bid came in and we decided 
to do the work [install the 160-foot 
portion], the money would come out 
of the capital account in [the water 
and sewer budget] or water grants,” 
said Selectman Robert Deering. 

Sopper said he was not comfort¬ 
able with the connection, and con¬ 
tends the line will cause problems 
for the town. “Our system is now 
capable of handling our needs,” said 
Sopper. He said he believes cleaning 
and lining existing pipes will provide 
better quality and larger quantities 
of water through the present system. 

“I just don’t understand. That’s 
free water,” he said of the town’s 
reservoirs. 

Sopper also questioned the legality 
of doing the project, saying Town 
Meeting had not appropriated the 
funds for the 160-foot portion, only 
for the PRVs and Forest Street line. 


However, Maurer said funding for 
the 160-foot line could be drawn from 
the water and sewer account. If 
funds are not available, the project 
will not be done, he said. 

“I strongly recommend you post¬ 
pone this,” Sopper told selectmen. 
"If one is single, one can get mar¬ 
ried. It is extremely difficult to get a 
divorce.” 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt said 
after a “10-year courtship” with the 
MWRA, “Getting a divorce is as 
easy as shutting a valve.” 

"I would hope not a drop would 
flow through that pipe,” said 
Schmitt. “We have to keep in mind 
that we must back up the water 
system,” noting that this would be 


particularly important when Spot 
Pond “goes out of business in 2Vfe 
years.” 

Deering agreed. “The reservoir is 
the principal water supply. I don’t 
think this is a way of becoming 
dependent on the MWRA. It’s just a 
way of backing up the system,” he 
said. “We’re not authorizing any¬ 
thing beyond what Town Meeting 
voted. We’re trying to maintain the 
quality of our water system.” 

Town Meeting approved a $3.8 
million bond issue for water projects 
in 1988. Phase I includes cleaning 
and lining pipes, replacement pipes, 
pilot treatment of the reservoirs and 
new mains and pressure reducing 
values.

VanAken noted however, that 
some projects were not yet com¬ 
pleted that were targeted on the list. 
For example, the school roofs and 
asbestos removal are on-going pro¬ 
jects, and there is more work to be 
done, said VanAken. 

Maurer noted however that many 
of the projects were complete and 
since a Town Meeting vote is 
required to move the funds from the 
completed accounts, the list should 
be reviewed to present the options to 
Town Meeting this spring. 

Lombardi questioned using the 
account monies for similar projects 
without a vote by Town Meeting. 
However, Comptroller Joseph Bon¬ 
ner said some votes specifically out¬ 
line the use, while others allow for 
similar projects to be completed.

In the Other Revenue category 
Maurer had proposed using the

Powers and Golden will present 
the final budget number to their 
respective boards and bring the fig¬ 
ure to Town Meeting May 31.

•Have a telephone and emergency 
numbers at poolside. Ambulancel/ 
Fire: 729-1800. Police: 729-1212. 

•Have a pole with rescue hook (at 
least 15 feet) and a throwing ring 
with line attached (at least 1> 2 
widths of the pool) at poolside. 

•Know mouth-to-mouth resuscita¬ 
tion and CPR and be sure other 
adults who supervise children at 
your pool do also. Know when and 
how to use them. 

•Be certain that barriers and 
gates forming your enclosure are in 
good repair and that area is closed 
while not supervised. 

Dr. Warren Taylor noted. “I have 
been in favor of this from the out¬ 
set.” but questioned whether or not 
it was appropriate to suggest pool 
owners take CPR courses since it is 
possibly unconstitutional. 

Former Health Director Michael 
Saraco said he had several problems 
with the suggestions, if they become 


regulations. He noted that there may 
be problems with the possible liabili¬ 
ty of the town if the rules are not 
properly enforced and there is 
inadequate manpower in the Health 
Department to enforce the 
regulations. 

Saraco urged the board, “not to be 
too hasty to adopt stringent regula¬ 
tions on private pools.” 

Chairman Dorothea Sopper noted 
that the board was now in the pro¬ 
cess of suggesting safety tips to pool 
owners. “Health education is very 
important. It’s necessary to make 
residents aware, alert the public.” 
said Sopper. 

Swartz noted, “People tend to 
respond best to fear — of all safety 
plans. Without regulations, in two to 
three years people will forget.” 

Swartz plans to propose the sug¬ 
gestions as regulations and says 
none would be “too much of an 
imposition” and all would be rela¬ 
tively inexpensive for pool owners. 

Swartz noted constant supervision 


of youngsters in a pool is the key 
safety tip. “Children drown when 
constant eye contact is broken,” 
said Swartz. He said that drowning 
is often a “silent occurence" and 
children will panic even if they know 
how to swim. 

A phone at poolside eliminates the 
need to run inside to answer the 
phone, added Swartz. He noted that 
brain damage begins when a person 
is deprived of oxygen for four 
minutes. In urging people to become 
CPR certified. Swartz said, “life 
support all loo often doesn’t begin 
until (emergency service) arrives.” 

He noted that several hundered 
drownings occur each year in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and near-drowning inci¬ 
dents constitute 10 times that num¬ 
ber, often leaving the victim with 
severe brain damage. 

Swartz said he anticipates a “good 
response” from pool owners from 
the mailing. “Anyone in the town of 
Winchester, once you tell them, 
they’ll want to comply," he said. 


Ducks to return to Mill Pond

Selectmen have agreed to bring 
the town ducks from their winter 
home in Woburn back to the Mill 
Pond, but the Board of Health and 
Conservation Commission have 
been asked to come up with a plan to 
address the Canada geese problem. 

In a 4-0 vote. Selectman Judith 
Muggia abstaining, selectmen sup¬ 
ported a motion to bring the ducks 
back in conjunction with an effort to 
rid the town of the Canada geese 
population. 

“The way to attack the problem is 
not with the ducks but with an agres- 
sive program directed at the I Cana¬ 
da I geese.” said Selectman Robert 
Deering. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer had decided not to ship the 
geese back to Winchester due to 
increasing problems of droppings 
messing up playing fields and town 


parks. 

However, selectmen agreed the 
ducks contribute to Winchester’s 
charm, and are not the root of the 
problem. Selectmen agreed the area 
for the greatest potential harm is the 
town’s reservoirs. 

Selectman William O’Leary said 
he believes some methods proposed 
to rid the town of Canada geese 
“could be implemented relatively 
inexpensively.” 

In a plea to selectmen to return the 
ducks, resident Daniel Chane said, 
“Domestic ducks have been a long¬ 
standing tradition in this town which 
everyone loves.” 

Members of the Board of Health 
have also taken up the duck/goose 
discussion. 

“The geese do create a problem,” 
said Chairman Dorothea Sopper at 
the board’s Monday night meeting. 

Chane, who has spearheaded the 
movement to bring back the ducks, 
suggested to Board of Health mem¬ 


bers that swans could be brought in 
to scare off the geese. He also noted 
that signage, as proposed by the 
board, would be a good idea as part 
of an education program. 

Sopper added that people need to 
be educated that the birds are in fact 
migratory, although they’ve set 
camp in Winchester on a somewhat 
permanent basis. She noted that 
some residents will feed the geese in 
the winter, because the birds look 
hungry and cold. But if the birds 
were not fed, they could migrate 
south and find food themselves. 

She also added that there is a 
potential health hazard from the 
birds being near Winchester water 
reserves. 

Member Randall Swartz said, “It 
is a bad policy to allow the situation 
to go on unchecked.” 

Domestic ducks are expected to be 
back in town within the week, and 
selectmen are hoping a goose-plan 
will follow soon after. 


Lonise Bias spreads message 


Rock Avenue waiver spurs talks

Bias, a poised, well-spoken woman 
in her 40s, is married and has three 
children. Michelle, 21. Jay. 19 and 
Eric 15. She recently earned a docto¬ 
rate degree. 

She reminded students that “there 
is no perfect mom or dad or child or 
family anywhere in the nation.” 

Bias urged the capacity crowd of 
freshman, sophomores and juniors 
to take information from her presen¬ 
tation and pass it along to friends. 
“You have no power over drugs, you 
have no power over alcohol,” said 
Bias. 

Bias termed herself “a spiritual 
woman” and said that God put man 
on the earth to dominate it, but now 
the earth dominates man. 

“Plants have dominion over us,” 
said Bias, “Are you not better than 
the grass you walk on?” 

Bias added that parents are using 
1950s principles to teach 1990s kids. 
“Everything has changed in society 
except for our approach to child¬ 
ren," said Bias. 

Bias also gave warning to students 
who at times venture into the drug 
crowd but remain “on the fence” 
and do not take a stand with drugs. 

“When you stay on the fence, you 
are the oppressor. You are a part of 


the problem when you don’t take a 
stand for what is right,” said Bias. 

She added that students should not 
be afraid to take a stand, “people 
will talk about you. That’s life.” She 
added that gaining acceptance 
through material things has no real 
worth. “The greatest love of all is 
not what you wear, it has to do with 
the name on your birth certifica¬ 
te ... There’s nothing wrong with 
having things,” but it’s more impor¬ 
tant to “have it together.” 

“What’s the sense of having a $200 
hat on a $20 brain?” asked Bias. 

“You have more strength than you 
ever dreamed of,” said Bias. “You 
need to stand for something or you’ll 
fall for everything.” 

She warned that the grass isn’t 
always greener on the other side. 
“Stay where you are and deal with 
things and get on with life .. .it’s okay 
to be yourself.” 

Bias also said parents must have a 
willingness to listen to their child¬ 
ren. She asked children to respect 
their parents, and said she was sur¬ 
prised at “how fast children will 
turn away from their family to peo¬ 
ple they don’t know.” 

She reminded the students that 
they may not think they need their 
mother. She recalled the night her 
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son died, when she arrived at the 
hospital he had already been pro¬ 
nounced dead, she returned home to 
find the media on her front lawn, 
people in her home. 

“So many people tried to help me, 
but who did I cry for? I cried for my 
mother," said Bias, whose mother 
had died two years earlier. 

Bias said even now, four years 
later, if her mother were here to 
comfort her, “it would help take 
away the pain.” 

Bias reminded the children not to 
take their family for granted. 

She also told the students that 
whatever circumstance or crisis 
they might experience they should 
remember, “someone has gone 
through something worse, and is 
making it.” 

Bias recalled the Len Bias jokes 
that circulated after his death. 
“Young people can be cruel,” she 
said. “Remember [something you 
say] circles the universe and comes 
back to you ... Treat people the way 
you want to be treated.” 

She said the students need to have 
self-respect and self-love. “You 
can’t buy love and you can’t make 
people like you. You can’t if you 
don’t like yourself,” she said. 

She warned that suicide, the num¬ 
ber two killer of teenagers is “a 
permanent solution to a temporary 
problem ... Every life has a reason 
and all problems have solutions.” 

Bias also discussed the AIDS 
epidemic and cautioned students 
against having sex when they are too 
young and immature. 

Bias travels the country sharing 
her message with students and 
adults. In what is often meetings 
about children’s problems without 
children present, Bias calls herself 
“the advocate for young people.” 

The presentation was sponsored 
by the Winchester Hospital Educa¬ 
tional Department through the 
efforts of Hospital President Eugene 
Loubier. Bias was brought to 
Winchester by the Council on Youth 
and the Winchester Interagency 
Council.

North End Task Force and Board 
of Health members agreed earler 
this week the conditions for approval 
of the waiver application for the 
Rock Avenue landfill site from the 
DEP are inadequate and 
unenforceable. 

However, Board of Health mem¬ 
bers are due to meet tonight at 7 
p.m. in Town Hall to reconsider the 
waiver. 

Testing for hazardous and solid 
waste began on the property in June, 
1989. The water was determined to 
be uncontaminated by both the 
town’s consultant, Sami Fam of EA 
Engineering, Science and Technolo¬ 
gy and the consulting firm retained 
by landowner Charles Ferrari, 
Hydell-Eyster Technical Services. 

But, Board of Health members 
were concerned that conclusions 
from soil testing indicated that the 
delineations of the fill had not yet 
been determined and the vapors dis¬ 
covered had not yet been identified. 

In December, 1989, the Board of 
Health voted unanimously to assign 
the site. Members of the North End 
Task Force (NETF) were steadfast 
in their desire to be a part of the 


process and among the contingen¬ 
cies set forth by the Board of Health, 
a public involvement plan (PIP) 
was added. 

The other contingencies included: 
that no further refuse, as defined in 
Chapter 11, Section 150A, be depo¬ 
sited on the premises; that the clo¬ 
sure plan delineate the limits of solid 
waste and hazardous waste material 
fill at the site; and that the closure 
plan identify the organic vapors 
detected by the test and include a 
health risk assessment as required 
by Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP). 

The conditions of the waiver appli¬ 
cation from the DEP however, are 
that a series of test pits and/or soil 
borings shall be excavated at the 
site under the direction of the DEP 
Division of Solid Waste in order to 
further investigate the nature and 
extent of the sludge material 
encountered at the site in one of the 
borings; Also, that an investigation 
of the extent of the limits of fill be 
conducted under the direction of the 
DEP, that further evaluation of the 
nature and extent of soil, gas, vapor 
migration is warranted and that a 
PIP be implemented. 

NETF member Peggy Schleicher 
charged that the language of the 


application is “too loose.’’ 

She noted the application lacks 
specific perimeters to govern the 
test pit excavation’s vicinity and 
depth, as well as loose references to 
the migration of vapors being 
"warranted.” 

NETF members are also con¬ 
cerned with the public involvement 
plan — the extent of which has not 
been defined by the DEP. 

“We would like a strong statement 
(from the Board of Health) that this 
(application) is not in the best inter¬ 
est of the public without the public 
involvement plan conditions 
known ... The town has invested a 
lot of its own money. To let (the 
issue) fall to the DEP would not do it 
justice,” she said. 

NETF member John Morgan, who 
began his efforts to have the site 
excavated over a decade ago, said, 
“lam opposed to any waiver. It’s an 
illegal dump. That’s been my stand 
throughout the process.” 

Board of Health Chairman Dor¬ 
othea Sopper told members that the 
board would get back to the DEP to 
“have the language firmed up.” 
Since input from the board was 
expected by May 15, Sopper 
instructed Health Director Joseph 
Tabbi to request an extension. 


Three arrested during EnKa Fair

Summer job outlook 

Cape Cod and service sector opportunities best bets 


By Maureen McLellan 

STAFF WRITER 

F or most high school and 

college students, summer 
offers not only a chance to 
relax and soak up sun, but 
also an opportunity to boost 
their cash flow. 

This year, however, with the 
state’s lackluster economy trickling 
down to the summer labor force, many 
young people will find the beaches 


more welcoming than employers. 

A number of businesses and local 
municipal departments that typically 
hire summer help report they are being 
forced to cut back on their number of 
seasonal job offerings. At the same 
time, they are being inundated with 
more applicants for fewer openings. 

James French, commissioner of the 
state’s Department of Employment and 
Training, said most teens between 16 
and 19 work in service and retail jobs 
— sectors that have seen a slowdown 
in growth. 


But French also offered 
encouragement, saying there are jobs 
for students willing to invest more time 
and effort looking for them. 

“There are jobs out there. 
Employers are going to be more 
selective," he said. 

French said employers seeking 
either summer or permanent workers 
are beginning to weigh students’ 
academic records more heavily before 
hiring. Ultimately, he said, this will be 
beneficial to young people because they 
* ‘ will see a direct link to their 


performance in public schools with 
wages." 

Another positive sign for the 
summer job market, say French and 
other employment experts, is 
projections for a booming tourist 
season on Cape Cod, both for hotels 
and cottages. 

Cynthia Eid, Massachusetts 
Restaurant Association spokeswoman, 
said she has no hard data on Cape Cod 
business, but she said several hotels 
there have reported large numbers of

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Exploring internships 


Nobles Day Camp

College students may discover that the 
best way to find a job after graduation is 
to find a job during college, through in¬ 
ternships. 

“An internship is often the answer to 
more questions than most students even 
realize they have,” says Barbara 
Yanowski, faculty member and advisor to 
the internship program at Columbia Col¬ 
lege in Chicago. 

She says virtually every department in 
the liberal arts school at Columbia has a 
formal internship program, with more 
than 160 Chicago area employers partici¬ 
pating. 

“Of course, the most important ques¬ 
tion is. ‘Will I get a job after college?’ But 
there are other questions as well,” she 
says. “‘What do I want to do? Where do 
I want to work? Am I taking the right 
classes?’ An internship program helps 
students gain a perspective on who they 
are and what they want, in school and 
out." 

Working with professionals in the field 
helps students focus on their career goals 
and objectives, says Yanowski. “It's hard 
to know what you want to do if you’ve 
never done it before. Students not only 
learn from co-workers about their given 
field of interest, they also benefit from 
the advice, guidance, and experience of 
people w’ho’ve been in their position be¬ 
fore. And there’s the added plus of great 
networking opportunities for the future." 

Ed Andrzejewski, a television major at 
Columbia, served an internship in the 
audio-visual department at the Harris 
Bank in Chicago. 

“My internship here is giving me the 


chance to apply what I’ve learned in 
school to a profession. I’m using ad¬ 
vanced equipment, actually making train¬ 
ing videos, getting involved in everything 
from editing to pre- and post-produc¬ 
tion," he says. 

At the bank, Charles Perkins, an as¬ 
sistant vice president who frequently 
hires interns, says, “I look for an intern 
who can work well under pressure — 
someone who is bright, aggressive, and a 
self-initiator who can solve problems and 
adapt to his environment. Here, we need 
someone who can communicate effective¬ 
ly and adapt to almost any situation." 

David Monk, an in-house producer 
and employer of interns at Marshall Field 
& Co. in Chicago, says, "Internships 
provide a great opportunity for students 
to see if they’d enjoy a particular kind of 
work environment. ... An internship is 
the best way to find out what makes you 
happiest." 

From a business point of view, he 
says, "Not only does the intern provide 
an extra pair of hands, but an enthusiasm 
and excitement that motivates every¬ 
one." 

Yanowski says many colleges have 
formal internship programs like Colum¬ 
bia's, and many others have job boards 
where opportunities are listed. She also 
recommends the alumni office, which of¬ 
ten lists alumni and their present occupa¬ 
tion. 

The library is also a good resource, 
she says, for annual reports, the Dun & 
Bradstreet directory, Chamber of Com¬ 
merce publications, and Thomas’ Regis¬ 
ter of American Manufacturers, all ways 
to learn about different industries and 
specific companies.

On the local scene, businesses gave 
differing reports on summer job 
availability, but some of the most stable 
summer employers continue to be fast 
food chains, office temporary help 
agencies, movie theaters and mall retail 
outlets. Even these employers say jobs 
are filling up fast and urge students to 
apply as soon as possible. 

But Susannah Rabb Bailin, a 
Harvard Business School graduate and 
founder of the Rabb Planning Center 
Inc., a Cambridge job search firm 
established in 1988, believes there is 
too much emphasis on paid summer 
work for students. 

She said college students in 
particular should try to at least combine 
paid summer work with a few hours a 
week of unpaid service in an internship 
program or less formal volunteer work 
to help them enter a highly competitive 
job market when they graduate. 

"Volunteering on the political 
campaigns is a fantastic way to gain 
experience," Bailin said, referring to 
this year’s statewide and legislative 
races. "And you don’t have to be 
interested just in politics or law. Every 
job function is performed in a campaign. 
It is run like a little business. ’ ’ 

The toughest paid jobs to snag this 
summer will be outdoors at pools, 
parks and summer camps. With state 
and local governments facing budget 


shortfalls, they are cutting back on 
recreational personnel, and these 
employers usually give teens who have 
worked for them before and performed 
well first crack at jobs. 

' ‘We have a real surplus of people 
looking for jobs in camps this year, 
which is really unusual," said Terry 
Phinney, executive director of the 


Waltham-based American Camping 
Association. The agency helps 320 
New England camps hire summer 
workers. 

The picture is even worse for the 
state Metropolitan District 
Commission, which runs 18 pools as 
well as several recreational areas and 
beaches. Spokeswoman Leanne 


DelVecchio said it is unclear whether 
the agency will have funding to open 
any of these facilities and hire the 500 
summer workers who staffed them last 
season. 

"Until the budget goes through both 
the House and Senate, we won’t 
know," said DelVecchio. 

For those who don’t mind sacrificing 
a perfect tan this summer, McDonald’s 
will be looking for a substantial number 
of full- and part-time workers. 

"We’re hiring because we’re 
making a major push for increased sales 
and volume," said Pat Treffiletti, 
personnel manager at McDonald’s 
regional headquarters in Westwood. 

He said students willing to work 
nights and weekends are more apt to 
be hired. Although pay varies from one 
outlet to the next, it averages about 
$6.50 an hour, Treffiletti said. 

At General Cinema theaters in both 
Chestnut Hill and Framingham, 
managers said they are hiring to 
prepare for a traditional pickup in 
summer business. 

Another alternative is working for a 
temporary agency, which is a good bet 
for job seekers entering the job market 
late or who want to get a taste of 
working in a particular business. 

"Companies call us all the time, ’ ’ 
said Joanne Anello, area recruiting 
coordinator for TAC/Temps in 
Waltham. "And we’re really pushing 
companies to get in touch with us when 
their employees take summer 
vacations." 

Anello said her agency will be 
looking for about 1,000 temporaries 
this summer at 24 branches in 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island. 


College graduates lacing competitive job market

t will take considerable savvy, 
persistence and creativity for the 
college class of 1990 to find jobs 
planted amid this year’s barren 
economic landscape, employment 
experts say. 

The time has passed when fresh, 
young graduates can send hastily 
prepared resumes without cover 
letters to businesses and expect to get 
job interviews. With many companies 
laying off workers and shrinking, the 
newest entrants into the labor force 
will find themselves competing with 
experienced professionals as well as 
their peers for fewer entry-level jobs. 

Susannah Rabb Bailin, a Harvard 


Business School graduate and founder 
of the Cambridge-based Rabb Planning 
Center for career development, said 
statistics from Michigan State 
University indicate new job 
opportunities have dropped 13.3 
percent from the same time last year. 
The state’s March unemployment rate 
also increased from 4.1 percent in 1989 
to 5.9 percent this year, she said. 

And since employment professionals 
believe 85 percent of all jobs are never 
advertised, graduates need to know 
what they’re doing. 

"In a competitive job market, you ^ 
have to be a competitve job searcher," 
said Bailin. 

Both Bailin and Jack Erdlen, 
president of the Erdlen Bograd Group 
human resource firm in Wellesley, said 


it is important for students to be 
specific when listing job experience. 

For example, Erdlen said, one 
young graduate interested in hotel 
management told him last year he had 
worked as a bartender. But during 
their discussion, Erdlen got him to talk 
about the numerous important 
decisions he made on the job and 
significant responsibilities he had taken 
on, such as training and interviewing 
job applicants. 

"He realized he had a good 
background to get into a training 
program for hotel management, ’ ’ 
Erdlen said. 

It is also becoming more important 
for college graduates to make contacts 
at numerous companies, experts say. 

"You shouldn’t be too proud to use 


someone you know," Erdlen said. 

But Bailin said effective use of their 
contacts cannot be made until students 
determine what type of job they want 
to pursue. Once people are given 
specific information, she said, they are 
more likely to offer job seekers solid 
leads. 

Informational interviews are another 
way to develop leads, Bailin said. 

"Always end informational 
interviews with three references," she 
said. 

But she cautioned against asking an 
employer for a job during an 
informational interview. She said such a 
tactic will usually appear deceitful, 
given that most such interviews are 
granted with the understanding that the 
company has no openings.

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Use of school 
for cable t.v. 
triggers debate

The concept of moving Continental 
Cable studios into Winchester High 
School is only in the discussion 
stages, but the idea alone has set 
sparks flying. 

Although the discussion is current¬ 
ly going on in executive session 
during contract negotiations 
between Continental and the Cable 
Advisory Committee, the word has 
leaked out that lease of town-owned 
property may be incorporated into 
the new contract.. 

Home Economics Coordinator 
Harriet Nelson said the proposal 
could split up her department while 
at the same time bring cable televi¬ 
sion capabilities into the high school. 
Nelson said the move would hurt her 
department’s operation, and she is 
ready to speak out against the 
proposal. 

According to Cable Advisory Com¬ 
mittee (CAC) Chairman Lawrence 
Worthen, his committee has been 
investigating ways of gaining 
revenue for the town by leasing a 
publicly-owned building to Continen¬ 


tal. However, he noted that the dis¬ 
cussions are in the preliminary 
stages, and may not result in action. 
If rental of the area in the home 
economics department is recom¬ 
mended, Worthen said the lease 
would have to be approved by select¬ 
men. The cable committee serves as 
an advisory capacity to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Continental is currently undergo¬ 
ing contract negotiations with the 
CAC. The company’s present con¬ 
tract to operate in Winchester 
expires in September, and the CAC 
has been working with Continental 
for the past year to hammer out a 
new contract. 

But Nelson said dividing up her 
department would be a mistake. The 
proposed area for the station at the 
high school presently houses the 
sewing department at Winchester 
High School, which Nelson said was 
specifically designed to service clas¬ 
ses. Nelson, who along with Lucy 
Cavanaugh was instrumental in 
designing the teaching space prior to 
the move into the new high school in

School census to begin soon

School Department computer per¬ 
sonnel will begin to investigate high 
school students who may have 
slipped through the system and are 
illegally attending Winchester High 
School.

1972, said, “We knew (he needs of 
teaching the subject area [when the 
department was designed. 1 We 
knew how to lay things out. Winches¬ 
ter has a jewel in this area, and now 
they’re going to rip it apart.” 

In addition, Nelson is troubled that 
she was not consulted on the impact 
of such a change. 

One proposal she said she has 
heard suggests moving the sewing 
classes into the area that housed the 
radio station at the high school, a 
room located on the second floor of 
the building that has no windows. 
Nelson said this move would be 
disruptive to her classes, particular¬ 
ly sewing classes where natural 
light is needed in matching colors of 
fabric and thread. 

“[The present area] is designed 
for flexibility and flow in the prog¬ 
ram,” said Nelson. The sewing and 
cooking rooms are connected by a 
“living room.” The department also 
includes a classroom for instruction. 

Nelson said she believes the 
expense of moving the classroom 


will be borne by Continental. Howev¬ 
er, as department head and current¬ 
ly the sole teacher in the high school 
home economics department, Nel¬ 
son said it would at times be difficult 
to move from one area to another. 
“If something is in the oven, like a 
cake or bread, it doesn’t always 
come out when the bell rings,” she 
said. “You have to be close by.” 

Nelson questioned allowing a pri¬ 
vate for-profit company to operate 
out of a public building. She noted 
that some of her students are not too 
excited about the idea either, and 
have been circulating petitions in 
opposition to the plan. 

Although Nelson admits the popu¬ 
lation of students in school and in her 
classes has declined, she believes 
that enrollment is on the up-swing. 
For example, she said, 36 children 
enrolled in the high school nursery 
school, conducted by the early child¬ 
hood education class, but only 20 
could be accomodated. Without 
proper space, Nelson said this prog¬ 
ram would likely be eliminated in 
the future. 

In addition, Nelson said much of 
the wiring for sewing machines and 


ironing boards was specially 
designed, as were many of the 
cabinets which store materials, sew¬ 
ing notions, and teaching aids. 

“Home economics is a peculiar 
subject until itself compared to 
other departments,” said Nelson. 
She said many of the activities are 
informal, and allow for more person¬ 
al contact with students. 

When asked what some of the 
benefits of having the cable station 
in the high school would be, Princi¬ 
pal John Ritchie said the school 
would have access to long-distance 
learning with other towns via televi¬ 
sion hook-up, as well as the ability to 
teach students about television 
production. 

Although Ritchie is aware of the 
discussions surrounding Continen¬ 
tal’s use of high school space, he said 
he is not presently involved in the 
decision-making process. “This is 
one of the places they have looked 
at,” he said. “My intention in a 
situation is to maximize the benefits 
to students ... I have tried to be 
cooperative with town officials in 
looking at our resources, and I hope 
to be included in the final decision.” 


Rideout joins Senate race

tors not being kept. “Like everyone, 
I’m frustrated because I don’t 
believe what the legislators are tell¬ 
ing me,” he said. 

As a result, Rideout has decided to 
join in the race for the State Senate 
seat, and has taken a leave of 
absence from his job to pound the 
pavement and meet the voters. 

“I don’t believe we need new tax¬ 
es. I’m tired of the promises that are 
never fulfilled,” he added. “There 
has to be more accountability and 
integrity as far as the office is con¬ 
cerned ... The only way to try and 
straighten it out is to get involved. 

"Not being a legislator at present, 
I don’t think I could support any tax 
increase right now because 1 don’t 
think [the Legislature] has cut what 
they could. My feeling is, I think 
there’s still a lot of waste in the 
budget,” he said. 

Rideout also said that if taxes are 
increased every time the state is in a 
bind, then government will never be 
downsized. 

When asked what he sees as the 
major issues facing the legislature 
in the coming years, in addition to 
taxes, Rideout cited education and 
public safety. 

With regard to education, Rideout 
said he believes funds should be 
spent on decreasing the pupil per 
teacher ratio in schools. “I believe 
that the more teachers you have 
with the less students in the class¬ 
room, the better you can learn,” he 


said. He added that more personal 
attention can be given to students 
with a smaller ratio. 

Rideout also said he believes edu¬ 
cation should lead students toward 
blue-collar fields as well as college. 
“There are a lot of good jobs for blue 
collar [workers],” he said. “Maybe 
we should be looking to help out in 
that direction.” 

In looking at public safety, Ride¬ 
out said he does not believe the 
courts are “as stern” as they should 
be. Rideout said he thinks the sys¬ 
tem concentrates more on moving 
people in and out of jails rather than 
on strict sentences. Because punish¬ 
ments are not all as harsh as they 
could be, Rideout says people are 
willing to take the risk of commit¬ 
ting a crime. 

Rideout said he would favor more 
work programs for prisoners to help 
out communities. Simply incarcer¬ 
ating prisoners gives them too much 
time “to sit and think,” he said. 

In addition, Rideout said he 
believes more could be done to 
address drug problems in the state. 
Through his job in probation, Ride¬ 
out said he has heard a lot of “lip 
service” about rehabilitation, but 
has not seen the necessary actions 
taken. 

As far as his campaign is con¬ 
cerned, Rideout said he wants to 
address the office and the vote of the 
office in past years. He said he feels 
strongly about meeting people and 
listening to their frustrations and

Dr. Swartz felt that making avail¬ 
able cracked corn or grain and ban¬ 
ning bread products would make it 
easier to restrict feeding of the wild 
fowl — in conjunction with graphic 
signage and an aggressive local edu¬ 
cation program. 

Vegetated or physical barriers 
between waterways and the “graz¬ 
ing areas” would help to remove the 
“tundra atmosphere" which gives 
these geese security while they 
graze. 

Dr. Taylor felt that while it is 
always possible that public health 
problems could arise, he noted that 
potential for such hazards are low. 
To eliminate possible public health 
threats would require elimination of 
the entire bird population — a 
decided minus in the yes of the 
Audubon Society. 

Acting Chairman Alper advanced 
that “not feeding" is the cornerstone 
or any control efforts. He noted that 
Canada Geese are survivors — and 
if forage (or local handouts) become 
scarce during the winter, the geese 


will migrate toward the open coast 

— only to return to Winchester and 
the choice morsels liberally scat¬ 
tered to the winds by soft-hearted 
residents. 

Harassment, if it is kept up 
repeatedly, usually works — and it is 
at Skillings Field where students 
could be of great daily assistance in 
this endeavor. 

Serious fouling is presently occur¬ 
ring at North Reservoir. Last week, 
two ladies in a parked auto were 
spreading a carpet of stale bread 30 
feet from our water supply - while 
Mom, Dad, and six baby geese 
eagerly vacumned it up in their 
constant process of “Recycling”. 

Automobiles are currently in dan¬ 
ger of losing traction on portions of 
Reservoir Street — and strollers 
must hop-scotch along the new 
cement sidewalks like drunken der¬ 
vishes to avoid the avian equivalent 
to “banana peels”. 

Yes, our own town ducks are now 
happily gracing the waters of Mill 
Pond once again — and when we 
visit them perhaps we can be more 
discriminating in distributing the 
treats we take them. 

Winchester has been party to 
avian panhandling for too long now. 
A member of the Conservation Com¬ 
mission noted that it is usualy adults 
and not children who feed the Cana¬ 
da Geese. 

As we welcome our own ducks 
back to their summer home at Mill 
Pond, let us keep sharp focus on the 
larger issues — a serious responsi¬ 
bility in this town of lakes and ponds 

— and support the Board of Health 
and the Conservation Commission 
as their joint study progresses tow¬ 
ard eliminating the nuisance of wild 
waterfowl taking over many of our 
pleasant public areas.

Massachusetts House. 

May 21-25, 1990 

The House — “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local representatives’ 
votes on 12 roll calls from the week 
of May 21-25. Late roll calls from 
sessions at the end of the prior week 
are also included. 

Initial Approval (H 5700) — House 
110-47, gave near final approval to 
the $13.5 million fiscal 1991 state 
budget. Supporters said the package 
is a fiscally responsible one which 
cuts waste and funds necessary ser¬ 
vices and programs. Opponents said 
the package is loaded with waste 
and patronage and depends on over 
$1 billion in taxes. 

A Yea vote is for the package. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
yes. 

MBTA (5700) — House 89-62, 
rejected an amendment prohibiting 
the fiscal 1992 MBTA budget from 
exceeding its fiscal 1991 budget by 
more than 5 percent. Amendment 
supporters said this will save mil¬ 


lions and require the MBTA to be 
fiscally responsible. Opponents said 
an arbitrary cap is irresponsible and 
will hurt consumers who use public 
transportation. 

A Yea vote is for the cap. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 


Ballot Question (H 5700) — House 
125-25, approved an amendment 
placing a non-binding question on 
the 1990 ballot asking voters whether 
they would support elimination of all 
property and sales taxes and replace 
them with a graduated income tax 
based on what an individual pays in 
federal income taxes. Amendment 
supporters said this will begin a 
debate on restructuring the entire 
tax system. Opponents said non¬ 
binding referendum questions have 
no effect and simply clutter the 
ballot. Some opponents said they 
simply oppose a graduated income 
tax. 

A Yea vote is for placing the 
question on the ballot. A Nay vote is 
against placing it on the ballot. 

Casey voted yes.

Since 1976 a group of representa¬ 
tives from the many helping agen¬ 
cies and committees in the commun¬ 
ity have met as the Winchester 
Interagency Council. These people 
share concerns and exchange ideas 
regarding the quality of life in 
Winchester. Several programs have 
developed out of these concerns, 
such as Parent-to-Parent, Woburn 
Council on Social Concerns for Plac¬ 
ing Adolescents, and a resource 
book for community services. 

The group meets monthly, usually 
at the High School, and guest speak¬ 
ers frequently provide details on 
topics such as budgets, public safe¬ 
ty, housing, education, recreation, 
and mental health. The topic of sub¬ 
stance abuse continues to dominate 
many discussions and we have 
therefore determined a need to 
increase our communities’ aware¬ 
ness of the many facets of this prob¬ 
lem as well as its impact on life in 
Winchester. 

One recent effort by the Winches¬ 
ter Public Schools resulted in a 
grant from the Northeast Regional 
Center for Drug Free Schools and 
Communities and the development 
of the Winchester Super Teams. The 
grant, administered by Jan Dolan of 

the High School, provides funds and 
technical training for participants 
over a three year period. Currently 
two community groups (out of four 
teams) are focusing on the develop¬ 
ment of a booklet giving information 
and guidelines on substance abuse to 
be mailed to all residents. Communi¬ 
ty members are invited to get 
involved with the Super Teams by

20 years: 1970 

Among actions taken that week 
at the Board of Selectmen’s meet¬ 
ing was the approval of a sche¬ 
dule for use of the town incinera¬ 
tor and approval of the purchase 
of sweepers for the town. Also, 
Edward P. Lynch of White Street 
was named to serve as dog officer 
for the town. 

The American Red Cross had 
launched a new “Write Hanoi” 
campaign as part of its continu¬ 
ing all-out effort to gain more 
humane treatment for United 
States prisoners of war in 
Vietnam. The drive called on 
Americans in all walks of life to 
send letters to the President of 
North Vietnam expressing con¬ 
cern over that government’s fai¬ 
lure to adhere to the 1949 Geneva 
Convention. 

Metropolitan District Commis¬ 
sioner (MDC) John Sears met 
with members of Winchester’s 
Board of Selectmen and other 
natural resources department 
heads of town that week to dis¬ 
cuss problems that the town 
faced in its MDC region. Major 
concern centered on pollution of 
the Upper Mystic Lake that led to 
the proposed creation of a seven- 
member committee to study pol¬ 
lution in the Aberjona River, 
which feeds into the Upper 
Mystic.

Banning of motorboats from 
Mystic Lake above the causeway 
and dam, and Bacon’s Pond, was 
argued that week at a hearing 
before the full board of the MDC, 
whose recent decision to exclude 
motor-driven craft from the lakes 
caused protests from local devo¬ 
tees of the sport. Some 20 persons 
attended the hearing, about 
equally divided between propo¬ 
nents and opponents of 
motorboating.

Concerns voiced 
on school closing 

TO THE EDITOR: 

This letter concerns the closing of 
an excellent school and the hurried 
herding of the sixth grade to junior 
high school. 

Last year, when my oldest daught¬ 
er was in fourth grade, we were told 
that she would attend her sixth 
grade at McCall due to lack of space 
in the elementary schools. Later, 
that decision was reversed when 
space was created through split 
grades and higher pupil per teacher 
ratios. Next, we were advised that 
for financial reasons alone, this 
group would be shipped to McCall 
for sixth grade. 

Mr. Evander French Jr., principal 
of McCall, his staff, and the fifth and 
sixth grade teachers have, in a very 
short time, devised a viable sixth 
grade progam. In addition to their 
regular tasks, they have been acces¬ 
sible to students and parents and 
gracious in addressing our concerns. 

I can appreciate the enthusiasm 
that some fifth graders have for 
“graduating” from their elemen¬ 
tary schools. However. I b eli eve th at

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these children would benefit more 
from maturing for another year in 
the nurturing environment of their 
neighborhood schools. 

• They would be given another 
year to plan for end of the year 
activities and graduation. 

• They would have a year to 
enhance self-esteem as the seniors 
of their elementary schools. 

• They would have the opportunity 
to interract with younger children in 
programs such as math tutoring for 
first graders. 

What possible benefit can there be 
in warehousing these children on the 
third floor of McCall? They will be 
offered basically the same curricu¬ 
lum as in their neighborhood 
schools. They will be bussed 
together with seventh through 12th 
graders, arriving 30 minutes before 
the actual start of the school day. 
One sixth grade class will be isolated 
on the second floor of the building. 

This project, initiated in order to 
close an elementary school, has 
been conceived prematurely and for 
the wrong reasons. If an education¬ 
ally sound need does arise for a 
middle school in Winchester, much 
more time should be taken to pre¬ 
pare for its implementation. 

The Task Force on School Closing 
(majority and minority opinions) 
has suggested ways to reduce the 
current school budget enough to 
keep all five elementary schools 
operating while maintaining the 
high quality of education that we in 
Winchester deserve. None of these 
cuts effects the comprehensive cur¬ 
riculum at the high school. 

The close decision (a squeaky 
three-to-two vote of the School Com¬ 
mittee) to close the Vinson Owen 
School will allow the number of 
students at three schools to exceed 
their estimated capacities as 
derived by the Task Force on Declin¬ 
ing Enrollment of 1982. This shows 
an incredible lack of foresight in the 
face of increasing elementary 
enrollment. 

I urge all Winchester residents to 
carefully consider the alternatives 
made available by the Task Force 
on School Closing and weigh them 
against the upheaval of destroying 
the neighborhood school concept and 
the premature attempt to create a 
middle school.

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WINCHESTER PAST AND PRESENT 

Griffin museum 
recaptures history

Many a heart in Winchester has 
been gladdened by the recent Town 
Meeting vote in favor of the Arthur 
Griffin Museum. Support for the 
museum has been voiced for some 
time by many residents. In addition 
to the value of the museum and its 
collection, about which so much has 
been said that it need not be 
repeated here, the building itself will 
be a welcome addition to the town 
for the recognition its architectural 
design makes of Winchester’s 
history. 

From the time the first structures 
were built within the present-day 
boundaries of Winchester through 
the early decades of our own cen¬ 
tury, mills were an important part of 
our community. Many of the earliest 
businesses in this area were mill- 
powered, and through the early 20th 
century mills continued to house a 
variety of industries. Although they 
are all gone, some names still in use 
in town today hearken back to our 
mill history and the families who 
made their livelihoods — and for¬ 
tunes — by them. 

Most prominently, at the heart of 
downtown Winchester, lies Mill 
Pond, whose name recalls the pre¬ 
sence of mills along the Aberjona. 
Well known is the fact that Edward 
Converse built the first mill along 


this river near the present Converse 
Street dam where his own dam 
created the Pond. Converse’s mill 
was later owned, and either rebuilt 
or replaced by David Wyman, who 
in 1774 sold it to Abel Richardson. 
Richardson maintained the mill 
until his old age, after which it fell 
into neglect. After the railroad was 
built, S.S. Richardson bought the 
property and built a new mill. This 
was later owned by Harrison Park¬ 
er, then Joel Whitney. 

Most of the building was leased to 
small industries, including at least 
two sash and blind businesses, a 
dyeshop, two lasting machines, a 
manufactory of leather-splitting 
machinery, a shoe-pegging 
machine, and a woodworking busi¬ 
ness. In 1909 the mill was sold to the 
town for its park development. The 
dam and bridge were replaced and 
the Mill Pond preserved, but the mill 
disappeared forever. 

Other mills were built along the 
same river. On the southwest end 
the Symmes family built a dam and 
a mill for the business of fulling and 
dyeing cloth.

first for grinding corn. Both were 
eventually sold to Robert Bacon 
whose business was felt manufac¬ 
ture. After 1843 these mills were 
leased to a variety of small indus¬ 
tries, including cotton batting, a 
sash and blind shop, a print works, 
and a mahogany sawing mill. 

John Bacon built a third mill near 
his home on Lakeview for felt manu¬ 
facture. The first two mills disap¬ 
peared after 1863 when Charlestown 
began to take water from Upper 
Mystic Lake (which led to the south¬ 
west end of the Aberjona enlarging 
into the Upper Mystic Lake). After 
the third mill burned in 1880, the 
Bacon family replaced it by another

at the foot of Grove Place. There felt 
continued to be made into the 20th 
century. 

Other waterways than the Aberjo¬ 
na powered Winchester’s early 
mills. The second known mill was 
built in the early 18th century by 
Thomas Belknap along Horn Pond 
Brook by present-day Canal Street. 
First a fulling mill, later a grist-mill, 
it remained in the Belknap family 
until 1787, after which it belonged to 
a succession of owners until pur¬ 
chased by Church & Lane, piano 
case manufacturers. Church & Lane 
were succeeded by Cowdery, Cobb & 
Nichols who supplemented water 
power with the use of steam. About 
1895 the mill became the site of the 
Eastern Felt Co. 

In 1787 another mill was built on 
Horn Brook Pond by another 
Richardson further south near Main 
Street. It was purchased in 1810 by 
John Cutter whose sons used it for 
carding work, leather-splitting 
machines, then sawing mahogany 
and other fancy woods. The mill was 
abandoned before 1890, then used for 
some years to manufacture school 
furniture, but then was torn down. 
The name of the Cutter family, how¬ 
ever, is still known through the 


name “Cutter’s Village" having 
been given to the neighborhood 
along Main Street north of the mill 
where several members of family 
lived. 

A third waterway that was the site 
of a mill was Sawmill Brook, a 
stream that flowed down from Long 
Meadow to the Aberjona. Built by 
the Richardson family, the sawmill 
was in operation for many years. In 
1868 the Winn watch hand factory 
was built on the site of the mill. The 
creation of North Reservoir in the 
late 19th century eliminated the 
meadow and the brook, but the 
brook and mill are remembered in 
the name of Sawmill Brook Road. 

If all continues to go well, a “mill” 
will return to the banks of the Aber¬ 
jona. Its business will be quite diffe¬ 
rent from the working mills of ear¬ 
lier times. In other ways also it will 
be different. It will be owned not by 
one family but by the town and will 
belong to the community. It will not 
make a private fortune but will be a 
community treasure. It will remem¬ 
ber our history, and preserve some 
of it in its collection, and will be an 
important and distinctive addition to 
our future environment.

Mitsakos told members year-end 
reports and class scheduling for next 
year are currently being undertaken 
by the computer staff, but the census 
task could be worked in at the School 
Committee’s discretion.

Nathan Talbot, a national spokes¬ 
man for the Christian Science 
Church, addressed an audience of 
nearly 1(H) people at the Jenks Senior 
Citizens Center May 22. Talbot, who 
has appeared on such national shows 
as 20/20 and 60 minutes, lectured on 
the role of Christian Science in 
society. 

Talbott recalled his father’s con¬ 
version to Christian Science came 
after a broken leg in a fishing acei 
dent was “improperly set and hadn’t 
healed" and after turning to Christ¬ 
ian Science, Talbott said, “The leg 
healed very quickly." 

“It is just as natural, as normal 
for Christian Scientists to turn to 
God as it would be for someone else 
to turn to drugs." concluded Talbot. 

According to Talbot, the Christian 
Science belief in spiritual healing, 
“isn’t a faith healing, it isn’t a kind 
of mind over matter, but rather a 
matter of yielding the human 
mind ... to God." 

The practices of Christian Scien¬ 
tists regarding spiritual healing 
have recently come under intense 
public scrutiny as a result of a court 
case currently pending in Suffolk 
Superior Court in Boston. 

Talbot noted that murder charges 
against Christian Scientists David 
and Ginger Twitched centers on 
their failure to obtain conventional 
medical treatment for their ailing 
infant son. The child was treated 
spiritually by a Christian Science 
practitioner when the former died in 
1986 of a bowel obstruction. 

The Twitched case has sparked 
intense public debate on the respon¬ 
sibility of parents to seek prompt 


medical care for a child, versus the 
right of a family to the free practice 
of its religion. 

According to Talbot, the Christian 
Science belief in exclusive use of 
spiritual healing is part of a holistic 
approach, of which abstinence from 
convenlial medical treatment is only 
one part. 

Answering his own question of 
"why can’t the best parts of spiritual 
healing be combined with the best 
parts of conventional medicine," 
Talbot noted that Christian Science 
teaching is not eompatable with con¬ 
ventional medicine on a basic philo¬ 
sophic level. According to Talbot, 
the Christian Science belief in spirit 
as the only power prevents the com¬ 
bination of spiritual treatment and 
conventional medical treatment. 

Talbot said, “A doctor wouldn’t 
combine two modes of drug treat¬ 
ment ... Drug A and Drug B, for 
instance. 

Talbot labeled the question of 
child care a "much more sensitive 
issue." The issue, said Talbot, 
focuses on the definition of “what is 
responsible care." 

“We ad love children, and want 
children to be properly care 
for .. about 50,000 children are lost 
each year under conventional medi¬ 
cal treatment." he said. “What 
about those 50,000 parents who 
choose their method of treatment? 
They are not prosecuted, but offered 
the support of society." 

Talbot proceeded to list from a 
Christian Science survey a number 
of ailments succesfully cured by 
spiritual treatment. Talbot called 
the Christian Science record of heal¬ 
ing "extraordinary for many centu¬ 
ries but not infadable." 

Talbot reviewed the relationship

of the Christian Science religion to 
legislative and judicial scrutiny in 
Massachusetts. Talbot said that 
Christian Science spiritual healing 
has been recognized as an accepted 
way of "providing proper physical 
care" to children since 1924, when it 
was acknowedged by the Massa¬ 
chusetts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children. 

It was the death in 1967 of a child 
being treated by Christian Science 
method, and the subsequent convic¬ 
tion by the court of the parents of 
manslaughter, that prompted the 
Massachusetts legislature in 1974 to 
acknowledge freedom of Christian 
Science religious practice, accord¬ 
ing to Talbot. 

The law, which he cited as Chapter 
273, Section 1, establishes the ability 
of the state to intervene in the care 
of children being treated under 
Christian Science. According to Tal¬ 
bot, the law recognizes the religion 


to the extent that it precludes crimi¬ 
nal liability against parents. The 
law's intent, concluded Talbott, was 
to “prevent a retribution against a 
grieving parent by the state. 

Referring to current state prose¬ 
cution of the Twitchells, Talbot said, 
“I think it’s a mistake, what’s 
behind all this ... I think the prosecu¬ 
tor has not acnowledged alternate 
methods of healing." 

Talbott added that he believes a 
family is entitled to “use whatever 
method that they as individuals have 
found to be the most effective in 
their family ... The constitution has 
taken account of it and it would be 
wrong to discriminate against some¬ 
thing spiritual.” 

Critics of Christian Science, Tal¬ 
bott charged, “are attempting to cut 
out the heart of Christian Science. 
This is not only a loss to children, it 
is an attempt to prosecute out of 
existence a religion." 


Farrell resigns post 


Firefighter and department 
mechanic John Farrell resigned 
from his post after 27 years this 
week, in the wake of a failed bid to 
conduct a probe of the Winchester 
Fire Department. 

Town Meeting shot down an arti¬ 
cle in May sponsored by Farrell 
aimed at rehiring four firefighters 
who were laid off last summer due to 
budget cuts. Farrell had said equip¬ 
ment repairs and rehiring of person¬ 
nel could be accomplished within the 
existing budget. 

At his presentation before Town 


Meeting, Farrell had called for the 
formation of a committee to investi¬ 
gate what he saw as problems within 
the department. Farrell had cited 
what he termed inappropriate 
assignment of personnel and abuse 
of equipment as the basis for spon¬ 
soring the article. 

Farrell had announced in May he 
would resign from his post as the 
department’s mechanic, but had 
made no mention of resigning as a 
firefighter as well. 

Farrell could not be reached by 
the Star for comment.

cancer research grant 

The American Cancer Society 
recently awarded a cancer research 
grant to Winchester residents 
Michael H. Malamy. PH D., of Wild¬

June, to begin on July 1. 

In addition to research grants and 
postdoctoral fellowships, the Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society provides funding 
to undergraduate college students 
and medical students to work with 
cancer researchers. The Society 
also provides Research Professor¬ 
ships which support many of the 


nation’s most gifted scientists who 
have dedicated their careers to 
cancer research.

Presidential prize 

La Patisserie, owned and operated 
by long-time Winchester business¬ 
man Stephen Pazyra, has won the 
highest award presented by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Retail Bakers Associa¬ 
tion (M.R.B.A.), the coveted 1990 
Presidential Prize, The Church 
Street pastry shop’s entry in the 
Fancy Pastry Division of the Associ¬ 
ation’s Annual Baked Foods Contest 
were truffles, delectable sweets 
made with the finest Belgian choco¬ 
late. heavy cream and butter and 
then flavored a myriad of wonderful 
ways... with grand marnier, double 
chocolate, hazelnut, raspberry or 
Irish Cream. This is the 50th annual 
contest sponsored by the M.R.B.A., 
which has 160 member bakeries 
statewide. It is the first win for La 
Patisserie, which entered for the 
first time this year. 

“I am amazed that we won,” 
states Pazyra. “Truffles are a new 
product for us and we entered them 
just for the experience of being in a 
contest. The competition was stiff, 
with 35 competitors from around the 
State displaying their best. What a 
stress-filled event! Entrants were 
assigned numbers to keep their iden¬ 
tities unknown to three judges, all 
experts in the food industry. Entries 
were first viewed and then the 
judges went behind closed doors to 
pick the one entry that was outstand¬ 
ing in quality, visual appeal and 
innovation. When they emerged 
three hours later and announced La 
Patisserie as the winner, I was 
ecstatic! To be judged the best by 
your peers is quite an honor.” 

According to Pazyra, business has 
boomed in the little shop since 1984 
when he first took over. From the 
beginning, he said he has been com¬ 
mitted to searching the world for the 
finest ingredients. Pazyra likes to 
say that he still “cracks his own 
eggs,” a reference to the fact that 
only fresh eggs are used in his pro¬ 
ducts, not frozen or powdered ones 
that a majority of bakers use. He 
reads constantly and attends semi¬ 
nars often, looking for Old-World 
recipes to adapt for his customers. 
With the help of his wife Danette, 
they publish, “Sweet Talk,” a semi¬ 
annual newsletter which offers tips 
on nutrition as well as hints on 
hostessing and profiles of new 
products. 

Pazyra said he also insists that his 
personnel meet the same high stan¬ 
dards as his products — that they be 
warm, friendly and work as a team. 
Nowhere is this more evident than 
with the two women who prepared 
the shop’s winning entry — Kathleen 
Ortiz and Beverly Costa. Both are 
experienced pastry professionals. 
Costa, who holds a degree in Culin¬ 
ary Arts from Newbury College in 
Brookline, is fondly referred to as 
the “cake lady," and has gained a 
reputation for her wonderful crea¬ 
tions. Her favorite is Pear Amaretto 
Torte which she considers her signa¬ 
ture cake. Ortiz, who has a degree in 
Pastry Arts from Johnson and Wales 
College in Providence, is equally 
proud of her colorful fruit flans, 
adorned with kiwi, strawberries, 
mandarin oranges, pineapple and 
peaches. Neither woman was sur¬ 
prised that their truffles entry won. 
“They are sheer chocolate heaven — 
rich, smooth and creamy, And 
besides, Steve has always told us 
that we’re the best.” 

Pazyra brings many years of man¬ 
agerial expertise to La Patisserie. 
Starting out in the restaurant busi¬ 
ness, he learned early on that qual¬ 
ity is the key to customer satisfac¬ 
tion.

When 

opportunity 
doesn’t knock 


Laid-off older workers face hardship 
in the job market, but many are 
speaking out to effect change

159, one former company 
vice president in the Bay 
State says that after 11 
months of unemployment 
and fruitless job 
searching, he feels like “an invisible 
man" in a society where youth and 
career advancement are twin 
obsessions. 

“Am 1 bitter? I’m long beyond that. 
The worst thing that can happen to me 
now is that I die.” said the man, who 
requested anonymity. 

Living off his savings, he now 
spends time listening to other men and 
women in similar situations, sees “a 
shrink once a week" and is planning to 
do consulting in Eastern Europe. 

Hundreds of older Massachusetts 
residents have similar stories to tell of 
the anguish and feelings of loss that 
come with layoffs in New England’s 
battered economy. Just when these 


seasoned men and women find 
themselves at the peak of their 
professional lives, many are becoming 
casualties of the corporate pursuit of 
‘‘lean and mean" management 
hierarchies. 

Robin Battista, executive director of 
Operation ABLE (Ability Based on 
Long Experience) in Boston, said the 
public, nonprofit group has seen a 74 
percent increase from 1988 to 1989 in 
the number of people over age 45 
requesting employment sendees. She 
said 53 percent of inquiries come from 
displaced, white-collar workers. 

Operation ABLE was established in 
1982 by Ezra Merrill, the former 
president of H.P. Hood Co., to 
promote the employment of older 
workers. In addition to running career 
workshops and training sessions with 
workers, ABLE seeks to educate the 
business community.

SEATTLE * Because of a shrinking labor 
pool, workers in the year 2000 will be in 
a better position to realize workplace 
demands such as better environments, 
continuing education, extensive benefits 
packages, and shorter work schedules. 

That’s the picture that emerges from 
a survey of 1,300 business people in eight 
countries conducted by Priority 
Management System inc.. a management 
training firm. 

“By the end of this decade, taking 
time off will become more important than 
making more money,” says Dan Stamp, 
the firm's president. 

The survey report, called “The 21st 
Century Workplace,” shows that 
employees want to change or escape 


from pressures of today’s workplace: 95 
percent of respondents work more than 
40 hours a week: 49 percent took two 
weeks or less in vacation time during the 
past year: 36 percent lack adequate skills 
to operate a computer or other high-tech 
equipment; and 66 percent feel their jobs 
are more stressful than they were a 
decade ago. 

When asked what would make them 
happier, most respondents said they 
wanted more time with family, good 
health, job challenges and opportunity, 
and that these benefits ranked ahead of 
making more money. 

“Businesses will have to be sensitive 
to the altering complexion of employee 
needs if they are going to attract and 
retain qualified personnel,” concludes 
Stamp.

Second quarter hiring will be somewhat 
softer than the same period last year, 
according to a survey by Manpower, 

Inc., the international temporary services 
firm. 

Among businesses surveyed, 26 
percent plan to add staff during the April- 
May-June period, a drop from last year's 
30 percent. Decreases in staff are 
projected in 8 percent of the companies, 
up from last year’s 6 percent. 
Percentages are based on responses 
from a quarterly survey from among the 
15,000 public and private employers 
sun-eyed by Manpower. 

The weakness shows up in the slow 
pickup in hiring plans from the first to 
second quarter of this year, says Mitchell 
S. Fromstein, the firm’s president. “We 
usually see a drop in hiring in January' 


after the holiday period, which is followed 
by a sharp increase in the second 
quarter. The pickup is there this year, 
but the usual eight-point increase is down 
to six points. 

“These lower hiring projections are 
still above normal recession levels.” 

Sharp declines from a year ago in the 
Northeast is largely responsible for the 
downward trend, according to the 
survey. Stable hiring is forecast for the 
South and Midwest, and hiring 
projections for the West are marginally 
higher than they were for last year. 

The downtrend is most noticeable in 
manufacturing: both durable and non¬ 
durable goods manufacturers project 
sharp declines in hiring. Construction and 
service sectors continue to show above- 
average growth, while wholesale and 
retail trades are near the all-industry' 
average.

Re-entering, From 1 
benefits of hiring and retaining people 
in this age group, but there aren’t 
enough of them,” said Battista. 

And while managers laid off from 
large companies usually walk away with 
lucrative severance packages or 
pensions, experts say many others who 
work for smaller firms are simply let go 
before they are vested in a pension 
plan. In the vice president’s case, a 
younger man who worked for him 
inherited his responsibilities for less 
pay. 

Older workers suffer further blows 
to their self esteem in interview after 
interview with younger people who tell 
them they are “over-qualified,” a term 
job seekers often view as a euphemism 
for “you’re over the hill.” 

“Employers are definitely 
uncomfortable with people older than 
entry-level. In this culture, people are 
very scared of age, ” said Carl 
Schneider, a Newton psychotherapist 
and career counselor. “A lot of us are 
afraid of getting old. When they have to 
be in the company of an older person, it 
rubs their faces in it.” 

Many older professionals are 
starting to speak out about their 
experiences and have formed groups 
and networks to support their 
employment goals and pursue age 
discrimination cases in court. Others 
are abandoning job searches to start 
their own consulting businesses. 

Freelancers Over Fifty is a 
volunteer group founded in Cambridge 
about two years ago to help workers 
find consulting jobs and now has about 
175 members in eastern 
Massachusetts. Robert Bacon, director 
of the group’s marketing efforts, said 
Freelancers members often join the 
organization after looking 
unsuccessfully for full-time 
employment. 

Another group that has been active 
on the employment front is the Gray 
Panthers of Greater Boston, which 
held a public hearing earlier this month 
at which several people over 50 talked 
about their experiences with age 
discrimination, a difficult claim to prove 
in court. 

Dorothy Green is a Gray Panthers 
volunteer who got involved with the 
organization after a year of searching 
for a job to replace one she was 
dissatisfied with. She was 59 at the 
time and confident that with two 
Masters’ degrees from Harvard 
University and experience that included 
being the director of a large community 
health center, she would have no 
problem finding a job. 

“It took me a year to realize I 
couldn’t find a job because of my age, ” 
said Green, now an active 62-year-old 
living in Jamaica Plain. “I was 


devastated, embarrassed and I felt 
humiliated.” 

Green finally opted to abandon her 
search, instead deciding to write and 
work with the Panthers. 

Some companies are making efforts 
to hire middle-aged people, not just for 
altruistic reasons but also because they 
are finding it makes good business 
sense. In many surveys, companies 
have given their older workers high 
marks for their productivity, work ethic 
and dependability. Experts also point 
out that hiring and retaining older 
workers sends a positive message to 
younger employees, who see that their 
experience will be valued as they move 
up the ladder. 

Operation ABLE’s Battista said one 
of ‘'the pioneers” in launching an 
organized plan to recruit older 
employees is BayBank Middlesex, 
which has hired about 50 Operation 
ABLE job seekers. 


Although ageism is not a new 
phenomenon, older workers and 
employment specialists say the 
problem is magnified now with more 
people out of work and those still in 
their jobs feeling insecure about their 
own careers. 

Some believe an expected labor 
shortage in the 1990s and beyond will 
prompt more companies to look to 
older people to fill the gap, while others 
say the trend toward the creation of 
lower-paying service jobs will not help 
older professionals find fulfilling work. 

Observers noted that middle-aged 
people can also sabotage themselves 
during a job search by buying into the 
stereotypes about older people — that 
they are tired and set in their ways. 

Hilda Scott, who co-authored the 
book “Forced Out” with Boston Globe 
columnist Juliet Brudney in 1987, said it 
is important for people to hold their 
heads up in the wake of a layoff. The 


two writers interviewed more than 100 
displaced employees over 50 and found 
that “almost no one” attained jobs 
reflecting their experience and former 
pay. 

“It helps to get your self image in 
order,” Scott said. 

Outplacement specialists, who are 
hired by companies to help laid-off 
workers find new jobs, also emphasized 
the importance of a positive attitude in 
trying to re-enter the job market at an 
older age. 

“The fact is people are getting jobs. 
People who are getting them are 
working harder and they’re working 
smarter,” said Ken White, a Dedham 
resident and managing partner of the 
Lynnfield outplacement firm 
MacKenna, Jandl & Associates. 

“People 50 and up need to be mindful 
of the stereotype and disarm it. ”

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Job Hunting step by step 

Looking for a job can be an exercise in frustration or an exciting challenge, depending on how it’s approached. 
Planning your approach step by step can lead to a successful outcome. 


1. The Resume 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 
prepare a resume. The form used 
may be based on the information 
to be presented. 


Chronological ► 
Resume 

This resume is prepared 
with experience listed in 
sequence starting with the 
current or last position 
and working back. This 
is especially good if 
the work background is 
consistent and shows 
good progression 
from early jobs 
to the present. 
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4 Functional 
Resume 

When there is a variety of 
unrelated job experiences or 
when different skill areas 
need to be emphasized, 
the best resume format 
to use is the functional 
resume. In this format, 
the information is 
presented in a way 
that makes it easy 
for the employer 
to pick out your 
area of expertise.

2 . Personal Assessment 


What can 1 do? What do 1 want to do? What do 1 do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 

and dislikes. 


Here Is a simple project: 


List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now, highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now, list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 

strongest areas were math and mechanics. 


This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 

3 . Research 



Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody’s (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. On microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you’ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you’ve learned. The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off.

4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being properly dressed won’t get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you’re not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example: When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirt. 


Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. One often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 

When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YOU'RE ON! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You’ve analyzed your 
strengths; tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is OK because it gives a better picture of who you are, but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don't have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don’t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

M What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

■ What is the company’s history? 

■ What are the company’s goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don’t be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don’t have anything to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the position. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.

Education plays a vital role in the deve¬ 
lopment of children, and over the years, 
the make-up of education has changed. 

From one-room school houses to today’s 
system, from slate tablets to sophisticated 
computers, the nature of education has 
changed, though many of the goals are still 
the same. 

According to Superintendent of Schools 
Dr Charles Mitsakos. the next 10 years 
until the year 2000 promise to bring some 
interesting changes to the educational sys¬ 
tem as it exists today. 

For Mitsakos. these changes will come 
in three forms: technology, teaching 
approach and empowerment. 

Technology 

Looking ahead. Mitsakos says compu¬ 
ters will likely play an even greater role in 
education. Computers help students work 
through programs, and in Winchester, 
some students have already begun com¬ 
paring data in projects with that from 
students in other towns. 

' Technology is being used to connect 
kids around the Globe,” he said, adding 
that this aspect will likely increase in the 
coming years as students share ideas and 


concerns. 

"Computers will continue to play a very 
critical role,” said Mitsakos. 

Today, students write most of their pap¬ 
ers on computer, and some students per¬ 
form advanced projects, such as in sci¬ 
ence. with the help of advanced computer 
software. 

"I wouldn't be surprised if in 10 years, 
we have lap-top computers no larger than 
textbooks,” Mitsakos said. "My guess is 
technology is moving. Computers are 
being used at every level.” 

Another technological move Winchester 
may tap into more in the future is learning 
via television hook-up to other schools. "As 
school districts deal with smaller enroll¬ 
ments, fiberoptics and two-way interac¬ 
tive video will allow kids in more than one 
school to attend the same class.” he said. 

Winchester is currently tied in to a 
collaborative with Arlington, Woburn and 
Lexington to work on such programming. 
"With the technology, we could be linked 
in the next year,” Mitsakos said. 

"It’s not the same as being there, but if 
the choice is not having it at all, we’d 
rather do it (through interactive 
education 1.” he added. 

Teaching approaches 

Mitsakos said he believes the way teach¬

ers deal with different kinds of students 
will also be of great importance in the next 
decade. "Teachers will try to find ways to 
deal with the fact kids approach learning 
differently.” he added. With increasing 
research into the way students learn, Mit¬ 
sakos said local teachers have begun 
experimenting with cooperative learning, 
where both the individual’s achievement 
and the group’s achievement are 
highlighted. 

"I think we’re going to see a lot more 
cooperative learning,” he said. 

Mitsakos noted that currently there is 
greater focus on early childhood education 
in Winchester, where the developmental 
needs of three- to five-year olds are being 
addressed. "That's not going to be a fad,” 
he said. "We can see the pay-off. It’s just 
tremendous ... allowing kids to progress 
continuously.” 

Empowerment 

Finally, Mitsakos said he believes 
"empowerment” will become increasingly 
evident in communities. "Kids will play an 
active role in learning and in what they 
do,” said Mitsakos. "1 think we’ll find the 
same thing with teachers,” with more 
school-based management, he added. 

Teachers, students and parents will 
become more involved in decisions about 
areas such as curriculum, how schools are 
organized and how they are run. 

"Parents will be empowered further. 
Changes have already occured in the last 
decade.” Mitsakos said. "I think they’ll 
want to be involved in school improvement 
activities as well as a follow-up of what 


examples of different facets of the com¬ 
munity becoming involved in the process, 
such as the Task Force on School Closing. 
The task force was formed to find areas 
where the budget could be cut back to 
maintain the Vinson Owen Elementary 
goes on in school, at home.” 

Mitsakos said some of the issues 
Winchester has faced in the past year are 
School. "Empowerment sometimes 
causes confrontation,” he admitted. 

Another issue he said must be addressed 
more is student’s self-esteem. "We have to 
work together,” he added. 

Looking ahead 

In the next 10 years, Mitsakos said there 
will likely be an 8 to 10 percent growth in 
the student population. "In 10 years, 
Winchester High School will probably have 
900 to 950 students,” said Mitsakos of the 
school that next year will house less than 
800 students. 

However, he added. "The growth will 
not be all that dramatic. I think there will 
be some measured growth.” 

Mitsakos also said that in the future, 
schools may have to address issues such as 
childcare for faculty and staff. 

For students graduating from Winches¬ 
ter High School, Mitsakos said he believes 
a large number of students will continue to 
go on to two- and four-year colleges. Cur¬ 
rently, about 86 percent of WHS’s graduat¬ 
ing seniors attend college. "I don’t see the 
community changing that much,” he said.

Recycling

Citizens across the country turned out 
for Earth Day in April in an effort to foster 
understanding about the need to protect 
the world’s resources and reduce waste. 

But the efforts of Earth Day are not 
limited to one day, and people across 
America and in Winchester continue to 
make efforts toward earth-saving mea¬ 
sures like recycling. 

Recycling isn’t just for adults, and 
according to Waste Study Committee 
member Sharon Mastenbrook, children 
can easily get involved in the process. 
From home to school, Mastenbrook says 
there are actions kids can take to help 
recycle. 

“One six-year-old child can make a 
difference,’’ she said. 

Mastenbrook suggested children can 
become “consumer activists,’’ and when 
shopping with parents or on their own, 
buyers should keep an eye out for recycled 
products. “Kids are consumers too. When 
they you buy a candy bar, do you need a 
bag?” Mastenbrook said children should 
ask themselves. Protecting the environ¬ 
ment also means disposing of waste prop¬ 
erty, she said. Six-pack plastic rings 
should be cut before being discarded to 
avoid endangering the lives of fish and 
birds, she noted. 

When shopping at the grocery store, 
Mastenbrook said children should be 
aware of the number of layers of paper/ 
cardboard/plastic wrap on a package. If 


two products are the same but one is 
wrapped in three layers of paper and the 
other in one layer, Mastenbrook suggests 
the latter be purchased. “The less trash 
you take home from the store, the less you 
have,” she said. 

She noted that boxes likely made of 
recycled paper are gray inside, while 
those made with virgin paper are white. 
Many recycled goods are marked, but 
Mastenbrook said children can write to 
companies with their concerns and sugges¬ 
tions in their role as consumer activists. 
She also said that many companies have a 
toll-free number so consumers can call 
with questions or comments. If a box is not 
clearly marked as being composed of 
recycled material, Mastenbrook sug¬ 
gested consumers call or write to the 
manufacturer. 

In the home, Mastenbrook said children 
can help set up a dual receptacle system, 
so that non-recyclable trash goes in one bin 
and recyclables go in another. “It’s the 
same space as your old trash. It doesn’t 
multiply when you recycle. It’s just a 
different form,” she said. “It’s very easy 
to do.” 

“Try to reuse bags, or give your mothers 
canvas or string bags as a gift to use at the 
grocery store,” she added. 

In addition, Mastenbrook said children 
can take measures to conserve water in 
the home, such as by not running water 
while brushing teeth, or by asking their 
parents to install a low-flow shower head. 

Mastenbrook said students can also 
recycle at school. “Children can do things 


that reduce the amount of waste coming 
out of schools,” Mastenbrook said. 

There is currently an office paper recy¬ 
cling program in the schools, and students 
should ask their teachers about it. In 
addition, something as simple as turning 
over a paper rather than take a new piece 
can prevent additional waste. “Ask your 
teachers to help with the recycling effort,” 
she said. 

She noted that popular “drink boxes” 
are not recyclable because of the wax 
coating on the cardboard, and suggested 
students use a thermos instead. “Have a 
contest to see who can use one lunch bag 
the longest,” she added. 

“It’s not just dealing with it after, but 
trying to decrease the amount of trash 
[produced],” Mastenbrook said. 

Mastenbrook also suggested children 
learn what products can be recycled in 
Winchester, such as plastic milk bottles, 
glass bottles, paper, compost, metal cans 
and clothing that is still useable. 

Mastenbrook encouraged all residents to 
learn more about recycling. “Just saying 
something is recyclable ... it’s really more 
involved than that,” Mastenbrook said. 

Other things kids can do are: wrap a gift 
in newspaper instead of wrapping paper; 
reuse boxes; return coat hangers to clean¬ 
ers; buy used goods; and share 
magazines/books with friends and 
neighbors. 

The list is endless, but learning what you 
can do and then doing it is the key to 
keeping the earth clean.

Winchester resident to direct a program 
for the Winchester Recreation Depart¬ 
ment after the director resigned at the last 
minute. “I said, ‘Well, what needs to be 
done?’ That was the beginning of my 
career,” Alexander said. Three years 
later, WCTC was born. 

“When I first began [WCTC], I put one 
little notice in The Star to see if anyone 
was interested,” said Alexander. “It was 
like hosting a party when you’re not sure 
how many people will come.” 

The first production was Charlotte's 
Web, and with 35 students and space to 
perform in the First Congregational 
Church, Alexander had her program well 
underway. Alexander credits the success 
of the program to the generosity and 
support of “people who thought it was a 
wonderful thing for children.” The first 
production consisted of three perfor¬ 
mances, which all sold out, causing the 
group to tack on an additional show. 

Since that first production, Alexander 
said the program has grown in popularity 
so much that there is currently a “very 
serious auditioning process” each year. 
“Last year, 180 children tried out for 85 
spots,” she said. The program has since 
moved to Lincoln School, and produces a 
show every March. 

“I feel my greatest talent is being able to 
attract talented individuals around me. 
My success has not been due to anything I 
have done,” she said. With Alice Gross as 
her co-producer, Carole Davidson heading 
up the musical portion of the program, 


Linda Vacovec leading choreography and 
Brian Milauskas designing sets and coach¬ 
ing, Alexander said she has a strong team. 

Due to the large turnout of students 
trying out for this year’s production of 
Sleeping Beauty, Alexander has decided to 
develop two new theater programs for 
students. “It became obvious there is a 
greater interest in theater than could be 
accomplished in one production,” she said. 

This summer, she is running a four-week 
theater camp beginning July 9 geared 
toward the process of theater, a program 
she says will be “much less intimidating” 
for students than trying out for the annual 
production. Vacovec and music teacher 
Lori Lerman will assist Alexander with the 
summer program.

NASA space seeds program is ‘out of this world’

The eighth-grade students at St. Mary’s 
School, who are experimenting with toma¬ 
to plants as part of their earth science 
course, are secretly hoping they grow 
some weird-looking specimens. 

The whole student body at St. Mary’s 
have adopted the tomato plants as part of a 
project called SEEDS (Space Exposed 
Experiment Developed for Students). Dur¬ 
ing their spring semester, the eighth-grade 
students have been asked to grow and 
monitor space-exposed tomato seeds and 
Earth-based tomato seeds for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) to log mutations caused by long¬ 
term exposure to cosmic radiation. 

Some 12.5 million seeds were carried 
aboard the Long Duration Exposure Facil¬ 
ity (LDEF), which was placed in orbit on 
April 7, 1984 by the Space Shuttle Challen¬ 
ger. The seeds underwent apparent 
weightlessness and were exposed to cosm¬ 
ic radiation for longer than any other 
space-based NASA experiment involving 
biological tissue. On Jan. 12, 1990, the 
seeds were recovered from their six-year 
voyage by the Space Shuttle Columbia. 

The SEEDS project is a cooperative 
effort of the NASA Educational Affairs 
Division and the George W. Park Seed 
Company of South Carolina. 

Nursery school teacher Annette Ken¬ 
nedy first read of the program in The 
Boston Globe and applied for a SEEDS kit. 
When the tomato seed packets arrived in 
March, the whole school took part in the 
planting, said Kennedy. 


From there, eighth-grade science teach¬ 
er Elaine O’Reilly and her class took 
charge of the seeds and are now patiently 
monitoring the fledgling plants’ growth. A 
final report will be submitted by the stu¬ 
dents to NASA by Sept. 15, 1990. That 
means Kennedy and O’Reilly and possibly 
some of the students will be babysitting the 
plants over the summer. 

“It’s been a real team effort,” said 
Kennedy, “The kids have been great and 
we’ve gotten a lot of support.” 

Kennedy added that Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge Farm and Fells Hardware have 
donated planting supplies for the project 
including potting soils and containers. 

Eighth-grader Richard Murphy, who is 
in charge of mapping out the weekly 
growth of the plants, says there hasn’t 
been a lot of changes from week to week. 
But the plants are still in the early stages 
of growth at about eight inches high. One 
student has already noted what appears to 
be a strange growth pattern in a leaf of one 
of the plants. 

The eight students in the class are taking 
their charge from NASA as serious busi¬ 
ness and are conducting their experiment 
as scientifically as possible, said O’Reilly. 

She added the students have been “very 
responsible” and the project has also 
given her an opportunity to incorporate 
studies of earth science and astronomy 
into the course material. 

And students from across the country 
involved in the project, from fifth-grade to 
college level, totalling some four million 
participants, will be the sole scientists 
involved in the tomato seed experiments. 
Professional scientists have been excluded

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from studying the plants so as not to 
preempt the students’ findings. 

The project was designed to interest 
students in aspects of experimental sci¬ 
ence. But NASA also gains needed infor¬ 
mation on the effects of longterm exposure 
to conditions in space that NASA officials 
say is essential to the successful operation 
of Space Station Freedom and possible 
missions to the moon and Mars. 

Tomato seeds were chosen for several 
reasons but largely because they are small 
.enough to maximize the amount that could 
be carried into space. Also they are a 
familiar plant, are relatively hardy and 
can be grown throughout the U.S. 

In April, Kennedy was surprised to learn 
of a published report that indicated the 
seeds could have been exposed to cosmic 
radiation that could result in poisonous 
plants. NASA however, immediately sent 


word to the schools that the project is “a 
safe and valuable educational outreach 
program.” NASA also reaffirmed the con¬ 
clusion of the U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, which evaluated the safety aspects 
and assured NASA there were “no food 
safety risks associated with the tomato 
seeds and fruits they produce.” 

The Park Seed Co. also added that it 
“believes the fruit produced by the space- 
flown tomato seeds will be as safe as any 
fruit you buy at your local grocers.”
